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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


The revaluation of Falmouth was completed during the final months 
of 1978. Notices were mailed to property owners in September and ap- 
oroximately 2000 hearings were conducted by the firm of McGee and 
Magane. In addition the Board of Assessors responded by mail to sever- 
al hundred inquiries from non-resident taxpayers. 


Due to the length of time required to conduct a final review of pro- 
perty as a result of the hearings and written inquiries, there was con- 
siderable delay in mailing tax bills. In compliance with the Town By- 
Law, the Board of Assessors published the list of the new values in the 
Falmouth Enterprise. 


The following report is based on figures for the Fiscal Year, from 
July 1, 1977 through June 30, 1978. The next year’s annual report will list 
the new totals based on the revaluation.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Hororable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Falmouth Police 
Department for the year 1978. 


The Police Department, for the year of 1978, had an 11% decrease in 
the area of total complaints received from the citizens. 10,020 this year 
against 11,297 for last year. 1977 showed a 5.2% decrease. This makes 
two consecutive years with a decrease. On the level of service calls 
there was an increase of 88%. 4,483 calls against 2,380 for 1977. This 
too has been consecutive, but in the other direction. Noise complaints 
have gone from 1756 to 1,285, giving an increase of 70%. 


All court work, which includes warrants, summonses and trial work 
totalled 3,323. This reflects an increase of 36% from 1977’s total of 
2,444. 


Motor vehicle accident investigations increased by 8%. 1,437 against 
1,331 last year. There were seven fatals resulting from these figures. An 
increase of 40%. The overall total of accidents reported were 1,798. 
There was one fatal accident by fire. 


Again, this year, there was a reduction in the total number of ar- 
rests by 198. An 8% decrease with total of 2,280. 


The Detective Division has approximately a 20% overall increase in 
actual crimes for 1978. Breaking and entering from 527 to 658, larceny 
from 436 to 544 and vandalism 705 to 882. There were 10 rapes reported 
and investigated, with two arrests. 


The increase in the above mentioned areas of crime is an indication 
that the Falmouth Detective Division has been extremely busy this past 
year. There were eight arrests for armed robbery during this past year, 
indicating that the types of crimes we are experiencing in Falmouth are 
the same as the national trend, with an increase in felony crimes 


Larceny by check showed an increase although recovery of this type 
is 85%. This is far above the national average. 


Narcotic arrests totaled 94. This figure includes adults as well as 
juveniles. This is an increase of over 100% from last year. The sale of 
narcotics showed an increase in arrests. This means we are arresting the 
pushers, which is most important to the public. 


The Juvenile Division has, as usual, been very busy. Arrests fluctu- 
ate with the seasons, the economy of the country and the availability of 
drugs to our youth. 


The Division has recorded over 250 conferences with young people 
and family which were not court related. Family problems, school and 
criminal actions that are in the best interest of the Town and family to 
be handled through the department or social agency and not the courts. 


Matters which were taken directly to court include the following. 
Three robberies committed on elderly persons of the Community. The 
first committed by two youths arrested immediately at the scene. The 
second, a woman alone in her home, when a youth entered and robbed 
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this woman. The following day this youth was arrested. The third w 
an elderly man and this happened at the end of the year and has n 
yet been solved. During this past year two attempted rapes were al 
reported and investigated. 


Fifty-one arrests were made by this Division for breaking into hom 
and businesses. Many others solved and handled with parents and t 
victims of these offenses. Sixteen arrests for larceny of motor vehicl 
and thirty-seven arrests for larceny, shoplifting and receiving stol 
property. Assaults accounted for seven arrests. Vandalism, malicio 
destruction of property and other property arrests amounted to fift 
seven in all. There was a total of eighty-seven trespassing complaint: 


Twenty-seven “Children in Need of Services’ complaints were pr 
secuted including run-a-way and stubborn children. This is conside 
ably lower than usual because the court doesn’t seem to work in the 
cases with the new change in the law. Child abuse cases prosecuted © 
this department totaled six. Twenty-two cases were turned over to t 
Department of Welfare for further investigation. 


The following reports from our safety Officer on safety educatic 
There were a total of 3,277 students instructed through 278 assemblli 
and classes on bus evacuation, general bus safety, pedestrian, bicycle a: 
water safety. A special safety program was conducted for “Early Chil 
hood Traffic Education” for pre-school children at day care cente 
Lectures at senior citizen centers and other civic groups. A montk 
FOOS program, conducted here at the station, and a FOOS Festival 
Morse Pond School Helping Hands program, counciling of Boy Sco 
troops for Safety Merit badge, tours of the Police station for sche 
children and scout troops were among other activities of the Safety O 
ficer. 


Activities in which assistance and participation was given inclu 
March of Dimes Campaign, Jimmy Fund Drive, Falmouth Bike-a-tho 
Omnibus Walk-a-thon, Falmouth Youth Parade, Boy Scout Rodeo, Fe 
mouth Mini-Race and Open House at Falmouth Public Schools. 


Safety meetings attended at state level, eleven, five locally a1 
eleven regionally. Elected Vice-President of the South Shore Safe 
Officers’ League in 1978, served as Chairman of Bicycle Safety a 
Winter Safety Committee for 1978. 


The safety projects in which the Safety Officer was instrument: 
with the cooperation of the Massachusetts Department of Public Wor 
and the Falmouth Department of Public Works are: the sidewalk a1 
curbing leading to the East Falmouth School and installation of schc 
zone traffic lights at Teaticket and East Falmouth Schools. 


One hundred thiry-eight related complaints were investigated 
corrected. Two hundred twenty-five citations were issued as a result 
radar patrol, the majority for speeding. 


During the year a safety patrol of nine adult crossing guards a1 
nine student patrol members were trained, oriented and supervised 
traffic control. 


Safety awards include the Falmouth Elks Youth Parade Award a1 
the East Falmouth Girl Scout Award. 
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There were a total of 180 bicycle thefts reported. 109 were recovered, 
were auctioned along with two motor scooters. 44 bicycles were re- 
ned to their owners and 37 remained in storage. 313 bicycles have 
on registered during 1978 bringing the total registered in Falmouth to 
1. 


An attempt will be made to accomplish two areas of vital importance 
the Community. One will be to initiate a comprehensive crime pre- 
ition program with-in the Community. This has been due to man- 
wer limitations in the past. The second will be the appointing of a 
ining officer, curriculum coordinator. This appointment will enable the 
partment to continue to provide the officers with the latest develop- 
nts needed in their profession. 


After several years of not having all members of the department as 
rmanent Divisions of Personnel employees (Civil Service), we at least 
ve accomplished and completed this matter. 


As a result of a policy set in September 1978 by the Board of Select- 
nm and my office, all Special Officers and Auxiliary Police Officers 
Ist be certified by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training 
uncil prior to exercising any police powers. One of the requirements is 
successfully pass a written criminal law exam conducted by the Com- 
mnwealth. Training classes for this purpose were conducted by our 
ff. The results of the first exam were the following. Fifty two can- 
lates submitted, fifty-one successfully completed all requirements. 


In closing, I shall like to commend the citizens of the Town and the 
rious agencies for their continued cooperation and valuable support.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT

I herewith submit the following report of the Falmouth Fire L 
partment for the year 1978. 


It is with regret that I report the death by smoke inhalation 
eight-year-old Edward Belloli in a house fire on Trotting Park Road 
March 6, 1878. The fire was reported by a neighbor at 4:07 A.M. Bell 
was found by Firefighter Robert Dutra in a rear bedroom. Paramed 
and EMTs on the scene attempted to revive him, but he was pronounc 
dead at Falmouth Hospital. 


On March 15, 1978, Mary F. Vidal, three years old, fell through t 
ice on Mill Pond in East Falmouth. Prompt response by off duty p 
manent men and callmen under Firefighter Lawrence DeMello of the E 
Falmouth Station was responsible for saving Mary. These men broke 1 
ice and waded out to the child in waist-deep water. 


The department was kept busy with many fires this year. One pi 
ticular fire, The Falmouth Playhouse, had severe potential but was « 
tinguished before it got out of control by prompt and efficient atta 
The damage was confined to the kitchen, lobby and cellar. 


Some of this year’s fires were the result of arson. The Fire Inves 
gation Bureau in cooperation with the local police and Fire Marsh: 
office diligently follow up each case and some are pending court act 
in the near future. 


There has been an increase in the number of fires caused by i 
proper installation of wood stoves and the careless handling of hot asl 
from the stoves. The public is reminded that a permit is required fr 
the Building Inspector for each new installation, and that the ashes fr 
a wood stove stay hot for a long period of time. Ignition of combustib 
can occur five to ten hours after removal of the ashes. 


Among several unusual responses, one involved the rescue of th 
men from an elevator after being trapped between floors, and one n 
was rescued from under a large tree that had fallen on him. 


Two faithful members retired this year— Arthur R. Medeiros 
who served twenty-six years, many of them on the ambulance; <¢ 
Ernest DeSouza who served most of his twenty-three years at Stat 
#5 in East Falmouth. Both these men were examples of dedicated fi 
fighters. 


Two active callmen of long service died during the year — Mich 
P. Dutra of Station 5 and David Ross of Station #2. They will be mis 
by the entire department. 


As reported last year, Deputy Chiefs Russell E. Robbins and Cliff 

B. Amaral are now part of Administration and more so since they r 
work day shifts only rather than regular tours. They, along with » 
Chief are responsible for the over-all operation of the Department. Cc: 
tains have special assignments in addition to their duties as shift 
ficers. These are as follows: 

Captain Ernest Motta — Supply Officer 

Captain Charles A. Clarkin — Training Officer 

Captain George Packish — Pre-Fire Planning 

Captain Frederick T. Crocker — Fire Investigation 
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Three new positions were created and filled this year—Fire Pre- 
tion Officer— Richard Garneau; Assistant Mechanic — Joshua Mur- 
’ and Fire Alarm Technician — Richard Oliver. 

The reorganization of the administration will be complete with the 
ition of the position of EMS Supervisor which has been approved by 
Personnel Board subject to Town Meeting approval. 

New base stations and mobile radios with dual frequency capability 
re been installed during 1978. Falmouth now has its own fire alarm 
yuency plus access to the county frequency for mutual aid operations. 
The new pumping engine for headquarters which was ordered this 
r should be delivered in the spring of 1979. 

As a result of an examination conducted December 17, 1977, I was

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REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The emergency ambulance service in Falmouth continues to grow 
and change rapidly. The committee voted to accept the bid of $32,244.84 
for a new ambulance from Custom Emergency Vehicles of New England, 
and the money was appropriated at the 1978 Annual Town Meeting. 
This vehicle was delivered in September. 


On June 23, 1978, the 1975 ambulance was involved in an accident at 
Teaticket Path and Route #28 which totaled the vehicle. The Falmouth 
Police issued citations against the operator of the other vehicle involved, 
and court action followed. Fortunately the driver and two personnel re- 
sponding with the ambulance were not seriously injured, although all: 
three required hospital emergency room treatment. 


On the following day, Custom Emergency Vehicles of New England 
loaned the Town of Falmouth an ambulance at no cost until the new 
one arrived, saving the town approximately $3,000 in rental fees. 


The insurance recovery on the 1975 ambulance was $22,800 which 
was supplemented by an appropriation of $5,200 at the special town meet- 
ing in September, enabling the Ambulance Committee to order another 
vehicle similar to the one already delivered. The new ambulance is ex- 
pected in February 1979. Falmouth will then have two new ambulances. 


The Ambulance Committee has signed a contract with Blue Cross 
which establishes the town as a vendor and enables third party billing 
through Blue Cross for ambulance bills. 


In August 1978 Captain Charles A. Clarkin was relieved of his duties 
as EMS Officer and assigned as Training Officer of the Fire Department. 
In this capacity he will still be responsible for EMS training. His serv- 
ices as EMS Officer were invaluable to the committee and the admin- 
istration. 


A new position of Emergency Medical Supervisor has been approved 
by the Personnel Board and will be submitted to the annual town meet- 
ing for approval. This person will be an EMT-Paramedic and will be in 
charge of the day-to-day operations of the emergency service, super- 
vising the EMT-Ps and EMTs. In the interim, Chief Rogers has assumed 
the day-to-day operation of the EMS. 


The radios in the fire department vehicles including the ambulances 
have been switched to dual frequency so that they can operate on 33.78 
mhz which is the Falmouth frequency, or 33.70 mhz which is the county 
mutual aid frequency. This will improve our communications and re- 
sult in less interference. 

Falmouth now has six EMT-Paramedics and two in training. This 
is in addition to the twenty nationally registered EMTs in the Depart- 
ment. 

Two babies were delivered by the rescue squad in 1978. EMT-P 
Robert E. Williams delivered a baby in Hatchville on February 7 during 
a blizzard, and EMT-P Michael Ayers and EMT Arthur Medeiros Jr. de- 
livered a baby in the ambulance at Bradlees’ parking lot on December 
28. 
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The rescue squad benefited from the relay marathon at Fuller Field 
on July 22, and and various additional sums have been donated and 
used to purchase equipment for the ambulances.

REPORT OF THE FOREST WARDEN 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Forest Warden’s Depart- 
ment for the year 1978. 


The Forest Warden’s Department responded to a total of 130 calls 
this year. Six of these calls were for Mutual Aid to Otis Air Force Base 
or other towns. The most unusual was a response to a call for a severe 
fire on Naushon Island on April 2, 1978. A detail of seventeen men was 
dispatched by boat from the Coast Guard Base at Woods Hole with 
pump cans, shovels and portable radios. Efforts by these men and others 
kept the flames from spreading, as the fire burned out to the Vineyard 
Sound shore near Tarpaulin Cove. 

The annual 1978 Town Meeting turned down the request for an in- 
termediate brush truck. The request at that time was for $44,885, and 
it is expected that the price due to inflation will rise above $50,000 at the 
1979 Annual Town Meeting. 

Since the Town of Falmouth now has only a three-year-old brush 
truck and a thirty-three-year-old brush truck, the need to start con- 
struction of a new truck is imperative as it takes over a year for con- 
struction.

Submitted herewith by the Building Commissioner is the annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1978. 

During the year, a total of 1,328 permits for construction estimated 
to cost $12,410.00 were issued from this office. These permits include all 
new dwellings, condominium units, commercial buildings, town buildings, 
accessory buildings, garages, alterations, sign permits, and use & occu- 
pancy permits. 

In accordance with applications filed in this office, building con- 
struction in Falmouth for the past year is as follows:

Fees collected and paid to the Town Treasurer from Building Per- 
mits, Alteration Permits, Sign Permits, and Use & Occupancy permits 
issued in 1978 were $23,363.00, and $5,356.00 was turned over to the Town 
Treasurer from Certificate Fees. 


There were 156 Board of Appeals applications held during the year 
for Special Permits & Variances of the Zoning By-Laws. 


In 1977, there were 96 hearings before the Board of Appeals. The in- 
creasement of 60 hearings has added extra work in the Building Depart- 
ment in way of reviewing undersized lots and the various steps of cleri- 
cal procedure involved with these hearings. Since the inception of Chap- 
ter 808 of the Massachussett’s General Laws was imposed last year 
throughout the Commonwealth, the burden of the legal work has ef- 
fected the Building Department’s effectiveness. 


Therefore, it was my recommendation, that the Board of Appeals 
employ a clerk to handle the applications, notifications, decisions, typing 
and filing in the Town Hall. This system as many attorney’s are aware 
of, already exist in all other communities. 


A permanent local (assistant) Building Inspector was provided for as 
a result of the vote of Town Meeting Members. 


The following inspections have been done by the local inspector, 580 
Framing or roughing inspections, 426 final building inspections for a 
use and occupancy permit, 22 on unregistered vehicle violations, 42 sign 
inspections, 87 wood stove installations and 110 places of public assembly 
inspections. 


The Building Commissioner has made inspections on 240 framing or 
roughing, 175 final building inspections for a use and occupancy permit, 
12 unregistered vehicle violations, 42 sign code violations and new in- 
stallations, 57 wood stove installations, 120 places of public assembly, 6 
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unauthorized removal of gravel or loam, and many inspections on build- 
ings located in flood plain areas. The Building Commissioner has re- 
viewed and accepted 156 applications for zoning hearings, and 916 build- 
ing permit applications for site plan acceptance and State Building Code 
and Zoning By-Law compliance. 

The administrative duties of the Building Commissioner for the year 
1978 would appear to be a prelude of the increasement of legal decisions 
to be made in the years to come, such as; the validity of existing lodging 
house liscense in residential districts, apartments in single residence dis- 
tricts, zoning board of appeals hearings for special permits or variance 
required at existing business locations (if it had been a zoning require- 
ment), whether lots of record may be issued building permits if they do 
not meet Section 14 “Minimum Requirements,” of the Zoning By-Laws. 
Chapter 40A, of the M.G.L.A. Section 6, paragraph 4 does provide an 
exception. Also, determining the exact locations of business zoned areas 
on the zoning maps, has created an extensive research on this issue. 

The Building Department turned over to the Town Accountant 
$28,719.00 in combined permit fees. This is an increase of $6,000.00 over 
1977’s total fees. 

Although there was a decrease of 179 dwelling units issued permits 
in 1978, as compared to 1977, there was a decrease of only $1,331,000.00 
of estimated cost of construction in the town. These figures are largely 
a result of the revised method of the cost estimation on building permit 
applications and the increase of permit fees. 

The entire staff in the Building Department extends it’s gratitude 
for the cooperation received from all other departments, commission's 
and agencies of the town for their assistance in expediting the services 
of the Building Department in the interest of health, safety and the 
welfare for the community.

FALMOUTH FLOOD PLAIN STUDY COMMITTEE 


The year 1978 was uneventful for Flood Plain activities. The dif- 
ferences of opinion on the delineation of flood-prone areas still exist 
between the Town and the Flood Insurance Administration. The reso- 
lution of the Town’s litigation has yet to come to trial and no date has 
been set as far as this Committee has been able to determine. Perhaps, 
because of this litigation other communities have been in communication 
with the Committee for advice and information. The Committee has 
recommended the duplication of Mylar copies for the purpose of pro- 
viding zonal information for property owners at a nominal cost. For the 
exact delineation of height-levels of properties within designated flood- 
prone zones the Committee is recommending that the original survey 
data be re-examined and delineated.

Eel Pond, Menauhant 


A year-long study financed and managed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers with the assistance of your Harbor Master Department is 
underway. The outcome of the study will result in plans and recom- 
mendations for improvement of the inlet and correction of erosion and 
shoaling problems. 


Bourne’s Pond Inlet 


The Town, through its Waterways Committee, has fulfilled its fi- 
nancial obligations for a new inlet into the pond and at this time is 
awaiting approval and matching funds from the State. 


Megansett Harbor 


The construction of the float and outhaul system for this Harbor 
has been started and should be completed for the 1979 boating season. 


Wild Harbor 


Permits are finally in hand and it is the intention of the Com- 
mittee to remove the shoaling at the bulkhead area of the Harbor prior 
to the boating season. 


Derelicts 


The Harbor Master Department is still receiving more than its share 
of derelicts and have removed 9 throughout the year. Fortunately the 
State Division of Waterways has assumed the cost and responsibility of 
removing the largest one to date, from the shores of Great Harbor, 
Woods Hole. 


Vandalism 
This problem still continues and I would like to again state that

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REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The work load of the Commission increased again this year and 
there appears to be no end in sight to the growing number of problems 
presented for its consideration. The Commission held thirty-four wet- 
lands hearings for the State under Chapter 131, Section 40, for piers and 
docks and for filling or altering land at or near fresh water, shore and 
swamp areas. Requests were made for emergency repairs to seawalls 
and to riprap replacements made necessary by the winter storms and 
the bad icing problems of the past two winters. For these projects, in- 
spections were made and letters sent to cover emergency repairs where 
property was being eroded or was in danger of severe damage. In other 
cases, inspections were made to determine whether the work requested 
actually required a wetland hearing. 


The Commission is disappointed to say the least concerning the 
utter lack of progress on the erection of a suitable building to replace the 
recycling shed off John Parker Road burned to the ground last year. 
The replacement in a more accessible place is covered by insurance and 
the Commission still feels, bolstered by events of this year, that the 
additional space at virtually no expense to the taxpayers is desirable for 
bog operations, storage of seasonal Town equipment and in responding 
to the increasing environmental concerns of the entire community. It is 
hoped that the Selectmen will join the Commission in erecting the re- 
placement building for Town use during the coming year. 


During the year the Commission has been in communication with 
many organizations in support of natural resources and environmental 
conservation matters that concern the Town. Among these are the Mass. 
Executive Office of Environmental Affairs, the Cape Cod Planning and 
Economic Development Commission, the Mass. Association of Conserva- 
tion Commission, the Mass. Audubon Society, the Mass. Forest and Park 
Association, the Mass. Conservation Council, the Mass. Coastal Zone 
Management Program, the Mass. Dept. of Food and Agriculture, Mass. 
Dept. of Environmental Quality Engineering, the Association for the 
Preservation of Cape Cod and the Soil Conservation Service U.S.D.A. 


The Conservation Officer and his Department with the aid of 
C.E.T.A. personnel have continued to clear trails, put up signs, selectively 
remove brush, plant seven varieties of evergreen and deciduous seedlings 
and patrol the Beebe Woods Conservation area. Greater interest in the 
increasingly improved area is constantly attracting more visitors. 


One member and one associate member resigned from the Com- 
mission during the past year, Armand Ortins and Joan Kanwisher re- 
spectively. The members of the Commission for themselves and for the 
Town wishes to express deep appreciation and grateful thanks for the 
continued interest, valued contributions and long service rendered by 
their two former colleagues. From the many applicants for replacement 
on the Commission, the choice was an associate member who had dis- 
played knowledgeable interest in its business, Paul Cotton. The Com- 
mission welcomes interested persons to become associate members and to 
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gain familiarity with our problems. An associate member cannot vote 
but he or she can help with inspections, join in discussions, participate 
in deliberations, and learn at first hand the complexities of maintaining 
environmental quality in Falmouth. 


The Commission sponsored one Falmouth youngster at the 
Spring Session of the 4-H School of Massachusetts in the area of con- 
servation. 


Two offers of donations of land for conservation purposes for the 
Town were accepted. 


The Commission is working on and for both an individual and a 
group in two different areas where conservation easements are being 
considered. Both are nearly ready for acceptance. 


An individual and a trust have offered to sell acreage to the Town 
for conservation. While the acreage offered is highly desirable and in 
the best interest of the Town of Falmouth to be held as open space and 
developed for recreation purposes, the Commission feels that the asking 
price is presently far too high. 


The cranberry bog operations are progressing well; the Commission 
is well satisfied with the way they are being handled, and the Town is 
gaining income while at the same time maintaining a local industry. 
The major rebuilding in the John Parker Road bog started three years 
ago is already starting to show results. 


The Commission is tremendously grateful for the help and cooper- 
ation it has received during the year from other departments of the 
Town. As Chairman, I would like to take this opportunity to express 
my deep appreciation to my colleagues on the Commission for their en- 
thusiasm, cooperation, interest and assistance during 1978.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my twenty-fourth (24) annual report for the year 
ending 31 December 1978. 


We are, after 3% years of operation under the new department, in 
the process of reconstruction, if you will, of a more complex organiza- 
tion to be named or renamed, whatever, by the adhoc committee (Nat- 
ural Resources) consisting of Selectman George Pinto, Jean McDougall, 
Conservation Commission, and Pete Ellis, D.P.W. 


I already know that Natural Resourses are here and need to be pro- 
tected, etc., so consequently I prefer the old title of Conservation Depart- 
ment bestowed by town meeting upon me. So much for that. 


Now to facts; Assistant Conservation Officer Robert Chausse and 
David Cusolito, full time employees of the town and thoroughly quali- 
fied after 3% years of working with me constitute my department, as 
such. Both officers have completed, and highly successfully so, the three 
month Police Academy this year. In addition Robert Chausse is a gradu- 
ate biologist, SMU and David Cusolito a Wildlife Technician U. Mass. 


Edward Enos, Town Dog Officer and Russell Johnson, Assistant Con- 
servation Offcicer have successfully completed schooling under the sup- 
ervision of Sgt. Don Price of the Falmouth Police Dept. the final test 
being conducted at the Police Academy. Needless to say, I am extremely 
pleased with the schooling because it makes for a much more knowledge- 
able and cohesive law enforcement unit, one that I am truly proud of. 
We have been very busy the past few years with many additional duties 
which will follow in this report. 


A total of 3,277 sporting, hunting, fishing, shellfishing and trapping 
licenses were examined by this department. The annual restocking of 
our reclaimed ponds, namely, Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet was 
completed as was the restocking of the Coonamessett, Childs, Moonakis 
(Quashnet) rivers. Species and numbers stocked, were; Rainbow trout 
12,900, Brown trout 4,000. No Brook trout were stocked this year. 1,852 
cock pheasant, 192 hen pheasant and 1,535 Bob-White quail were stocked 
in State owned and Town owned land, so called huntable areas. Our 
native Ruffed Grouse, Bob-White Quail and squirrel population in- 
creased in excellent manner. The native pheasant population continues 
to decline. Without re-stocking of pheasant in non huntable areas this 
will continue to be the case. Due to greatly increased development in 
otherwise good huntable areas we cannot justify releasing of pheasant 
which are not to be hunted because the State Department of Natural 
Resources just won’t do this. 


As it was last year the Conservation Officers in addition to their 
many and varied duties were required to pick up any dog found running 
at large in violation of the town’s restraining law. The mere fact that 
758 dogs were picked up is adequate testimony of our combined efforts. 
Also, 16 dogs injured by vehicles were handled by us and taken to the 
Veterinarian’s for treatment, while 56 dogs killed by vehicles were dis- 
posed of. We also investigated and took proper legal action on 42 dog 
bites of individuals. 
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The department also handled 269 domestic animal investigations and 
complaints (horses, cattle, hogs, etc.) for the Board of Health Agent. 
We also picked up 274 dead birds and animals off the highways and dis- 
posed of same (this year predominately squirrels and cats). . 


Assistant Conservation Officer Robert Chausse was assigned the do- 
mestic animal survey for the Board of Health Agent as required yearly 
for tax purposes. This survey requires some extra effort and time. A 
breakdown of activities is as follows: 

8 deer were killed by vehicles, 2 does, 6 bucks 
10 deer were killed by hunters, 3 does, 7 bucks 
1 deer was drowned, chased by house dogs. 
33 raccoons were removed (live trapped) from dwellings. 
9 raccoons were destroyed because of distemper. 
3 opossum were live trapped from gardens. 
39 skunks were live trapped from homes and released in other areas 
more suitable. 
9 snakes were removed fom dwellings. 
432 investigations were completed (fish and wildlife). 
339 building sites were checked and rechecked prior to issuance of build- 
ing permits for wetlands. 
42 questionable permits were referred to the Conservation Commission 
for examination prior to issuance. 
402 wetland investigations were completed with 3 violations, plus 21 cease 
and desist orders issued. 
73 wetland investigations were completed for the Board of Selectmen. 
14 wetland investigations were completed as requested by the Building 
Commissioner. 


In June we acquired through a college funded program 20% town 
and 80% college one student majoring in related fields of conservation. 
Her name, Catherine Boretos, from Falmouth, and she was assigned the 
Beebe Woods Area as an assistant Conservation Officer. This indeed was 
of great help to our department as Ms Boretos conducted field trips and 
lectured various groups as well as policing Beebe Woods. There is no 
doubt that she was a very valuable part of our department and per- 
formed her duties cheerfully and intelligently. In addition Ms Boretos 
is on the current Deans list at the University of Maine. 


Through a CETA funded program Selectman George Pinto and I 
were able to acquire a 10 man work crew for our Beebe Woods project 
for one year, which ended 31 August 1978. This crew perfomed excellent- 
ly during that year, opening up the ancient cartways to a width that 
would accommodate our largest fire equipment and also police vehicles. 
In addition trees acquired by the Conservation Commission were planted 
and stone walls repaired and otherwise restored. Signs were made and 
erected. This was the only real problem that we have in Beebe Woods, 
the signs are vandalized almost as fast as erected. In addition, the town 
engineering department has practically completed surveying the Beebe 
Woods property and for this we are deeply appreciative as it helps no 
end in the proper enforcement of rules and regulations set forth in the 
deed to this property. 
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Again, law enforcement wise we had a busy year, and a breakdown 
of violations and citations are as follows:

Additional duties performed by our department are as follows: 
policing and patrolling, 7 days a week all shellfish areas for the Shell- 
fish Constable, including court activities concerning same. Patrolling 
and policing Goodwill Park, Town Forest and gravel packed well sites 
for the D.P.W. and Water Departmet, checking of their buildings nightly 
seven days a week. Patrolling and policing of all Conservation Com- 
mission acquired properties including Beagle Club and Rod and Gun 
Club properties, Salt Pond Bird Sanctuaries properties. The cooperation 
between the DPW, Water Department, Board of Health Agent, Conser- 
vation Commission, and Building Inspector in these functions has been 
very gratifying, this can also be said for Chief Rogers and his Fire De- 
partment. We have indeed been stretched out pretty thin with these 
additional duties, however, it is working and surprisingly enough, very 
well. 
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Our department travelled 69,749 miles answering complaints, dog 
patrols, investigations, deer jacking and deer dogging patrols, pheasant, 
quail, fish, waterfowl stocking and surveys; waterfowl feeding during 
inclement weather (ice periods), inspections of building sites for wet- 
lands, all other wetlands investigations, checking of all permits issued 
for docks, rip-rapping, jetties, repairing and restoring old sea walls, etc. 
I could go on and on with various duties however neither time or space 
in this report could or would do it. 


I would like to thank each and everyone of you who have supported 
our programs and efforts towards all conservation projects etc., which 
makes our community the top of the list on Cape Cod. 


Thanks to the Selectmen for their patience and understanding of 
the many and varied aspects of this Departments work. It is my wish 
that the year 1979 be just as fruitful for each and every one of us work- 
ing in the field of conservation.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This is my initial Civil Defense report for Fiscal 1978, having been 
appointed Director on June 1, 1978, with Fire Lt. John Justason as As- 
sistant Director. 


We have been reorganizing, and now have a membership of ap- 
proximately sixty (60). Many of the Falmouth Amateur Radio operators 
are members, and have taken over Communications which is operating 
smoothly. 


The Falmouth Citizens Radio League (CB Operators) raised money 
to purchase a 1973 International Van and to equip it as a Mobile Com- 
munications Center. The money was raised mostly by selling refresh- 
ments at various civic functions including summer band concerts. This 
van made eighty-five (85) runs during the year in support of the Fire 
Department, mutual aid, and various civic events. 


During the February 1978 blizzard, the van responded to a mutual 
aid request and was dispatched to Hull, Massachusetts, with a crew of 
four (4). This crew worked there for forty-eight (48) hours, and should 
be commended for the fine job performed. 


Civil Defense participated in a practice disaster drill on June 21, 
1978, to assist in the annual certification of the Falmouth Hospital. 


Monthly meetings are being held, courses relating to CD have been 
conducted. Courses include Radiological Monitoring, and Cardio-Pul- 
monary Resuscitation. We are also planning a Shelter Managers course 
in the near future. 
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In December, I attended a Five (5) day Civil Defense seminar con- 
ducted by Federal, State, and Area officials. The last day of the seminar 
was devoted to a “paper” disaster drill in the Falmouth Emergency 
Operating Center with both Rhode Island, and Massachusetts local di- 
rectors participating. 


Through the Surplus Property program, we obtained a % ton troop 
carrier to be stored and used by the Department of Public Works, with 
an agreement that they equip it with a snow plow and hydraulic lift. 
This vehicle is available to CD whenever necessary. 


Plans are progressing for disaster preparedness, both natural and 
nuclear, and great effort will be made to complete them by Fiscal 1980.

The CCPEDC has received support and constructive guidance 
om the hundreds of Cape Cod residents involved in its many activities 
roughout the year. Reorganization of the Commission has been well- 
ceived with a stronger bond established with the Boards of Selectmen 
administrative matters and the expansion of Commission interests in 
anning matters. The following report briefly describes the work of the 
SPEDC, its staff and advisory committees during 1978. 


ATER RESOURCES PLANNING 


The 208 Water Quality Planning Program culminated with the publi- 
tion of the Draft Water Quality Management Plan/EIS for Cape Cod 
May, 1978. A formal 45-day public review period, sponsored by the 
awvironmental Protection Agency (EPA) and CCPEDC, followed the 
aft plan publication. To insure that there would be thorough plan 
view in each town, CCPEDC requested that the towns establish formal 
raft Plan Review Committees. Thirteen of the fifteen towns did form 
ch committees. All of the committees met with the 208 staff during 
e review period and provided comments on the draft plan. 


In addition to the activities of the local committees, the 208 Area- 
de Planning Advisory Committee sponsored three open public meet- 
es and invited public comment on the draft plan. Over 200 copies of 
e draft plan were distributed for public review to the local review 
mmittees and to public libraries. A summary of the draft plan was 
so published and nearly 3,000 were distributed by mail, at public meet- 
es and through local organizations. 


During the review period, particularly at the public and local com- 
ittee meetings, comments were largely supportive of the major recom- 
endations presented in the draft plan. Many individuals commented 
at they felt the plan was very comprehensive and believed that the 
ajor thrusts of the plan — to protect critical water resources and to 
prove on-site disposal system management — were very valuable and 
propriate for Cape Cod. 

Comments also included suggestions for changes and modifications 
some of the information and recommendations provided in the draft 
an. Based on these comments, the 208 staff revised the draft plan and 
bmitted the Final Water Quality Management Plan/EIS for Cape Cod 
the EPA and the State Department of Environmental Quality Engin- 
ring (DEQE) in September. A formal 30-day public review period will 
llow publication of the final plan in early 1979. 


an Implementation 

CCPEDC received a $37,000 grant from EPA to continue the work of 
e 208 program and to assist towns in implementing the recommenda- 
yns of the draft plan which received general support during the draft 
an public review period. 
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The “implementation year” began in October and involves two ma 
jor projects. The first project is to assist towns in delineating the re 
charge areas of municipal wellsites, to adopt “Watershed Protection Are 
District” by-laws and to modify zoning densities, if necessary, withi 
these areas to protect the quality of the public water supplies. This assist 
ance will be provided to 5-6 cooperating towns during this year. The set 
ond project is a model on-site system management program that wi 
demonstrate how such a program can be conducted for the use of a 
Cape towns. 


USGS Cooperative Agreement 


The CCPEDC obtained a $6,000 increase in its Fiscal Year 1979 buc 
get to enter into a Cooperative Agreement with the U.S. Geological Su1 
vey. The USGS has completed the Comprehensive Study of the Ground 
water of Cape Cod and the mathematical model of the aquifer systen 
Tne purpose of the Cooperative Agreement is to continue to monitor th 
USGS installed wells and to utilize the mathematical model in wate 
resource planning activities. 


The continued well monitoring, which began in September h 
CCPEDC and is supervised by USGS, will insure that the data base « 
the mathematical model remains up-to-date. The utilization of th 
model will provide valuable information in evaluating water suppl 
management problems in 2-3 towns during the coming year. 


SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


CCPEDC established a Solid Waste Advisory Committee compose 
of representatives of each Cape town which began meeting on a monthl 
basis in October. The Committee is charged with exploring the potentis 
for regional approaches to solid waste management on the Cape, a 
effort recommended in the 208 final plan. 


The group has expressed its concern for a number of issues includ 
ing the possibility of establishing regional recycling centers, a regions 
site for the disposal of wastes resulting from oil spill cleanups, septi 
treatment and disposal and regional resource recovery facility plannin; 
It is expected that the committee will pursue these areas in further de 
tail in the coming year. 


TRANSPORTATION PLANNING 


Transportation planning in Barnstable County is carried out with th 
guidance of the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Committee which in 
cludes representatives of the 15 towns, interested organizations and stat 
and federal agencies. Through this cooperative planning effort, a Trans 
portation Improvement Program is adopted on an annual basis (Sep 
1978) which recommends to the Mass. Department of Public Work 
(MDPW) projects for priority action in the coming year. 

CCPEDC also started work on a Regional Transportation Plan fo 
Cape Cod in 1978 with the initial emphasis on the Mid-Cape area includ 
ing the Towns of Barnstable, Yarmouth and Dennis. Transportatio: 
improvements needed for the downtown Hyannis area were identifie 
and recommendations for improvements in Barnstable, Yarmouth an 
Dennis are being developed. Work on the Upper and Outer-Cape wil 
follow the Mid-Cape segment. 


Special studies in the areas of public transportation, railroad service 
and bikeways were carried out by the transportation planning staff it 
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1978. Under a grant from the Urban Mass Transportation Administra- 
tion (UMTA), the services of the Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority 
and its paratransit (demand-response) program were monitored. At the 
present time, the CCRTA provides paratransit services with 23 vans 
through the b-bus program and through Elder Services of Cape Cod. 


The $1.8 million upgrading of all rail lines on the Cape, supported 
by CCPEDC, was completed in the fall in accordance with the State Rail 
Plan. Additional rail upgrading of the Northeast Corridor track between 
Attleboro and Cape Cod is expected in 1979 and it is anticipated that 
New York to Cape Cod passenger rail service will be restored in the sum- 
mer of 1980. 


In October, the Department of Environmental Management (DEM) 
obtained, by eminent domain, the rail right of way to construct a Dennis 
to Eastham Bikeway/Recreation Trail. The project will be advertised 
for construction by the State in the spring of 1979. Six other bikeway 
projects were also approved for 75% State funding in Barnstable, Bourne, 
Dennis, Falmouth, Mashpee and Yarmouth by the MDPW Project 
Review Committee. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The economic development staff met regularly with the Bourne 
Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP) Committee to discuss 
topics related to economic development in Bourne and the entire country. 
The staff also analyzed new legislation affecting the Industrial Revenue 
Bond Financing Program in Massachusetts and disseminated this infor- 
mation to local Industrial Development Finance Authorities (IDFAs). 
Fishing Industry 

The CCPEDC published a major report on the rural fisheries en- 
titled “An Economic Profile of the Cape and Islands Fishery.” This 
study, which was funded through a CETA grant, provides a description 
of the ports in each town, the statistics on the pounds and value of the 
fish landed by port, and an assessment of the economic impact of the 
fishery on the economy of the Cape. 


The first annual October Seafest was supported by the work of the 
economic development staff. The October Seafest was a promotion of the 
underutilized species of fish through media coverage of events such as 
a recipe contest, fish cutting and cooking demonstrations, a Fishermen’s 
Ball and activities sponsored in the school system. 


An Ad Hoc Port Development Committee was formed to put together 
a “How-To” Manual explaining the administrative procedures and 
technical information that would be encountered by a town when ex- 
panding or developing their harbor facilities. 
Manpower . 

The CCPEDC published a ‘Manpower Needs Survey of Cape Cod,” 
which documented the results of over 450 interviews with local business- 
es on their training and hiring practices and future manpower require- 
ments. The study was undertaken, with a grant from CETA, to provide 
a planning tool for the schools and manpower agencies that train resi- 
dents for entry into the Cape labor market. 

The staff conducted a “Salary and Fringe Benefit Survey” of private 
businesses, towns and school systems to gather current data on the wage 
levels and fringe benefits for key occupations. The survey enabled em- 
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ployers and employees to assess their relative positions in the salary scales 
compared with the averages of the Cape Cod area. 


Small Business Assistance 

The CCPEDC staff cooperated with the Mass. Department of Com- 
merce and Development in establishing the Cape Cod Business Infor- 
mation Center (BIC), part of a state-wide network of technical assist- 
ance to persons interested in starting or improving a small business. 
Two trained BIC counselors provide free advice to local business people 
from their office located in Falmouth. The CCPEDC participates in the 
Local Advisory Committee which was established to oversee the activi- 
ties of the BIC. 

Assistance on Small Business Administration (SBA) loans and other 
SBA programs was offered by the economic development staff to several 
Cape Cod residents this year. 


PROJECT OTIS 
PAVE PAWS 


The Air Force undertook an environmental review of the PAVE 
PAWS radar site at Otis Air Force Base in response to citizen concern 
over the microwave radiation emitted by the radar. An extensive field 
testing program monitored by local Independent Observers, was carried 
out to measure the radiation levels in the communities surrounding the 
Base. The Economic Development Coordinator of the CCPEDC acted as 
the coordinator of the Independent Observers and the liaison between 
the Air Force and the local communities. 


Invitation for Bid Program 

The economic development staff regularly receives notification of 
Invitations for Bid for work at Otis Air Force Base. Each Invitation for 
Bid is summarized and sent to Cape Cod contractors who are interested 
in bidding on jobs at the Base. 


COASTAL ZONE MANAGEMENT 


In April of 1978, the Massachusetts Coastal Management (CZM) 
Program was approved by the Secretary of Commerce, and the program 
moved from the planning phase into the first year of management. The 
early months of the year were spent in finalizing arrangements with the 
General Court for implementation of the plan through existing state 
laws, and in determining the budget for the first management year. 


Three CZM Community Grants Programs were carried out during 
this year. The first, a mini-grants program, was held prior to program 
approval; the last two were part of the first year of implementation. In 
the three grants programs, the following towns received grants totaling 
$80,472; Truro, Falmouth, Eastham, Hyannis, Yarmouth, Harwich, Den- 
nis, Sandwich and Provincetown. The scope of these grants ranged from 
a scientific study on Sandy Neck to major harbor development proposals 
in Provincetown and Sandwich, to an urban waterfront revitalization 
project in downtown Hyannis. 


Another important aspect of the CZM program has been the incor- 
poration of program policies into existing state laws, including wetlands 
laws, waterways licenses, water pollution control, ocean sanctuaries, and 
the Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act. These regulatory changes 
involved dozens of meetings with interested citizens and Conservation 
Commission members, as well as public hearings. A major CZM project 
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was the publication of a Wetlands Guidebook to aid Conservation Com- 
missioners in understanding and implementing the wetlands law. 


During the summer months, a planning effort was undertaken to de- 
velop an oil spill contingency plan for the Cape towns. Information on 
critical areas, available clean-up equipment, access routes, and pro- 
cedures was collected from shellfish wardens and harbormasters in each 
town. Each town has also appointed an oil spill coordinator. A small 
grant from CZM to the CCPEDC for printing and distribution is cur- 
rently anticipated. 


The designation of a small number of Areas of Critical Environ- 
mental Concern (ACEC’s) is an important feature of the first year of 
program implementation. The Sandy Neck barrier beach and marsh 
system in the towns of Sandwich and Barnstable was the first ACEC to 
be designated in Massachusetts. This designation involved extensive re- 
search into the res8urce features of the Sandy Neck area, and many 
meetings with local officials and interested citizens. Two other resource 
systems, Waquoit Bay and Popponesset Bay, will be considered for ACEC 
designation in the coming months. 


LOCAL ASSISTANCE 
Funding Assistance 

Technical assistance was provided to the Towns of Bourne, Eastham, 
Falmouth, Harwich, Mashpee, Provincetown, Sandwich, Wellfleet and 
Yarmouth in the preparation of grant applications under the Housing 
and Urban Development Community Development Block Grant Program. 
The economic development staff also assisted the Towns of Mashpee, 
Barnstable and Brewster in applying for Title V grants from the Mass. 
Department of Elder Affairs to renovate their senior citizen centers. 


The CCPEDC economic development staff worked closely with a pri- 
vate non-profit organization, Minorities Economic Development and Cul- 
tural Center of Cape Cod, Inc., in the prepartion of a proposal to the 
Economic Development Administration (EDA) for funding to establish 
their community center. That proposal is currently under review by EDA. 


Planning Assistance 

With the assistance of a regional planner supported by funds from 
the CETA program, CCPEDC was able to offer additional planning as- 
sistance to the towns during the past year. A number of towns including 
Barnstable, Brewster, Chatham, Dennis, Eastham, Falmouth, Harwich, 
Mashpee, Orleans, Provincetown, Sandwich, Wellfleet and Yarmouth, 
utilized the services of this CCPEDC staff person. The Towns of Well- 
fleet, Sandwich and Chatham were also assisted in initiating compre- 
hensive master planning efforts that are now ongoing. 


Historical Preservation Planning 

The acPEDC was awarded a $15,355 grant from the Massachusetts 
Historical ‘Commission to assist in conducting a Cape Cod Historic Pre- 
servation Program in 1979. The grant will be matched by CCPEDC staff 
involvement and local volunteer assistance from town historical com- 
missions, societies and district commissions. 

A historic preservation planner will be hired to manage the pro- 
gram which will involve technical assistance to local groups in the inven- 
tory of local historic sites, and in site-specific preservation projects. The 
planner will also encourage local preservation efforts and coordinate these 
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efforts with those of the Mass. Historical Commission and the planning 
activities of CCPEDC. 


SHELLFISH ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Shellfish Advisory Committee met through the year to discuss 
topics ranging from regional management of Cape Cod Bay surf clam 
and ocean quahog resources, oil spill contingency planning, and paralytic 
shellfish poisoning (“red tide’), to town shellfish propagation projects, 
and legislation to establish a national aquacultural funding program. 


A-95 REVIEW 


During the year, the Commission reviewed 70 applications for Fed- 
eral funding amounting to $13.5 million in connection with the pro- 
visions of Office of Management and Budget Circular No. A-95. Through 
this process, local and regional governments and agencies review Feder- 
al funding applications affecting their jurisdiction to determine conform- 
ity to accepted plans and to identify duplication or incompatibility with 
existing programs. Comments are submitted for consideration of Federal 
agencies in making funding awards. 


INFORMATION RESOURCES 


Assistance in the provision of demographic and economic data sur- 
passed the five-year record set the previous year, with over 550 requests 
by telephone, mail or visit processed, 35% involving business planning 
and market analysis, 40% relating to public agency planning, and 25% 
emanating from other organizations and individuals. Annual and quarter- 
ly reports on construction in Barnstable County were published, in addi- 
tion to more than 30 tabulations of demographic and economic data. 
Information Resources: A Guide, 1978 listing the major information re- 
sources retained by CCPEDC was published and is available to all in- 
terested citizens and groups.

Recreation in the Town of Falmouth continued to expand and 
lange in 1978. Every effort was made to provide the best possible leisure 
rvices to the residents of Falmouth as well as the many visitors who 
me here to vacation. Our aim was to expand the scope of the program 
nile still maintaining the high degree of quality which the people of 
.lmouth have come to expect. 


Personnel changes were important during 1978. B. Bradford Shufelt, 
10 had served as Assistant Director of Recreation for 414 years, was 
pointed Director of Recreation in December, 1977, thus making 1978 
s first full year in that position. In February, Michael Van Dyke was 
lected from a large number of applicants to assume the position of As- 
stant Director which was left vacant by Mr. Shufelt’s appointment. 
ong with Richard Sample, this team worked well together in 1978. 
ention must also be made of the valuable assistance which was pro- 
led by Kristiane Hamilton and Russell Mello who worked through 
e summer as a result of a grant from the CETA program through 
tTACOM. Without these two hard workers it would not have been pos- 
le to provide the quality summer program. 


There were changes in the Recreation Committee as well. John 
roll was elected Chairman of the committee and Dorothy Peterson 
is elected Vice Chairman replacing John Malone and Eugene Phillips 
the respective positions. The Committee met at least once each month 
rmulating policy and reviewing and authorizing programs proposed by 
e Recreation Department and other interested citizen groups. In ad- 
ion to programs directly under their control, the Committee also dis- 
butes partial or complete funding for a number of programs which 
2 organized and managed by other groups. (Little League, Youth 
cckey, Town Band, etc.) The Committee does maintain an active in- 
‘est in these groups, however, and communicates frequently and open- 
with the directors of such programs. 


The Gus Canty Recreation Center has grown to be a community 
nter in every sense of the word. Many groups and organizations have 
ind the building a convenient and enjoyable place to meet or hold 
nections. It is not unusual on a given night to find all available space 
ing utilized for meetings or recréational activities. Next to the schools 
d Town Hall, the Recreation Center is probably the most utilized pub- 
building in Falmouth. Some of the groups which utilize the facilities 

the Recreation Center regularly include Diet Watchers, Falmouth 
tension Group, The Child Study Club, Small World School, Falmouth 
amp Club, Rogers School of Dance, Upper Cape React, Radio Club, 
nerican Red Cross Bloodmobile and Falmouth Ski Club. Many others 
et on a less regular or one time basis. 


Basketball and ping pong continue to be the most popular “drop in” 
tivities at the Recreation Center. Other recreation activities held at 
> center include: women’s exercise, which is held three times weekly. 
ider the guidance of Ilene Sissenwine, this activity has grown to be 
‘y popular. Volleyball is held twice weekly, Monday evenings for wo- 
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men and Thursdays for men and women. The Nautical Twirlers Squar 
Dance Club hold dances most Friday evenings. Gymnastics for childre 
with instructor Margaret Rogers is also very popular. Arts and crafts 
guitar lessons, quilting classes, dog obedience and karate are some of th 
instructional activities occuring at the center. Also, a cross country sk 
clinic was held for the first time this year. 


Many activities take place outside of the Recreation Center. Ball 
room dancing and dancercise, both instructed by Margaret Rogers, ar 
conducted at the Mullen Hall School. Tennis lessons are offered at th 
Falmouth Sports Center. Bus trips proved to be very popular with trip 
to Boston for the Bruins, Red Sox, and Virginia Slims Tennis Tourna 
ment providing a delightful time for all. There were also three excur 
sions to the Cape Cod Coliseum during the summer for Boston Lobster 
tennis matches. 


Running and jogging have witnessed incredible growth everywher 
and Falmouth was no exception. The Recreation Department has ex 
panded the scope of its program in this area to keep pace. At the hea 
of the list is the nationally famous 7.1 mile Falmouth Road Race whic: 
has become one of the most prestigious in the United States with a fiel 
ranging from Olympians to five year olds. It is truly the event of th 
year in Falmouth. This years’ field was over 3,000 runners with pro 
bably twice that many spectators. A special thanks must be extended t 
all the volunteers and town agencies who lent their support and en 
thusiasm to make this massive undertaking a success. The Junior Roa 
Race continues to be popular among the younger set, so much so tha 
it has become necessary to change the location to a less congested are: 
A jogging class under the direction of Dr. Donald Delinks was well at 
tended during the summer. Other running related activities included 
summer track program and cross country races during the fall fe 
children. A fun run on December 31 ended the running year in fin 
style. 


Soccer is another sport that is growing. The Falmouth Town Tean 
funded by the Recreation Committee and coached by Gregg Papsador: 
captured the championship of the Cape Cod Amateur Soccer League thi 
summer. The Saturday morning program which runs eight weeks dur 
ing the fall for boys and girls in grades 2-8 had a great season under th 
direction of Richard Murphy, Richard D’Egidio and A. Harry Thoma: 
The highlight of the season was a home and home series with the Mash 
pee Recreation Team. 


Basketball continued to be popular among all age groups. Th 
Men’s Recreation League has over 100 participants. The Cape Bov 
Cougars were the champions of the 1977-78 season. A women’s progral 
was started on Monday evenings at the Recreation Center. The Yout 
Program is open to boys and girls in grades 3-8 and takes place Satur 
day mornings for grades 3-6. The 7th and 8th graders play Tuesday an 
Thursday afternoons at Lawrence School. There are about 150 partici 
pants instructed by 10 dedicated adult volunteers. 


Baseball and softball are two of the most well liked activities offere 
by the Recreation Committee. For girls, there is the Saturday mornin 
program which takes place in the spring and early summer. The Fal 
mouth Women’s Team participates in the Barnstable League and ha 
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another fine season. The Men’s Softball League grew to 16 teams, its’ 
largest number ever. The Cape Verdean Club captured the league 
championship, capping a spirited season. T-ball, Farm League, Little 
League and Babe Ruth baseball programs attracted approximately 800 
youngsters. The Falmouth Commodores represent the town in the Cape 
Cod Baseball League. All of their home games are played at Fuller 
field. These games are an outstanding attraction during the summer, 
and the Cape League had a national reputation as a collegiate baseball 
league. 


Nature related activities were a new addition to the recreation pro- 
gram. There was a field trip to the Cape Cod National Seashore dur- 
ing school vacation in April. Orienteering was introduced during the 
summer and continued through the fall as a part of the curriculm at the 
Small World School. Orienteers took trips to Beebe Woods, Crane Wild- 
life Reservation, and Ashumet Holly Reservation. A nature trail was 
constructed in Nye Park, again with workers supplied by the RETACOM 
program. 


Another program directly under the jurisdiction of the Committee is 
the summer playground program. Twelve playground supervisors did an 
excellent job of leadership and instruction in a variety of sports, arts 
and crafts, music and games. Tennis and sailing instruction were a very 
popular part of the summer program for adults as well as children. The 
summer program also included trips to the Museum of Science and New 
England Aquarium. Tennis remained the single most popular partici- 
pant sport offered by the Recreation Department with hundreds of 
adults and children taking lessons and approximately 10,000 reservation 
passes issued during the tennis season. The Falmouth Juniors Tourna- 
ment once again drew a quality field. 


The Town Band, under the invaluable organization of Oscar Wolf, 
performed weekly throughout the summer. These performances con- 
tinued to be among the most popular opportunities for an enjoyable 
evening of summer recreation. 


Hockey and figure skating remained among the most well liked 
recreation activities for Falmouth residents. The Youth Hockey League 
provided fun and competition for over 300 youngsters. The figure skat- 
ing program, presented in co-operation with the Falmouth Figure Skat- 
ing Club, offered free ice time and lessons to hundreds of beginning and 
intermediate skaters. 


1978 also reflected a concern for energy conservation at the Recrea- 
tion Department. Steps were taken to make the building more efficient 
and a preventative maintenance program was initiated. Much still re- 
mains to be done in this area. Also, over 1,500 pounds of bottles from the 
soda machine were recycled. 


The 1978 'Town Meeting passed the Recreation Committee article to 
develop an activities area adjacent to the Little League field on Gifford 
Street. Initial plans call for the clearing of the undergrowth and de- 
velopment of an interpretive trail and picnic area. Work on the area is 
being done as time permits. 


The Recreation Committee, its employees, as well as the people of 
Falmouth owe a heartfelt gratitude to all the men and women, too num- 
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erous to mention, who have volunteered their time and energy to help 
make the activities of the Recreation Department successful and make 
Falmouth a better place to live. Without their willingness, loyalty, and 
expertise we couldn’t possibly conduct the extensive program we do. In 
addition, the support of the Department of Public Works Park Division, 
the School Department, and the Town Hall staff are invaluable to the 
success of our program. To everyone who has participated in and sup- 
ported our program, we extend a sincere THANK YOU! 


The programs of the Recreation Committee add an extra dimension 
of enjoyment to the leisure time of both residents and visitors to Fal- 
mouth. It is difficult to give numbers, but it would be accurate to say 
that Recreation Committee sponsored activities add to the quality of life 
for a majority of Falmouth residents, whether they be year round or 
summer, participants or spectators. It is the goal of the Committee and 
its employees to work hard throughout the year to provide something 
for everyone in leisure time activities and to improve both the quality 
and quantity of these services. We are always open to, and welcome, any 
suggestion or ideas from the people of Falmouth.

REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my Annual Report for the year ending December 
31, 1978. 


This Department has had a busy and quite various year as my 
duties now are to assist the Conservation Officer in all phases of the 
Department. These duties are performed in conjunction with dog patrols 
and complaints. 


The Town is still being covered by patrols sixteen hours a day with 
the very able assistance of Officer Robert Chausse and David Cusolito, 
(two permanent men) and Officer Russell Johnson, a CETA worker as- 
signed to this Department. All of these men are very capable to handle 
any situation that may arise. 


The dog situation in Falmouth has subsided to quite a degree as 
the number of complaints have dropped off and the number of stray or 
loose running dogs picked up has dropped slightly from last year. The 
number of dog cases taken to court is considerably less and I attribute 
this to the increase in the dog pick-up fee which was raised to $25. as 
of July 1, 1978. Barking dog complaints have increased substantially due 
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to the fact that a dog that is used to running free will bark when he is 
tied up. There were five vicious or barking dog complaints made to the 
Selectmen’s office and in each case a hearing with all persons concerned 
was held and problem resolved. 


The Dog Pound was broken into two times with much damage to 
the property. In each case the parties involved were apprehended and 
full restitution was made. 

Dog bites were fewer this year, but there were three very severe 
ones inflicting facial damage. Dog bites are my main concern, whether 
they are minor or serious a full report is made for each incident which 
is kept on file in our office. 

A Rabies Clinic was held in May and the shots were administered 
by the personnel from the North Falmouth Animal Hospital. It was 
gratifying to see the large number of dog owners that had their dogs 
inoculated against rabies. 

During the year the Town furnished the materials to install a 
ceiling in the kennel area of the Dog Pound and to put a new coat of 
paint on the exterior of the building — the labor was supplied by CETA 
personnel. 

There were five cases where livestock or fowl were killed by dogs. 
In each case the owners were reimbursed by the County for their losses. 
A total of 2608 dog complaints were received and acted on.

REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH OFFICER 
1978 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending December 
31, 1978. 

A total of 14,740 miles were patrolled by me in both car and boat. I 
logged twenty-seven first offense violators while examining permit hold- 
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ers and their catches. All violators returned their catches to the shell- 
fish grounds under my. supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following:

Project No.1 Quahaug Transplant 


Beginning on the fifth of June and ending June 30, 1978, the Town 
of Falmouth began to utilize the contaminated quahaugs that were in 
Falmouth Inner Harbor and Eel Pond, Woods Hole. Four hundred and 
forty-nine bushels of quahaugs were dug out of Falmouth Inner Harbor 
and 344% bushels were dug out of Eel Pond, Woods Hole, making a 
total of 793144 bushels of quahaugs that were relayed into the clean 
waters of Great Pond for natural depuration process. Ten local com- 
mercial shellfishermen were engaged in this project working under a 
special permit granted to me by the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries along with the cooperation of the Division of Environmental 
Health of Massachusetts. 


I also planted 627 bushels of parent stock quahaugs into Great Pond 
for the purpose of propagating the species. On October 25, 1978, 30,480 
seed quahaugs were transplanted from our rafts into the waters of 
Family shellfishing areas. 


On August 22, 1978, 50,000 seed quahaugs sized from 4.2mm. to 
5.3mm were purchased from Cultured Clam Corporation and planted 
onto our raft and at this writing all quahaug transplants are doing 
fine. I ran into difficulty this year in trying to obtain small seed qua- 
haugs from the hatchery. On July 31, 1978, I received word from one 
hatchery stating that their entire stock of quahaugs was wiped out. I 
am looking for a new outlet to supply me in 1979. 


Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey for 1978 has been completed. The following is 
a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known source:

Project No.3 Oysters 


In 1969, I initiated raft culture studies for the Town of Falmouth 
with quahaugs. This method was successfully used in the culture of 
hatchery-reared quahaugs as well as the American oyster. While rais- 
ing quahaugs received from a California hatchery in 1974, it was noted 
that several dozen Pacific oysters, Crassostrea gigas, were mistakenly 
shipped with the quahaugs. Growth of these oysters was found to be 
twice as fast as the American oyster, Crassostrea virginica, cultured 
under similar conditions on the special rafts that contain sand sub- 
strate. Based upon this observation and the steady decline of the na- 
tive oyster, it was felt that a faster growing species could augment local 
stocks. As a result, permission was obtained to conduct a joint co- 
operative growth study of the Crassostrea gigas (Pacific oyster) by the 
town and state. I wish to express my sincere thanks to Mr. John M. 
Hickey, Biologist, and Mr. John Fiske, Chief of Research, both from the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries for their valuable assistance, 
for they documented the growth rate of these oysters showing that one 
can grow a legal size C. gigas oyster (three inches long in Massachu- 
setts) in 1 to 1% growing seasons in our waters compared to 2% seasons 
required for raft-grown native oysters. A state publication will be 
printed on the above work entitled “Culture of the Pacific Oyster, 
Crassostrea gigas, in Massachusetts Waters.” 


Project No.4 Pollution 


On August 12, 1978, we had a fish kill in Green Pond, Great Pond 
and Little Pond. I notified the Cape and Islands area team from the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries to come down and observe 
conditions in these troubled ponds. A long stretch of hot, sultry and 
windless weather was having expectable results in the estuaries. Dead 
fish and dying seed clams were found amid the rotting marine vegeta- 
tion. Testing by state people showed low oxygen content in the water 
was believed to be caused by the decaying marine vegetation. The 
stench of hydrogen sulphide was present due to the losses of oxygen to 
the air by both gaseous diffusion and escape of bubbles from the turn- 
ing of the pond bottom. There were windrows of small seed clams dead 
along sections of the shorelines of the ponds. 


I was called out to assist in four minor oil spills this year, two in 
Woods Hole, one in Perch Pond and one in Eel Pond, Menauhant. 
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On April 27, 1978, all of the waters and flats of Perch Pond were 
closed to the taking of all shellfish because of contamination by 
Gonyaulax tamarensis, the causative of paralytic shellfish poisoning. On 
May 9, 1978, all of Great Pond was ordered closed for the above men- 
tioned reason. Great Pond was reopened to the harvesting of all shell- 
fish for food purposes on July 5, 1978 followed by Perch Pond on Sep- 
tember 5, 1978. The spreading Gonyaulax tamarensis toxic dinoflagellate 
blooms have in the past, and I believe in the future, posed a realistic 
threat from time to time here in Falmouth and elsewhere. I sincerely 
hope that Dr. D. M. Anderson will be allowed to continue his work 
studying the causes of “Red Tide’ under Sea Grant funding. 


Project No.5 Aid for Alewives 


Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the town assuring safe passage of alewives to and from their spawning 
grounds. The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries was kind 
enough to stock alewives here in Falmouth ponds. Wing Pond was 
stocked with 2,800 alewives and Cedar Lake with 800 alewives. Also, 
two thousand adult ripe smelt were put into Coonamessett River. Hope- 
fully, the repopulation of this species will increase the value of said 
fisheries in this area. The herring fisheries in Coonamessett River have 
improved greatly along with other runs thoughout the town. 


Project No.6 Dredge and Fill Projects 


An on the spot check of dredge and fill projects and docks were, re- 
viewed by me and members of the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries at the request of the Board of Selectmen. We feel that this 
works out well for both the town and the state. 


On January 24, 1978, I was one of a delegation of six Cape residents 
who went to Washington, D.C. who met and talked with Interior Secre- 
tary Cecil D. Andrus at the Capitol. We all urged Secretary Andrus to 
delay the George’s Bank lease sale until a shore protection bill had 
been passed by Congress and signed by the President. The meeting was 
arranged through the offices of Senator Edward Kennedy and Repre- 
sentative Gerry E. Studds. I let it be known to them that the fishing 
grounds have been handed down through the centuries with waters 
that were and still are clean and it is our responsibility to pass the 
clean water and grounds on to future generations. 


The scallop seed crop for 1979 looks good. I am still in hopes to 
recruit people from the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution to help 
solve some of the problems facing us with this fishery. 


Upon a field investigation owing to unusual circumstances, I re- 
quested the State Marine Fisheries people to extend the scallop season 
in 1978 in the waters of Buzzards Bay in the Town of Falmouth through 
April 30, 1978. The request was granted and was most appreciated for 
these scallops appeared to be stunted for reasons unknown at this time. 
This same bed of scallops was playing host to a large population of 
intruding starfish. If this bed of scallops was not harvested, we would 
have lost some $38,325 worth of scallops. I wish to thank the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Marine Fisheries for its foresight in this matter. 


On August 26, 1978, a notice was published in the newspaper stating 
that all the waters and tidal flats throughout the Town of Falmouth 
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will be closed to the taking of soft-shell clams or steamers (Mya are- 
naria) only until further notice.” The reason for the above closure was 
that a substantial population of seed (undersized) clams was endan- 
gered. The problem being twofold; first, people digging for clams were 
trampling and undermining much of the seed leaving it exposed to a 
host of predators; second, the unprecedented growth of aquatic vege- 
tation this summer was smothering the clam beds, in some cases causing 
stunted growth and in others death to the tiny seed clams. At this 
writing clams are doing fine except for waterfowl and sea gulls which 
are feasting on some of the beds. I put some plastic % by % mesh 
screening over a small area covering the seed clams in order to protect 
them from waterfowl. The clams under the screening are doing fine 
because the birds can’t get them. The aquatic birds are taking their 
toll of the clams unprotected around the test plot. More time and work 
will be needed to evaluate the destruction of a clam flat by waterfowl 
and our fine feathered friend, the sea gull. 

The entrance to Bourne’s Pond was dug out time and time again 
and I hope that some day soon the problems will be corrected to the 
town’s satisfaction. We owe it to the fisheries there and to the people 
throughout the town. 

I sincerely wish to thank our Board of Selectmen, the townspeople, 
the Massachusetts Department of Quality Engineering, the Massachu- 
setts Division of Marine Fisheries, the people at the Woods Hole Ocean- 
ographic Institution and all other agencies who throughout the year 
have devoted their work and wisdom to make our environment a lot 
more useful.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
19178 


In the middle of the 1978-79 Fiscal Year, we finally have a tax rate 
of $18.30 after a long, complex revaluation process. The new tax rate, 
based on 100% valuation, means that it will take significantly more 
spending to increase the tax rate by $1.00 per thousand, BUT a $1.00 
increase would have a significantly more severe effect on the taxpayer’s 
tax bill. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, members voted to appropriate 
$17,546,395.84 from taxation, to transfer $223,965 from available funds, 
and to transfer $52,227.17 from other accounts for various articles in the 
Warrant. The sum of $252,932 was transferred from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds for Fire Department Salaries and Wages and the sum of 
$11,011 was transferred from the Anti-Recession Fiscal Assistance Funds 
for D.P.W. Highway Division Salaries and Wages in order to offset the 
tax rate; the balances in these accounts at the close of the fiscal year 
were $275,065.93 and $62,731.86, respectively. No new funds were voted 
into the Stabilization Fund, but money was transferred out in June for 
the Lawrence School roof, leaving a balance of $4,723.86. All funds in 
the 1977-1978 Excess and Deficiency Account were used by Town Meet- 
ing, leaving no balance at the close of the fiscal year. The balance in the 
Reserve Fund on June 30, 1978, was $8,632.86. During the year, transfers 
from the Reserve Fund to the various town departments and committee 
totalled $96,637.14. 


Three Special Town Meetings were held this year. In April, the 
Town funded a large D.P.W. Snow and Ice Control deficit caused by the 
1978 winter storms and supplemented the Finance Committee Reserve 
Fund in anticipation of departmental transfer requests. In June, the 
Town funded the new roof for Lawrence School, funded the negotiated 
salary increase for patrolmen, final plans for the East Falmouth Fire 
Stations, and various Town budgets that were running out of money. In 
September, the Town voted to fund the construction of a new inlet at 
Bourne’s Pond if matching State funds are forthcoming, the replace- 
ment of a water main in Seapit Road, and one of four courses of action 
as the next step in providing a sewer system for Falmouth. The State 
has since rejected the sewer alternative chosen by the Town, and we will 
open the new year with another Special Town Meeting to fund one of 
the State-approved alternatives. 


The Finance Committee has developed some new policies and prac- 
tices this year. The subcommittees are becoming more involved in year 
round departmental financial management, and are holding posted meet- 
ings on proposals of major consequence to the Town. The Finance Com- 
mittee is encouraging close departmental scrutiny of budget spending so 
that possible operational deficits can be planned for or avoided. Use of the 
Reserve Fund is being restricted to unforseen and extraordinary ex- 
penditures as required by law, to avoid running out of reserve money be- 
for the fistal year ends. The Finance Committee is concerned about the 
frequent and costly town meetings being held each year, and is dis- 
couraging submission of non-crucial article requests to special town 
meetings that should more properly appear in an annual town meeting. 
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In July of 1978, the Finance Committee formed a new Capital Out- 
lay Program Subcommittee. This group is presently formulating plans 
for drawing up departmental inventories and subsequent documentation 
of long range, town-wide capital outlay needs. It is hoped that this will 
result in an annual evaluation which can establish priorities and 
schedule major purchases in a way that can best be borne by tax monies. 


The joint subcommittees formed in 1977, with representatives from 
the Finance Committee, Board of Selectmen and Personnel Board, are 
still in operation. The joint subcommittee assigned to the Fincom Fire 
Study periodically reviews reorganization progress made in the Fire De- 
partment, and at present is recommending that the $15,000 fire study 
funds be held. The joint subcommittee assigned to personnel and salary 
matters has completed extensive study of procedures involving new po- 
sitions and contractual personnel and has made its recommendations to 
the three Boards for action. The joint subcommittee on Town budgeting 
has drawn up a cost analysis by which a department can determine the 
cost effectiveness of each service it provides, through a regular budgeting 
process. This subcommittee annually becomes involved in tax rate pro- 
jections and evaluation of budget statistics. 


In the 1977 Town Report, the Finance Committee listed all salaries 
and wages received by town employees through the payroll during the 
calendar year. The list is not being printed this year, but is available in 
the Finance Committee office.

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REPORT OF THE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


The Falmouth Recycling Center at the Town Disposal Area on 
Thomas Landers Road has continued in operation; facilities include four 
open bins (for flattened steel and green, brown and white glass), a 
small shelter for aluminum storage, and a roll-off container for paper. 
Recently, a storage shed was acquired through the cooperation of the 
D.P.W. Commissioner, Richard H. Bennett and D.P.W. Director, Nathan 
S. Ellis. Work to put the shed in serviceable condition is in progress. 


The Committee currently employs two persons; a driver who works 
three hours per week and an aide who works nine hours per week. The 
Center is manned by the above employees and Committee members each 
Saturday and is checked daily during the week; monthly pick-ups are 
also made in Woods Hole, West and North Falmouth and East Falmouth. 
Volunteer help is used during busier weekends. 


The Committee made several efforts to increase the volume of re- 
cycled material during 1978. Through the cooperation of the Tax Col- 
lector’s Office, Recycling Center availability and activities were pub- 
licized in flyers included in tax bill mailingss Committee members also 
collected over 4,000 Perrier bottles at the Annual Falmouth Road Race, 
together with aluminum cans and other recyclable materials. 


A summary of materials collected and revenues obtained for Calen- 
dar Year 1978 is as follows:

Both total tonnage and total value declined compared to 1977 (14% 
and 24% respectively). These declines primarily reflect a falling paper 
market. The price paid for newspaper declined sharply until May when 
the market ceased altogether; in September the market picked up some- 
what although prices paid in autumn were still low. 


The total income for the year was $4,223; expenses totalled $2,442. 
for a net profit to the Town of $1,781.

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REPORT OF THE 
WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


In this, my 16th report to the citizens and the Selectmen of Fal- 
mouth, I am pleased to announce that for the 16th consecutive year the 
Steamship Authority will be able to operate without need of an assess- 
ment against the taxpayers. 


Another year has passed without public subsidy of any kind —a most 
unique accomplishment in this age of thousands of public transportation 
systems across the country subsisting only through taxpayer dollars. 


1978 was the year the Massachusetts lawmakers (the House Trans- 
portation Subcommittee) looked hard and long at the Authority’s oper- 
ations, inserted applause in the midst of a series of recommendations 
that could well change the Authority’s look in years to come. 

I stand four-square with Falmouth’s Selectmen in opposing certain 
suggestions advanced by the state legislators in their final report. I will 
join our Selectmen in testifying against passage of any law that we be- 
lieve will work to the disadvantage of Falmouth. 


I want these words of personal appreciation recorded: 


In the last days of 1978, the Selectmen of Falmouth re- 
appointed me as the Town’s Member on the _ three-persons 
Board of Members of the Steamship Authority. I am grateful 
for this vote of confidence. 


On behalf of the Authority’s other two Members and all of 
Management, I extend thanks to Chief of Police John Ferreira 
and his officers. They have been of immense help to the Auth- 
ority. I thank the Falmouth Enterprise and Radio Station WCIB 
for their excellent reporting of Authority activities and de- 
cisions throughout the year. Also the Falmouth office of the 
Cape Cod Times. 


And special thanks must go to Robert C. Neal, Falmouth 
Member on the Authority’s financial advisory board. He has 
been more than a loyal colleague; he has been an outstanding 
public servant for the people of Falmouth, devoted to the success 
of this enterprise which is so vital to this area. 


The Authority’s treasurer (George W. Liberty) and his staff and 
the Authority’s auditors have not completed their work on 1978 finances. 
But I am advised that, once again, the year ended with the Authority 
emerging in the black. 


I am also advised that, during the year, the Authority’s payroll 
passed the $4 million mark for the first time and that a further 
$800,000 was expended to cover the pension rights of employees and to 
assure employees and their families proper health insurance protection. 
Most of this $5 million-plus flowed into employees’ paychecks and then 
into the mainstream of Falmouth’s economy. 


The Authority’s impact on Falmouth and on the entire Cape and 
Islands, extends far beyond the dollars that emerged in employee pay- 
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checks. The Authority is, after all, pivotal to the success of most every 
business that relies on tourism. 


And, during the year, another quarter of a million dollars 
($264,800) was spent on maintenance and improvement of properties in 
Falmouth. 


All these figures (plus others) loom even larger as we look into the 
year ahead, at the effect of newest OPEC oil prices and the general 
rate of inflation. 


We hope again for black figures at the close of ’79, but the shadows 
of inflation stretch across our field of vision: OPEC’s latest price list 
could add another $60,000 or so to the Authority’s fuel bill for running its 
vessels; recently negotiated employee wage contracts will boost the 
Authority’s payroll to around $4.8 million—plus another $900,000 for 
employee fringe benefits. 


Certain suggested extensions of service, recommended by state legis- 
lators, could add further to the cost of Authority operations. 


Accordingly, the Authority in late December approved a new scale 
of rates (freight, passenger and auto) which, it is hoped, will come 
close to overcoming the new, high level of expenditures foreseen for ’79 
— providing there is no significant drop in tourist traffic. 


Once again, the increases are far below the 10 percent yearly rate 
of inflation we faced during ’78. 


Falmouth has never been as outspoken as the Islands in the oper- 
ation of the Steamship Authority —a fact I regret to report. 


Here in Falmouth, the Authority is taken for granted: newcomers to 
Falmouth know little of the Authority’s early, turbulent history — and 
the younger generation of Falmouth residents (just beginning to raise 
families of their own) pays scant attention to the Authority, neither ap- 
preciating its accomplishments nor weighing its possible effect on the 
Falmouth taxpayers should Authority finances plunge from black to red. 


I do wish Falmouth businessmen attended more of our regular 
monthly Members’ meetings. 


I do wish Falmouth taxpayers associations joined in attending. 
I do wish the younger generation would get to know us. 


I suppose it’s been the Authority’s monotonous years of success that 
has brought on this apathy — but success is a word applied only in re- 
cent years to what has evolved into today’s Steamship Authority. 


A year ago, The Boston Globe took editorial note of the Steamship 
Authority’s achievement, pointing out that the Authority was not only 
serving the public well but was doing so without swilling at the public 
trough. (The U.S. Department of Transportation had just disclosed that 
it could find no other public transit body in the country that was oper- 
ating without receiving a nickel in regular public funds.) 


Still, the Authority is compelled by law to operate year-round, lose 
millions if need be during the six-month off-season. It has skimpy 
protection. Summer-only competitors effect the Authority’s operations 
deeply. The estimated 185,000 persons who travelled by private lines 
during ’77, for example, deflected well over $1 million from the Steam- 
ship Authority. 
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Now, state legislators have ideas for improved service (requested at 
public hearings on the Islands) that, together with a surge in costs over 
which the Authority has no control, spell financial stress ahead. 


This combination of factors (the powerful effect of competition, to- 
gether with rising inflation plus rising demands on the Authority) pose 
a genuine challenge to the Authority. 


There is one issue on which the elected leadership of Falmouth and 
I will act: we intend to appear at public hearings in Boston to oppose 
the recommended mandatory nine-month service between Nantucket and 
Hyannis as far too restrictive for intelligent operation of the boatline. 
Boston’s suggestion is too big a gamble. 


Last October, at the close of the Members’ meeting, I stated: “As 
chairman of the Steamship Authority, I attended all three recent legis- 
lative hearings which have examined the Steamship Authority, first 
here in Falmouth, then on the Vineyard, then on Friday, October 13th 
on Nantucket. I want the record to show that I value the contribution, 
the suggestions, the public has made at these hearings. Almost all of us 
want the Steamship Authority to be as perfect, as responsible a public 
transportation system as is possible. 


“However — and I want the record to show this—however, I am 
saddened by the fact that there remain a handful of persons, a few on 
the Vineyard, a few on Nantucket, who attempt to create the impres- 
sion that this is an iron-fisted organization, bent on ruling the waves 
of Nantucket Sound, bent on turning the Vineyard and Nantucket into 
Coney Islands. 


“Nothing could be further from the truth. And all responsible per- 
sons know this. 


“John McCue, our general manager, is to be congratulated for his 
special reports to the Vineyard newspapers, answering issues that were 
raised at the Vineyard meeting when the legislative committee’s meet- 
ing format gave the Steamship Authority no opportunity to respond 
immediately as issues were raised. 


“I think persons who raised questions at each meeting had a right 
to answers at the same meeting...” 


“A few persons on Nantucket have been giving the impression that 
there is a perpetual gang-up against Nantucket, that the voting is al- 
ways the Vineyard and Falmouth against Nantucket. 


fd . I have pored through my Steamship Authority records and 
they show this: that since the beginning of 1970 (I haven’t had time to 
get into the 1960’s) until the present, there have been exactly seven 
occasions when the Members split in their voting and voted two-to-one 
on any issue. Of 548 recorded votes taken since the beginning of 1970, on 
only two occasions was there a two-to-one vote against the Nantucket 
Member. Of 548 votes, 541 were unanimous. 


“Clearly, there has been no Vineyard-Falmouth gang-up on Nan- 
tucket; there has been no Nantucket-Falmouth gang-up on the Vine- 


yard; and there has been no Vineyard-Nantucket gang-up on Fal- 
mouth . 


I went on to point out that mutual respect and understanding be- 
tween the Islands and Falmouth — exemplified by the conduct of the 
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Members — has brought on the kind of harmony so necessary to the 
continued success of the Steamship Authority. 


I hope this formula for success will not be tampered with and that 
We move into the future united in our cooperation, doing our utmost to 
properly serve the Islands and responsibly preserve all that is so wond- 
rous about the Cape and the Islands. 


During ’78— Authority vessels carried 1,418,936 passengers between 
the mainland and the Islands. This is the first decrease in the number 
of passengers carried (1,422,692 were carried in ’77) since 1967 and is 
only the second decrease in year-to-year comparisons since the present 
Steamship Authority was constituted back in 1960. It means, I believe, 
we must compete more with the summer-only, profit-making competition 
if we are to meet our responsibilities without having to turn to area tax- 
payers for an infusion of their tax dollars. 


During ‘78— The Members voted to seek federal funds from the 
Urban Mass Transit Administration to help us overcome huge costs fac- 
ing us. I wish to thank the Cape Cod and the Nantucket Planning and 
Development Commissions and the Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority 
for their support in our endeavors with Washington, D.C. Dukes County 
development planners have yet to complete all their meetings and re- 
spond fully to all the points raised in our request for federal funds. 


During ’78— The Authority’s operations became computerized in the 
last few days of the year. This is a huge step forward to better service. 


During ’78— Some $135,000 was expended at Woods Hole to improve 
the interior of the terminal and to replace dolphins at the terminal’s 
main docks. There was further beautification at the Palmer Avenue 
parking site. 

During ’78— Members voted to discard the old system of scheduling 
of vessels and move to a more simple in-season, out-of-season system of 
scheduling. Previously, we had wrestled with a summer schedule, an 
early fall schedule, late fall, winter and spring before once again ar- 
riving at summer. The summer schedule was stretched to the Monday 
after the Columbus Day weekend, a request strongly urged by the Nan- 
tucket Member. 


During ’78— The state legislature effectively killed S.-1222, the so- 
called Scudder’s Bill, which would have weakened drastically the Auth- 
ority’s right to regulate seasonal boat operators and would have given 
private operators a stronger financial foothold at the expense of the 
community-supported Authority. 

On this question, I took the public position that the Scudder Bill, 
despite the claim that it was only their intent to increase competition, 
would only be to the Scudder’s advantage since the proposed law change 
would effectively prevent any new entrepreneur from starting up in com- 
petition with the Scudder line. 

During ’78— There was another round of good-faith collective bar- 
gaining with two of the unions that represent the bulk of Authority per- 
sonnel. 


The year ended on a sad note: first, Benjamin F. Morton, Dukes 
County appointee to the Authority’s financial advisory board, disclosed 
that he was ending 16 years of service. He had health problems. And on 
Nantucket, that island’s grand old man, Norman P. Griffin, passed away. 
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He had retired as his island’s financial advisor some 18 months earlier, 
ending a connection with all the steamboat lines going back to the 1920’s. 
Both Ben and Norm served the Islands’ residents well and the Authority 
will miss them.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


During the year, Veterans’ Dependents, Dependent Parents, Widows 
of World War One and Two, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam were 
aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


Four World War I, seventeen World War II, four Korean and two 
Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and 
dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for 
pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Thirty markers have been applied for, all have been received and 
implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in local 
cemeteries have been taken care of during the year. 


Due to a change in the V.A. Pension rates, Annual Income Question- 
naires from the Veterans Administration Office were sent to approxi- 
mately 18,000 Massachusetts Veterans, widows and dependents. This was 
an increase from forty-two to approximately one hundred and fifteen 
income statements being filed through this office. 


This office has processed three Vietnam applicants for the Massa- 
chusetts Vietnam Bonus; and also aided four hundred and sixty-two 
Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job 
training, pensions, home loans and many other benefits during the year. 

Reimbursement by the State Department of Veteran’s Services to the 


Excess and Deficiency Account is made for fifty percent of all expendi- 
tures except Administration. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is listed and 
compiled by the Town Accountant and can be found in his report; . 
therefore, it will not be repeated here. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all Town 
Officials who have co-operated with this Department during the year.

HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE

The Human Services Committee continues its responsibility for Fal- 
mouth Social Services. Counseling and referral is available to all resi- 
dents of Falmouth. In the past year both families and individuals 
availed themselves of referral services and individual and group coun- 
seling. Two Widow/Widower groups continued through the year and a 
group for mothers of preschool children began. In addition, a grant 
from the Department of Public Health in conjunction with the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association and Susan Beardsley, M.S.W., began a pro- 
gram for teenagers who are pregnant. This program offers individual 
and group discussions to participants. Susan Miller, R.N., began a pro- 
gram of Friendly Visitors for elders and an outreach program for shut- 
in elders. Susan Patchen, M.S.W. continued to work with teenagers re- 
ferred by the schools and other agencies. 


The Human Services Committee continues to identify unmet needs. 
This year the need for groups for mothers of very young children re- 
sulted in begining one group led by Mary Scanlan, Coordinator of Hu- 
man Services, with a second group being organized for the beginning of 
the coming year. 


At the request of the Selectmen the Human Services Committee also 
monitors grants from the Town to other human services organizations 
who serve Falmouth residents. These include Nauset Workshop for the 
Retarded, The Cape Cod Mental Health Association and the Cape Cod 
Child Development Program.

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FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


To: The Honorable Board cf Selectmen: 
Town of Falmouth 


The first year of operation in the new Town of Falmouth Senior 
Center has been a period of progress and expansion in all areas. The 
Center has become established as the focal point in the community 
where Senior Citizens can meet with their peer group in congenial sur- 
roundings and many of their needs can be met. 


The official dedication ceremony of the Center was held on Satur- 
day, June 10th, 1978. Congressman Gerry Studds unveiled the plaque 
dedicating the building in memory of the late Selectman John DeMello, 
Jr. 


A summary of activities conducted at the Center during this first 
year of operation indicates that it has been a year of expansion of ser- 
vices, increased attendance, and improvement and progress. Notable 
among these were the enrollment of the 3000th Senior Citizen at the 
Center, the acquisition of a new Mini Bus and the registration of 450 
persons during the year. 


Council members appointed were Eileene Finnell, Chairman; Vin- 
cent Inness, Vice Chairman; Maria Andrews, Secretary-Treasurer; Rev. 
Richard Crowell, Legislative Affairs; Beatrice Scannell, Historian; and 
members Anna Lopes and Rev. James McCarthy. The Center staff 
consisted of Lt. Col. Earle V. Flagg, Executive Director; Mary Spencer, 
Administrative Assistant; Ola Savage, Receptionist; Lorina Dufresne, 
Table Sales; and Alice Marshall, Head Hostess. 


The Council on Aging has maintained close contact with local and 
State agencies, other Councils and organizations such as the AARP in 
order to keep well informed of new programs and developments that 
affect the elderly. The Council has maintained its membership in the 
Cape and Islands Region Councils on Aging. Col. Flagg serves on the 
Board of Directors of Elder Services of Cape Cod and Islands, and he 
is a member of the Massachusetts Association of Senior Center Directors. 
The Council and staff have participated in CIRCA workshops, panel 
discussions and seminars which address the problems of the Elderly. Col. 
Flagg attended an eight-day training program on Senior Center Opera- 
tions and Management sponsored by the National Council on Aging at 
the Quansigamond Community College. The purpose of the course was 
to review and develop standards for Senior Center Operations that will 
be used as guidelines for National Programs. 


Activities conducted at the Center throughout the year have been 
well received and attended. Overall, a 65% increase in participation in 
Center activities has been experienced during this first year. 15,227 per- 
sons visited or used the facilities of the Center during the period. The 
Arts and Crafts courses of Pottery, Handiwork, Oil Painting, Macrame, 
Sewing and Wood Carving have attracted over one hundred persons 
each week. Health Counseling and Blood Pressure Clinics conducted by 
the Nursing Association have been expanded to weekly sessions to ac- 
commodate the increased demand for this service. Medicare and Blue 
Cross counseling is conducted monthly and assistance in filling out Medi- 
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care forms are available by appointment. Dance exercise classes are con- 
ducted on a weekly basis. The Senior Dance group has provided an op- 
portunity for socialization and recreation at their regularly schedulet 
dance parties. The Senior Center Annual Picnic, monthly birthday par- 
ties and other functions are well attended and supported. 893 Seniors 
took part in special trips and tours offered by the Center. 


The Council on Aging is represented on the Meals on Wheels 
Steering Committee and the Friendly Visitors Program. The Center is 
a Volunteer Station for the RSVP program and twelve individuals are 
enrolled. The Center also offers volunteer opportunities for other in- 
terested persons as well as referral to employment. 


The Council on Aging Mini Bus Sevice continued its essential ser- 
vice to the Elderly of the Community. 7774 persons used the bus and 
it traveled 23,342 miles during the year. A new vehicle was acquired 
from the Regional Transportation Authority and the familiar blue and 
white vehicle used by the Council since 1973 was returned to the donor, 
Mr. Harvey Clauson. The Council wishes to express its appreciation to 
Mr. Clauson and also to the twelve Service Station owners who have 
donated 1,460 gallons of gas to this worthwhile program. The Center has 
been a pass-issuing site for the Regional Transportation Authority ‘B’ 
Bus program. 166 passes were issued during the year. 


The arrangement with the school department has been continued 
whereby a Senior Citizen may purchase a hot lunch at the three Ele- 
mentary Schools. The lunch program at the Upper Cape Regional Vo- 
cational High School for Falmouth Seniors was also continued. The 
Title VII Nutrition Program at the Methodist Church serves a noon- 
time meal to 65 Seniors daily and the Meals on Wheels program de- 
livers 44 meals daily to the home bound residents. 


The Council on Aging wishes to express its appreciation to the many 
persons who have so generously donated their time and talent in support 
of the goals of the Council. The Council could not provide the variety 
of programs and activities it does without the volunteer effort it re- 
ceives, under the supervision of Col. Earle V. Flagg, the Director. The 
Council wishes to acknowledge this support and the financial savings it 
represents to the taxpayers of Falmouth. We wish also to thank the 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee for their assistance, understand- 
ing and support of the Goals of the Council.

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REPORT OF THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To: The Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board created in 
1947 by a vote of Town Meeting under the state law, Chapter 121, Section 
3 aS amended. Four members are elected by the voters in Falmouth for 
staggered five year terms; the fifth member is appointed by the Gover- 
nor of the Commonwealth. The Authority operates under the super- 
vision of the Department of Community Affairs and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development for the purpose of providing “decent, 
safe and sanitary dwelling accommodations, and with no profit or reve- 
nue” for individuals and families who are unable to afford housing in the 
regular market. The Authority is not subject to the town’s zoning by-law 
and building regulations, but it operates under the requirements even 
though it functions under the General Laws of the Commonwealth. It 
is the only local government agency concerned with housing in the town 
and it operates entirely independent of any private interests The Hous- 
ing Authority is located at 346 Gifford Street (Homeport), Falmouth. 


To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Falmouth and to 
decide which programs should be initiated, the Authority employs an 
Executive Director, an Administrator/Assistant and several Clerical as- 
sistants. The Authority obtains the co-operation of local real estate 
agents and builders to help in its planning and land dealings. At month- 
ly, open public meetings, the Authority hears reports from its two Di- 
rectors and sets policies. It periodically reports to federal and state 
agencies and yearly reports to the Town of Falmouth. Its books are 
audited yearly by state auditors for state operated programs and bi- 
annually, by independent auditors for federally funded programs. 


The law requires that there be no discrimination in selecting ten- 
ants for leased programs, other than greatest need and date of appl 
cation, nor can there be discrimination in unleased units.

All apartments are occupied at the Choate Lane (Mayflower), (24), 
Salt Sea Lane (30), and Rose Morin Drive (Bayberry) (60), develop- 
ments, a total of 114 units. There are 37 active applications on file. 
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There are the following requirements determining eligibility for the 


apartments: 
1. Applicant must be 62 years or older. 


2. Applicant cannot have an annual income over $6,000.00 for a 


single person or $6,300.00 for a couple. 
3. Asset Limits for Admission: 


Total Assets may not exceed one and a half times the net income 
of an applicant or a maximum of $10,000, whichever is greater.

LEASED HOUSING 


The Housing Authority administers a Leased Housing Program un- 
der Chapter 707 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for 
this program are made available through The Department of Com- 
munity Affairs. The Annual Contribution Contract for 1978 amounted to 
$210,346.00 covering 102 units for occupancy by low-income families of 
the Town. 


The Authority also administers two leased housing programs through 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. One is under Sec- 
tion 23 of the United States Housing Act of 1937. Rent subsidies for 70 
units are provided for through this program. The Annual Contribution 
Contract for Section 23 is $155,763.00 The other Leased Housing Program 
under Section 8 Housing Assistance Payments Program of the United 
States Housing Act of 1974 provided $534,036.00 under the Annual Con- 
tributions Contract for 160 subsidized units. 


Under this program, families whose income do not exceed 80 percent 
of the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for hous- 
ing assistance. The Tenants are responsible for locating their own hous- 
ing units and negotiating their own leases. Their contribution is 25 
percent of their income for rent and utilities.

There are in excess of 500 applications on file for rental assistance 
housing.

One apartment development exists 
in Falmouth, and is run by the United Church Hemes. This is for senior 
citizens of moderate income and there is a waiting list. Other apartments 
and houses can be secured through local real estate dealers, and news- 
paper ads. 


The Authority appreciates the co-operation it has received from the 
various Town Departments during the past year.

REPORT OF 
HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


In this, its third year, the Falmouth Historical Districts Commission 
considered forty-three applications for Certificates of appropriateness in 
the course of seventeen meetings. It was noted that Falmouth, West 
Falmouth and North Falmouth were the only communities whose resi- 
dents submitted applications for work done in historic districts. 


Tne type of work undertaken this year indicated that the number 
of signs, alterations and additions to existing structures and fencing 
were the main topics of consideration. Distribution of the applications 
are as follows: 


New Structures 4 
Signs 12 
Fences 6 
Color Changes 4 


Change of Material 4 
Alterations/Additions 15 


Alterations to buildings which include window changes, change of 
material, change of color became leading concerns. The authority of the 
Commission includes considering and ruling on the appropriateness of 
plans for such visable changes within the seven historic districts of Fal- 
mouth. 
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To assist manufacturers, contractors and property owners in de- 
termining what changes may be made, particularly in fence and siding 
material, choices, a map with explanations was prepared and distributed. 


In order to better inform the public of the responsibilities of living 
in an historic district, it is hoped that a booklet will be available in the 
near future. This will include the map of historic areas, as well as an 
outline of the method of submitting an application and the procedure to 
follow as the request is considered by the Commission. 


The Commission sees as essential the enforcement of the law under 
which it exists (Chapter 654 of the Mass. General Laws following a ma- 
jority vote on Article 14 of Falmouth Special Town Meeting Warrant on 
June 30, 1968), if Falmouth is to retain its unique qualities in the future.

BARNSTABLE COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
JULY 1, 1977 TO JUNE 30, 1978 


Services 


Barnstable County Health Department continues to be the only 
county health department in this state and in all of New England. This 
County has had a vital interest in health since its beginning in 1636. At 
that time smallpox was a problem of Indian tribes and white settlers. 
Now, the county provides many essential public services in order to pro- 
mote an environment and a way of life which will maintain, protect or 
improve the health of county residents. Operating under the provision 
of Chapter 133 of the Acts of 1926 of the General Court, and under the 
authority of the elected Barnstable County Commissioners and an ap- 
pointed county health officer; the department offers health planning; 
communicable disease control; environmental health management and 
consultation; a public health laboratory for bacterial and chemical 
analysis of public and private water supplies, recreational waters and 
shellfish harvesting areas, and of milk and milk products; consultation 
and supervision in community nursing; promotion of dental health; 
medical social services; and services for handicapped children. 


Accomplishments 


Health Planning, collection of data, participation on local and state- 
wide committees and boards, consulation, information and referral, have 
been a part of each professional member’s function. The county health 
officer has served as a member of the Board of Trustees of the Barn- 
stable County Hospital and chairman of their Long Range Planning 
Committee. 


Direct patient care has been provided a) by the medical social work- 
ers on the request of physicians, hospitals, some health agencies and 
families; b) by the team which operates the area Handicapped Children’s 
Clinic for the Division of Family Health Services of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, there were 336 children served through 
the year; c) by the public health nurse directors and the sanitarians in 
centrol of communicable diseases; d) by the dental hygienist in screen- 
ing selected pre-school and elementary school groups, and in supporting 
the fluoride rinse programs and tooth-keeper program; e) by all of the 
staff in the licensing of 43 group day care centers/nursery schools. 


Direct supervision has been provided under written agreement to the 
Home Health Agencies in Harwich, Orleans, Provincetown, Sandwich, 
Wellfleet /Truro. Supervision and educational programs have also been 
extended to other nurses and therapists working in community health 
programs, to those working in school health programs, and to the town 
health agents. Staff have cooperated in planning programs with other 
health and human service agencies, and in providing speakers. Students 
in the fields of physical therapy at Northeastern University, and in 
dental hygiene at Cape Cod Community College have had planned af- 
filiation experiences, other students from University of Massachusetts 
Medical School and from graduate programs in community planning 
have observed or obtained resource materials. Advanced students in 
environmental health from University of Massachusetts have been em- 
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ployed as summer sanitary inspectors. As a co-sponsor of the Health 
Resource Center at the Cape Cod Community College efforts have been 
made to extend audio-visual equipment and educational materials to 
health workers — the purpose has been to improve and up-date teaching 
skills of such workers. 


Intensive study in the field of environmental chemistry and in social 
work research was made possible through the CETA program. As a pre- 
liminary step in the development of the capabilities of the public health 
laboratory, the chemist introduced procedures, oriented laboratory staff 
to the use of new equipment, and accumulated base-line data for moni- 
toring nutrients in private well water supplies. This service was to be 
an adjunct to the planned 208 Waste Water Management Program. The 
social work study served to document the impact of disabled children on 
family life; a related benefit was the development and application of 
research skills and techniques. 

Aims 

This next year the department will be considering: 

1.) Ways of strengthening technical expertise in order to support 
and assist town Boards of Health. 

2.) Ways of encouraging towns to provide for sanitarian aides to 
help with inspection procedures. 

3.) Need for sanitary engineering services on the county level. 

4.) Responsibilities and/or services in the field of “human ser- 
vices’ other than identifiable health services. 

5.) Ways of assisting towns where there is a desire to, or pressure 
to, “regionalize’ the Home Health Agencies. 

6.) Cessation of the responsibility for inspecting and recom- 
mending licensure for group day care services. This respon- 
sibility had been delegated to us first by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health and later by the Office for 
Children. 

7.) Extension of continuing education services, to include broader 
groups of professionals who are dealing with health care ser- 
vices. 

8.) Further assistance in the development and study of school 
health policies and services for the “well school child”. 

9.) Further development of procedures for the prevention and 
detection of lead paint poisoning. 


Appreciation is extended to the Selectmen, to members of the 
Boards of Health, and to the Commissioners of Barnstable County for 
their encouragement and support of staff activities.

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A total of sixteen premature babies born alive were reported to this 
Department in 1978. Applicants requesting financial aid were referred 
to the Welfare Service to see if they were eligible for Medicaid. Medi- 
cally needy families who are not eligible for Medicaid may still apply to 
the Board of Health. However, no financial assistance was requested 
from the Board of Health this past year. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office under refrig- 
eration ard are available to the town doctors without cost. The Health 
Department is responsible for ordering all state supplied biologics for 
the doctors, the Falmouth Hospital, and for the Falmouth Nursing 
Association clinics. 


The practice of conducting thorough and frequent inspections of all 
food service and drinking establishments in the town was maintained 
during 1978. The Barnstable County Health Department provided as- 
sistance during the summer months. 


Three new Board of Health Regulations were promulgated during 
1978. Pumpers of vaults and septic systems are required to submit a 
monthly report indicating name, address, date and gallonage pumped. 
The distance of a leaching facility for an individual sewage disposal 
system from a watercourse was increased from 175 feet to 100 feet and 
only cast iron or heavy duty schedule 40 plastic pipe may be used in the 
construction of building sewers in unsewered areas. 


The Health Agent assisted in an extensive water sampling study of 
Weeks, Shivericks, Siders, and Salt Ponds.

Many things are 
needed there; the first of which should be the relocation of the existing 
roadway to the rear of the parking area, so as to create safety for the 
many children who must cross this busy street. 


Des- 
truction of property and broken glass on parking areas and beach sand 
should be reported or discouraged. One of Falmouth’s greatest assets 
are its beaches used by any and all without charge. 


We wish, at this time, to express our sincere thanks to our Superin- 
tendent and staff for doing an excellent job. Also, to the Board of Se- 
lectmen, Town Clerk, Town Accountant, and all the various committees 
and departments for their full cooperation and support.

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REPORT OF THE WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


West Falmouth Library saw many changes in 1978. The most obvi- 
ous change was probably the extensive work done on repairing gut- 
ters and painting the exterior of the building. Also, a retaining wall 
was replaced by the pre-school door. It is our hope that the gutter work 
will help the drainage problems that has plagued us for so many years. 

During the year, our circulation was 8,541. Our present collection 
of books stands at 10,000 and we have 676 registered families. Adelaide 
Tourtellot, our librarian for eight years, retired on March 1. Muriel Pre- 
lowski temporarily served as librarian until Shirley Harrison, our library 
assistant, was appointed to the position of librarian permanently. On- 
drea Robertson has been hired to fill Mrs. Harrison’s former position. 

At our Annual Meeting in August, an Arthur F. Hennessey, Jr. Mem- 
Oorial Scholarship Award plaque was dedicated. This plaque will serve 
as a constant reminder of the scholarship fund in our library and will 
contain an individual name plate for each recipient of the award. This 
year, Marcelina Milanese was awarded the seholarship to study journa- 
lism at Syracuse Univ. 

The Friends of the Library continue to do the majority of the adult 
programming for the library. In addition to their four bi-monthly meet- 
ings, the Frienc@s also sponsor a Book Discussion Group, Bridge Clinic 
and Needlework Guild. These programs are open to all citizens of Fal- 
mouth. The Friends cooperated again this year with the West Fal- 
mouth Self-Starters in running the annual Village Fair. An extremely 
successful Yule House Tour was also co-sponsored by both groups at 
which seven West Falmouth homes and the Quaker Meeting House were 
opened to the public after they had been decorated for the holidays. It 
was due to the tremendous efforts of both groups and the success of both 
functions that the library was able to do the renovations. 

The Children’s Program again sponsored story-craft hours, but this 
year they were held in conjunction with the Book-Discussion Group to 
allow women with small children to attend. During the summer, eight 
movies were presented for the children on Tuesday nights. Also, a play- 
school was conducted mornings for small children. A summer reading 
program with a “Star Wars” theme was conducted. This program at- 
tracted thirty children and they were awarded certificates at the end of 
the summer. The library also purchased new sets of the currently 
popular Nancy Drew and Hardy Boys series for the young readers. 
Halloween was again celebrated with a Saturday afternoon parade led 
by “Twist” the clown. After the parade, a magic show was held in the 
library and refreshments were served. 

We consider the past year a successful year due to the generous 
efforts of our members and the cooperation of our staff. We rely heavily 
on community support and hope that we can continue to be worthy of 
their goodwill in the coming year.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Circulation for the three libraries combined was 275,857 during 1978. 
Of this 12% was for non-book items — records, films, cassettes, art prints. 
Books were purchased to fill demand for current titles, to provide cur- 
rent information in reference work and to fill subject needs as they 
arise. 

Microfilm holdings are now over 4,000 reels. Heavy use for research 
by students and adults alike is observed. The record collection offers not 
only music but a wide range of self-help and learning items such as 
foreign languages, typing, shorthand. 


Reference services require two full-time professional staff to serve 
users on a 1 to 1 basis. This type of service is not reflected in daily 
circulation tallies nor is the individual use of library materials within 
the building — the business and law books and periodicals, for example. 


4,008 books were added to the three libraries. The Main Library and 
the North branch concentrated on “weeding” superfluous, dated material 
and consequently about 2,000 items were withdrawn, primarily non-fiction 
at Main and fiction at North. Space problems were somewhat alleviated 
and these titles are obtainable from interlibrary loan. In the Children’s 
Department 789 new titles were added. Books on school reading lists 
were borrowed by the library from the high school library for summer 
use. 


In addition, the Library provides the sometimes scarce tax forms — 
federal and state —as well as town deeds on microfilm, local genealogi- 
cal records, use of a typewriter and small conference room and copying 
facilities. 


An important service is our homebound librarian’s delivery of books 
to people who are incapacitated and cannot get out to the Library. She 
visits retirement homes and individuals on a regular basis and fulfills 
individual requests. 


There were 2,455 new borrowers recorded in 1978 for the three li- 
braries. This figure surpasses all previous yearly registrations by about 
300. The Main Library recorded over 1,700 of the total, almost three 
times that of the branches. However, the East branch recorded 544 new 
borrowers reflecting the growth of that area of town. 


Our Interlibrary Loan Department had 9,143 requests for books and/ 
or information from 39 public libraries on the Cape and Islands. This 
library filled 6,309 of these and the reminder were sent to other regional 
libraries in the state. 1,236 books were purchased with state funds for 


inter-library loan purposes and these are permanent additions to this 
Library’s collection. 


Grants received under the federal Library Services and Construction 
Act included $2,000 for books and equipment to supplement our inter- 
library loan service, $250 for purchase of law books for the layman, 
$2,200 for non-resident loans, and a matching $1,000 grant to continue 
our project of preserving old navigational maps which were at the Fal- 
mouth Historical Society. This latter grant is sponsored by the Mass. 
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Council on the Arts and Humanities. The largest grant is, of course, the 
$936,000 Public Works Grant administered by the U.S. Dept. of Com- 
merce for the new addition. 

Without any major interruptions during the construction period the 
Library sponsored twice-weekly films, craft workshops, art slide/tape 
presentations, Great Books discussions, library tours and orientation for 
school groups, puppet and magic shows and children’s films. 


The Library membership to the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston al- 
lowed 150 Falmouth residents free admission to share in such great ex- 
hibits as Pompeii and Celtic Art. 


Branch activities include cooperation with local groups in each vil- 
lage, school class visits, children’s programs. Adult patrons in both 
branches participated in a survey of user needs, hours of operations etc. 
Any implementation of significant changes is not budgeted for the com- 
ing year. 

The new librarian at the North Falmouth branch is Marlene Ramp 
who has filled the position left vacant by the sudden death of Eugenia 
Landers. 

Immediate plans for the coming year include the move into the new 
addition in January. Other plans for the year — the refining of a federal 
grant application for a job resource/vocational project, the purchase of 
furniture and equipment for the additional space and a parking area on 
the East side of the building. We will continue to serve the community 
with books and other material and plan to expand our programming 
due to added meeting room space. We also plan to exhibit art work on 
a regular, rotating basis. 

Thanks are extended to our faithful volunteers, to all who helped 
with our programming, to the CETA crew for painting the East branch 
and to the DPW for the beautiful flower beds at the main library every 
summer.

REPORT OF THE WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library continued to thrive in 1978. The Board’s 
special thanks go to our librarian, Camilla Larrey, and her assistants 
and to the outgoing president, Mary Louise Montgomery, and her suc- 
cessor, Leah Smith. 


This year 519 new volumes were added to the collection and circu- 
lation rose to 14,920. In addition to regular members, the library served 
over 100 children from the Woods Hole School and the Woods Hole Child 
Center on bi-weekly visits. The Children’s School of Science still main- 
tains its collection in the basement room also. Monthly free programs 
included old films and talks by local authorities — New Alchemy, Cap- 
tain Jonathan Lucas on Sails, and Molly Bang on creating a children’s 
book. During the summer movies were shown every other week, and 
a series of morning workshops proved to be popular. 


The Historical Committee sponsored more in its series of noon- 
time “Conversations” for those interested in Woods Hole’s past. Focus- 
ing on Woods Hole spritsails this year, the committee continues to up- 
grade the exhibits at Bradley House, even acquiring on loan a boat 
which members could take sailing. While spritsail T-shirts, bags and 
postcards were popular items at the gift shop, the major fund-raising 
effort went into a walking tour of old houses. 

Although the town gives us money toward books and operating and, 
in some years, for repairs, the library counts heavily on memberships 
and special gifts for support. In addition, fundraising projects through- 
out the year help us meet expenses, at the same time serving to develop 
a cooperative awareness between the library and the community it 
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serves. In 1978 the annual spring plant sale and the used book sales 
were successful again and the summer lecture on whale songs by Roger 
Payne was a sellout. This year, through a special cooperative project, 
the making and selling of colorful stuffed whales, the library was able 
to purchase a new movie projector. 

Our librarians add to their skills by taking courses and attending 
workshops, keeping in touch with other professionals. Thanks to their 
alertness we discovered storyteller Jay O’Callahan and were able to 
arrange for him to participate in the Woods Hole Festival in May. 


The board, as always, worked together to maintain the building 
and grounds. New permanent storm windows and a heat saving thermo- 
stat were installed. And seasonal cleanup sessions contributed to the 
handsome appearance of the Woods Hole Library.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON APRIL 3, 4, 5 AND 6, 1978 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 11, 1978 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting 
Members of the Town of Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachusetts on April 3, 1978 at 7:00 
o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the 
duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:18 o’clock p.m. by the mod- 
erator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 177 an- 
nounced as present and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a 
quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard S. Crowell, Rector, St 
Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth, Mass. 


A moment of silence was observed in memory of Eugenia P. Landers 
a Precinct 5 Town Meeting Member, who passed away on January 
23, 1978. 


The Moderator commented briefly on the passing of Harold L. 
Baker and Morton P. Francis, both of who also were town meeting mem- 
bers, served their town wisely and well for long periods of time. Harold 
L. Baker as Falmouth’s chief of police from 1934 until his retirement 
in 1962, and Morton P. Francis who was active in public affairs for 25 
years and served as chairman of the Falmouth Park Commission during 
the critical growth period of the post-war years when that commission 
administered the beachs as well as the parks. 


A motion was made directing the Town Clerk to write a note to the 
widows of these gentlemen expressing our sympathy and also the appre- 
ciation of this generation’s town meeting for their many years of 
service to the town.

The invocation was offered by Rev. Joseph L. Powers, Pastor, 
St. Elizabeth Seton Church, North Falmouth, Mass. 


Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions 
of Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975 and amend the Zoning By-Laws of 
the Town of Falmouth as follows: 

DELETE Section 4 — Single Residence Districts, and 


INSERT: 

Section 4. Single Residence Districts 

In single residence districts, subject to the provisions of Section 14, 
15 and 17, no new building or structure and no alteration, enlargement 
or extension of any existing building or structure shall be designed, 
arranged and/or constructed, and no land, buildings, structures or parts 
thereof shall be used, except for one or more of the following purposes: 

(a) One-family detached houses. 

(b) Boarding and lodging houses, subject to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 15A, 16 and 21. 

(c) Hotels, motels, inns, apartment hotels and apartment motels, 
all subject to the provisions of 15A, 15B, 16 and 21. 

(d) Churches, schools, public libraries, public museums, parish 
houses. 

(e) Hospitals, sanitoria and philanthropic institutions, subject to 
the provisions of Section 21 (Special Permits). 

(f) Private clubs not conducted for profit, subject to the provisions 
of Section 21 (Special Permits). 

(g) Parks, playgrounds, municipal recreation buildings, water towers 
and reservoirs. 

(h) Bus passenger stations, town wharves and landings. 

(i) T.V. and/or radio antennae structures provided they do not 
exceed fifty feet in height above the ground level. Any such structures 
in excess of fifty feet; subject to Section 21 (Special Permits). 

(j) A roadside stand for the sale of only the products of the land 
of the owner, subject to the provisions of Section 21 (Special Permits) 
and provided all front yard regulations are observed. 
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(k) Existing dwellings or buildings may be altered or remodeled 
into up to four apartments if a special permit is granted by the Board 
of Appeals under Section 21. In addition to the provisions of Section 21, 
the Board of Appeals shall consider whether the size of the building and 
the lot make it suitable for remodeling and shall not allow any material 
change to the exterior of the existing dwelling. 

(1) Business or commercial uses may be allowed if a special permit 
subject to the provisions of Section 21 is granted by the Board of Appeals 
and if both the following requirements are met. 

1. The property is contiguous with another zoning district in which 
such permit would not be required. 

2. The proposed use will not impair the integrity or character of 
the district or adjoining zones. 


The Board of Appeals shall impose such conditions and restrictions 
aS may be beneficial and in harmony with the general purpose and intent 
of this By-law and with the neighborhood involved. 

(m) Accessory uSes except uses for Scientific Research — for which 
see Section 17 item B — shall be on the same lot with the building of 
the owner or lessee and shall be such as do not alter the character of the 
premises on which they are located nor impair the neighborhood. 

The following accessory uses are allowed: 

1. Such accessory uses as are customarily incidental to any of the 
above uses. 

2. The taking of four (4) or less boarders by a family resident on 
the premises. 

3. The use of a room or rooms in a dwelling as an office or studio 
or for customary home occupations by a person resident in the dwelling. 
Where manufacturing of any kind is done, it shall be restricted to such 
light manufacturing as is incidental to a permitted use and where the 
product is customarily sold on the premises by the producer to the cus- 
tomer. For any use herein described, a sign of not over one square foot 
in area may be used and there shall be no public display of goods. 


The following accessory uses are allowed only if a special permit, 
subject to the provisions of Section 21, is granted by the Board of Appeals. 

1. Garage space for more than two cars. 

2. The conduct of a business such as a painter, carpenter, plumber, 
electrician or similar business in a dwelling or accessory building, if it 
is conducted only by the occupants of the dwelling and provided it does 
not change the nature of the district and no manufacturing, altering, 
finishing or assembling is done on the premises. 

(n) Anything to the contrary in this By-law notwithstanding, no 
school, hospital, theatre, apartment building, public housing or other 
place of public assembly shall be erected within the controlled area 
shown on the plan entitled “Airfield Zoning Plan — Approach Runway 
05’ — Falmouth, Mass. dated 3 Oct. 1956”, a copy of which plan is filed 
with the Town Clerk and is made a part of this By-law by reference. 

DELETE Item 2 of Section 7 — Agricultural Districts, and 

INSERT: 

2. Agriculture, horticulture and floriculture including farms, cran- 
berry bogs, dairies, truck gardens, greenhouses and natural ice harvest- 
ing activities. 

DELETE Item 2 of Section 8 — Business Districts, and 
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INSERT: 

2. Apartments, subject to the provisions of Section 21 (Special Per- 
mits) and if the special permit granting authority finds (1) that the 
public good will be served, (2) that the business zoned area would not 
be adversely affected and (3) that the uses permitted in the zone would 
not be noxious to a multi-family use. 


DELETE Items 3, 4, and 5 of Section 14 — Minimum Lot Sizes, and 
renumber remaining items consecutively. 


DELETE Section 14A — Cluster Zoning, and 
INSERT: 
Section 14A Open Space Residential Development 


A. Any provisions of Section 14 of this By-law to the contrary 
notwithstanding, when shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning 
Board “Approved for Open Space Residential Development’, lots of less 
than the minimum areas or widths specified in Section 14 may be laid 
out and dwellings may be erected on such lots but only in conformance 
with conditions set forth herein.’ 


B. Such endorsement by the Planning Board shall be given only 
when and if the plan meets the following minimum requirements and 
conditions. In addition, the approval for Open Space Residential De- 
velopment shall require a special permit subject to the provisions of 
Section 21. The special permit granting authority for Open Space Resi- 
dential Development shall be the Planning Board. 


1. The total area of the tract covered by the plan shall be not less 
than 10 acres. In determining the total area of the tract for the pur- 
pose of open space development, not more than 10 per cent of the 
total required area shall be wetlands, as described in Section 36 of this 
By-law. ; 

2. The tract is located in a district where the normally permitted 
minimum lot area is 20,000 square feet or more. 


3. No dwelling other than single family detached houses shall be 
permitted within the perimeter of an open space residential develop- 
ment. 


4. The number of dwelling lots permitted within the perimeter 
(total area) of an open space residential development shall be deter- 
mined on the following basis in relation to the normal minimum lot 
size required in the district in which the open space residential develop- 
ment is located as set forth in Schedule A. of Section 14. 

20,000 sq. ft. district — 2 per acre 
40,000 sq. ft. district — 1 per acre 
80,000 sq. ft. district — 1 per two acres 


Fractions of an acre shall not be counted and shall become part of 
the community open space provided herein below. 


5. The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet, except where a 
greater area may be required by the Board of Health for sanitary rea- 
sons and no lot shall have a minimum average width or depth of less 
than seventy-five (75) feet except that if any lot shall include or be 
bounded by wetlands, as referred to herein above, the lot boundary 
farthest from such wetlands shall be at no point closer than 100 feet 
from the edge of such wetlands. 
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6. The lots for building purposes shall be grouped in a cluster or 
clusters and within each cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 


7, All the remaining land within the open space residential develop- 
ment not contained in the lots or within the road rights-of-way shall 
be contiguous, in parcels of not less than one acre in area. Parcels of 
less than one acre in area may be permitted for use as a bike path or 
walkway within the subdivision at the discretion of the Planning Board. 
The total area of open space shall not be less than .10 acre for each 
dwelling lot within the development. Wetlands, as referred to herein 
above, cannot account for more than 10 per cent of the minimum re- 
quired open space area. 


8. All such remaining land shall be permanently conveyed to a 
corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or resi- 
dential units within the development tract, for recreational or open 
space purposes only and shall not be further subdivided or used for 
building purposes, excepting structures incidental to such recreational 
use. Alternately, such land may be protected for open space use by 
being conveyed to a non-profit organization, the principal purpose of 
which is the conservation of open space. In any case where such land 
is not conveyed to the city or town, a restriction enforceable by the city 
or town shall be recorded providing that such land shall be kept in an 
open or natural state and not be built for residential use or developed 
for accessory uses such as parking or roadway. None of the foregoing 
shall preclude such open space area being given to or taken by the 
Town, should Town Meeting, at some future time, so vote, but in such 
case, the Town shall not use any such area for any purpose other than 
recreational, park or open space use. 


C. All dwellings and accessory buildings erected under the pro- 
visions of this section shall conform to all other provisions of this By- 
law, which shall not be varied except by the Board of Appeals, in the 
usual manner. 

DELETE Section 15A — Regulations for Apartment Houses. 

DELETE Section 15B — Hotel Lots, and 

INSERT: 

Section 15A Hotel and Lodging House Lots 


A. Except in Business or Light Industrial districts, lots for boarding 
and lodging houses, hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment 
motels shall conform to the following minimum requirements. 

1. The lot shall contain not less than the minimum area, in square 
feet, required for a single residence in the district where the building is 
to be located. 

2. For each guest bedroom or apartment unit over five in the build- 
ing, the lot shall contain an additional one-tenth of the minimum area, 
in square feet, required for a single residence in the district where the 
building is located. 

B. In Business or Light Industrial districts, the lot shall contain at 
least 8,000 square feet and for each unit over five in the building, the lot 
shall contain an additional 800 square feet. 

C. Lots for hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment 
motels shall include improved parking space, exclusive of driveways, at 
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the rate of 300 square feet for each guest unit in the structure permit- 
ted thereon. 


D. The minimum lot size requirements for a special permit for a 
boarding or lodging house may be waived by the Board of Appeals if a 
structure had been issued a lodging house license for the calendar year 
1976 and/or 1977. 


E. Parking space for boarding and lodging houses must be provided 
at the rate of at least one space per guest unit. 


ADD: 
Section 15B Regulations for Hotels 


A. Hotels, as distinct from apartment houses, where permitted un- 
der this By-Law, shall contain no arrangements of any description for 
private cooking or housekeeping. 


B. Subject to the provisions of Section 21 (Special Permits) except 
in Business or Light Industrial districts, dining facilities accessory to a 
hotel, inn or motel, shall be integral with said hotel, inn or motel, unless 
such dining facilities existed prior to any new hotel, inn or motel, con- 
struction permitted under Section 21. The total seating capacity of any 
such new dining facilities or areas shall not exceed twice the total num- 
ber of guest rooms (units) permitted for the hotel, inn or motel to which 
such dining facilities are accessory. In Business or Light Industrial dis- 
tricts these limitations shall not apply. 


C. A garage as accessory to a hotel, subject to the provisions of 
Section 20, may be allowed by special permit under Section 21. This shall 
be done only where the lot size is such as to make possible no injury to 
the neighborhood. 


DELETE Items (a), (c), (d) and (e) of Section 16 — Yards, and 


INSERT Items (a), (c), (d) and (e) in Section 16 — Yards, as fol- 
lows: 


(a) Front Yards 


In residence, public use, agriculture and marine districts as indicated 
on the map, there shall be provided in front of every building, a front 
yard, extending the entire width of the lot from lot sideline to lot side- 
line, of at least twenty-five feet in clear width between the building and 
the lines of way or ways on which the building abuts, and no new build- 
ing or structure shall be moved, altered, reconstructed or enlarged so 
that a front yard less in clear depth shall result except that on Routes 
28, 28A and 151, the State Highway from Route 28 to Woods Hole and 
Sandwich Road from Route 28 to Otis Air Force Base, all front yards 
shall not be less than thirty-five feet. Projecting eaves and uncovered 
steps shall not be considered as coming within the meaning of this 
section. Where to an extent of fifty per cent of the frontage space be- 
tween two intersecting streets or in a space of one hundred feet in both 
directions on the same side of a street, front yards of greater uniform 
depth twenty-five feet have been established, by common agreement or 
private building restrictions or through common usage, such front yards 
shall notwithstanding any other provisions of this by-law, be and remain 
the front yard space for such street or portion of street. Where in a 
similar space there is a variety in depth, all being above twenty-five feet, 
the minimum shall remain the required front yard depth. 
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(c) Back Yards 

Behind every dwelling there shall be provided a back yard, extending 
the entire width of the lot from lot side line to lot side line, of not less 
than ten feet in depth between the rear line of the house and the rear lot 
line. A back yard may contain accessory buildings not over one and one- 
half stories high and covering not over thirty per cent of this area. 

(d) Side Yards 

At each side of every dwelling there shall be a side yard, between the 
front yard and the rear yard on such lot, not less than ten feet in clear 
width, between the side of the house and the side lot line. Side yards 
shall be all points clear from the front to the rear line of the house. 


(e) Hotel Yards 

A hotel, apartment hotel or apartment house containing over two 
and one-half stories shall have, extending the entire width of the lot 
from lot sideline to lot sideline, a front yard of not less than fifty feet 
in depth, a back yard of not less than one hundred feet in depth and 
between the front and rear yards, side yards equal in width to the dis- 
tance of the highest point of the roof above the average grade at the 
building. 

DELETE Section 17— Accessory Uses, and 

INSERT: 
Section 17 Regulation of Other Uses 

A. Agricultural uses in non-agricultural districts. 

1. All uses allowed in agricultural districts shall be allowed in all 
districts on parcels over five acres. 

2. On parcels less than five acres in all districts other than agricul- 
tural districts, horticulture and floriculture shall be allowed. The rais- 


ing and keeping of common farm animals shall be allowed for the pri- 
vate use of the residents of the premises. 


3. All agricultural activities shall conform to the rules, regulations 
and determinations of the Board of Health and other By-laws of the 
Town of Falmouth. Livestock must be properly fenced and adequate 
shelter provided. 

B. Accessory Scientific Use. 


1. The Board of Appeals may grant a special permit for a use acces- 
sory to a scientific research, scientific development or related production 
activity, whether or not on the same parcel as that where such activity 
is allowed by right, subject to the requirement of Section 21 and provided 
that it finds that such use shall not be noxious or unhealthful to the 
neighborhood or in any other way substantially derogate from the public 
good. 


C. Bath Houses on Beach or Shore Lots. 


1. Subject to the provisions of Section 21, a special permit may be 
granted for bath houses on beach or shore lots of small areas not con- 
forming with Sections 14, 15 and 16 but ‘no bath house erected on any 
such lot shall be permitted to be used as a habitation and there shall be 
a side yard not less than five feet in clear width between the side of any 
house erected thereon and the side line of said lot, said side yards to be 
at all points clear from the front to the rear line of said house. 
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D. Temporary and Conditional Structures and Uses. 


1. Temporary and conditional structures and uses that do not con- 
form to the regulations herein prescribed may be allowed by special 
permit, subject to the provisions of Section 21, provided that no special 
permit shall be for more than one year period and further provided that 
no permit shall be renewed until all abutters have been notified and 
public notice given in the manner provided in Chapter 40A of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 

2. A temporary permit may be issued by the Building Commissioner 
for the use of a trailer as a field office at a construction site during the 
period when construction is actually underway, subject to approval of 
the Board of Health. Such trailer shall not be used for real estate sales 
purposes. 

3. Subject to the rules and regulations of the Board of Health, the 
owner or occupier of a residence which has been destroyed by fire or 
other natural holocaust may place a mobile home on the site of such 
residence and reside in such home for a period not to exceed twelve 
months while the residence is being rebuilt. 


DELETE Section 18— Non-conforming uses, and 
INSERT: 
Section 18— Non-conforming Uses and Undersized Lots 


A. Except as hereinafter provided, this By-law shall not apply to 
structures or uses lawfully in existence or lawfully begun, or to a build- 
ing or special permit issued before the date of the first publication of 
notice of the public hearing on such by-law required by Chapter 40A 
Section 5. 


B. Pre-existing non-conforming structures or uses may be extended, 
altered, changed or rebuilt only by special permit from the Board of 
Appeals, subject to the provisions of Section 21. Any such rebuilding, 
change, extension or alteration shall not be more detrimental than the 
existing non-conforming use to the neighborhood. 

Exempted from the requirement for special permit are the following: 

1. Alteration, reconstruction, extension or structural change to a 
non-conforming single or two-family residential structure where such 
change does not increase the non-conforming nature of said structure. 

2. Interior alteration of any structure, which does not change the 
nature of nor increase the intensity of a non-conforming use. 


C. Any non-conforming use or structure which has been abandoned 
or discontinued for two years or more loses the protection of paragraph 
A and shall be required to conform to the current By-law. 


D. Legally recorded lots which do not meet existing requirements 
for area, frontage, or minimum average width and are not protected by 
the 3 or 5 year exemption of Chapter 40A, Section 6, may not be issued 
a building permit without a special permit from the Board of Appeals. 
In addition to the provisions of Section 21, the Board of Appeals will 
consider whether it is possible to combine adjoining lots to meet or more 
closely approximate the existing zoning or whether the other house lots in 
the subdivision or immediate surrounding neighborhood have firmly 
established a pattern for lesser lot sizes. 


E. Construction or operation under a building permit or special per- 
mit must conform to any subsequent amendments of the zoning By-laws 
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unless the use or construction is commenced within a period of six 
months after the issuance of the permit and in cases involving con- 
struction, unless such construction is continued through to completion 
continuously and expeditiously. 

DELETE Section 21 —Proceedure for Special Permits, and 

INSERT: 
Section 21 Special Permits 

A. Specific types of uses, as described in this By-law, shall be per- 
mitted only in specified districts upon the issuance of a special permit. 
Whenever a special permit is required by other sections of this By-law, 
the Building Commissioner shall issue a building permit and/or use 
permit only after the application has been approved by the special per- 
mit granting authority and the applicant has also obtained all other 
permits and licenses, whether State, County or Municipal, which are 
prerequisite to his carrying out the proposed use of the premises. 


B. The special permit granting authority shall be the Zoning Board 
of Appeals unless specifically designated in any section of this By-law 
to ancther authorized Board or Authority as allowed under Chapter 40A, 
Section 1. 


C. Special permits shall only be issued after a public hearing which 
must be held within sixty-five days after the effective date of filing of 
a special permit application. 


If the special permit granting authority is the Board of Appeals, the 
application must be filed with the Town Clerk-who shall transmit the 
application to the special permit granting authority. The effective date 
of filing is the date the application is filed with the Town Clerk. 


If the special permit granting authority is otherwise, the application 
must be filed with the same authority and the applicant is responsible 
for transmitting a copy of the application to the Town Clerk forthwith. 
The effective date of filing is the date the application is filed with the 
special permit granting authority. 

D. Special permit granting authorities shall act within ninety days 
fcllowing a public hearing for which notice has-been given in conform- 
ance with the requirements of Chapter 40A. Failure by the special per- 
mit granting authority to take final action upon an application for a 
special permit within said ninety days following the date of public 
hearing shall be deemed to be a grant of the permit applied for. The 
issuing of special permits shall require a two-thirds vote of boards with 
more than five members and a unanimous vote of a three member 
board. Such a special permit may impose conditions, safeguards and 
limitations on time and use. 


E. In addition to any specific requirements elsewhere in this By-law 
or where no specific restrictions are made applicable to a use allowed 
by special permit, the special permit granting authority shall grant a 
special permit only upon its written determination that the proposed use 
will not have adverse effects which over balance its beneficial effects on 
either the neighborhood or the town, in view of the particular character- 
istics of the site. The determination shall indicate that the proposed 
use will be in harmony with the general purpose and intent of this By-law 
and shall include consideration of each of the following: 
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1. Adequacy of the site in terms of size for the proposed use, in- 
cluding adequacy of parking. 

2. Suitability of site for proposed use. 

3. Impact on traffic flow and safety. 


4. Impact on neighborhood visual character, including views and 
vistas. 


5. Adequacy of method of sewage disposal, source of water and 
drainage. 
6. Adequacy of utilities and other public services. 


F. When the Board of Appeals deems necessary, it may refer a 
special permit application to the Planning Board, the Board of Health, 
the Conservation Commission, the engineering division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and/or any other Town agency or board for site 
plan review before taking final action. Any such board or agency to 
which applications are referred for review must make its recommendations 
and send copies thereof to the Board of Appeals and the applicant within 
thirty-five days of receipt of the application by the said board or agency, 
or there shall be deemed no opposition thereto. If an application is 
referred to more than one board or agency for review, such review may be 
held jointly by said boards or agencies. 


G. A special permit granted uner this section shall lapse one year 
from the date it is granted if a substantial use thereof has not sooner 
commenced except for good cause, or in the case of a permit for con- 
stuction, if construction has not begun by such date, except for good 
cause. The determination of good cause shall be made by the special 
permit granting authority. 


H. No special permit or any extension, modification or renewal 
thereof, shall take effect until a copy of the decision, bearing the certi- 
fication of the Town Clerk and twenty days have elapsed and no appeal 
has been filed or if such an appeal has been filed, that it has been dis- 
missed or denied, is recorded in the registry of deeds for Barnstable 
County and indexed in the grantor index under the name of the owner of 
record or is recorded and noted on the owner’s certificate of title. The 
fee for recording or registering shall be paid by the owner or applicant. 


DELETE Section 24— Enforcement, and 
INSERT: 
Section 24 Enforcement 


A. The Building Commissioner is responsible for the enforcement 
of this By-law. He shall withhold a permit for the construction, alter- 
ation or moving of any building or structure if the building or structure 
as constructed, altered or moved would be in violation of this zoning By- 
law and no permit shall be granted for a new use of a building, structure 
or land which use would be in violation of this By-law. Where a permit 
or variance may be granted with conditions, such conditions shall be 
imposed and made a part of the record. 


B. If the Building Commissioner is requested in writing to enforce 
these By-Laws against any person allegedly in violation of same and 
the Building Commissioner declines to act, he shall notify, in writing, 
the party requesting such enforcement, of any action or refusal to act and 
the reasons therefor, within fourteen days of receipt of such request. 
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C. Within this By-law, the designations “Building Inspector” and 
“Building Commissioner” shall be used interchangeably. 


DELETE Section 26 — Appeals, and 
INSERT: 
Section 26 — Appeals 


A. An appeal to the Zoning Board of Appeals may be taken by the 
following parties: 


1. Any person aggrieved by reason of his inability to obtain a permit 
or enforcement action from any administrative officer under the pro- 
visions of this By-Law or Chapter 40A. 


2. Any person, including an officer or board of the Town of Fal- 
mouth or of an abutting city or town, aggrieved by an order or de- 
cision of the Building Commissioner or other administrative officer, in 
violation of any provisions of this By-law or Chapter 40A. 


3. The Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission. 


Such appeal shall be initiated within 30 days from the date of the 
order or decision which is being appealed, by filing a notice of appeal, 
specifying the grounds thereof, with the Town Clerk. 


B. The procedures outlined in Section 27 — Variances F, G, H and 
I, shall be followed for action on appeals, all subject to the requirements 
of Chapter 40A. . 


C. Any person or Board aggrieved by a decision of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals or any special permit granting authority, whether or 
not previously a party to the proceeding, may appeal to the Superior 
Court or other court, under the provisions of Chapter 40A, Section 17. 


DELETE Section 27 — Exceptions Under Specific Rules, and 
INSERT: 
Section 27 — Variances 


A. The Board of Appeals shall have the power after public hearing 
notice has been given by publication and posting, and by mailing to all 
parties in interest, in conformance with the requirements of Chapter 
40A, to grant upon appeal or upon petition with respect to particular 
land or structures, a variance from the terms of the applicable zoning 
but only in cases where the Board specifically finds both the following: 


1. Owing to circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or 
topography of such land or structures and especially affecting such land 
or structures but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is 
located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the By-law would in- 
volve substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the petitioner or 
appellant. . 


2. Desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to 
the public good and without nullifying or substantially derogating from 
the intent or purpose of this By-law. 


B. No variance may authorize a use or activity not otherwise per- 
mitted in the district in which the land or structure is located, provided 
however, that such variances properly granted prior to the date of 
adoption of this by-law, but limited in time, may be extended on the 
same terms and conditions that were in effect for such upon said ef- 
fective date. 
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C. The Board of Appeals may impose conditions, safeguards and 
limitations both of time and of use, including the continued existence of 
any particular structures but excluding any condition, safeguards or 
limitation based upon the continued ownership of the land or structures 
to which the variance pertains by the applicant, petitioner or any owner. 

D. If the rights authorized by a variance are not exercised within 
one year of the date of grant of such variance, they shall lapse and may 
be reestablished only after notice and a new hearing pursuant to this 
section. 

E. Petition for a variance shall be made to the Town Clerk. 

F. The Board of Appeals shall hold a hearing on any appeal, ap- 
plication or petition transmitted to it by the Town Clerk within sixty- 
five days from the transmittal to the Board of such appeal, application 
or petition. Notices shall be sent and published as required by Chapter 
40A, Section 15. 

G. The concurring vote of all three members of the Board of Ap- 
peals shall be necessary to reverse any order or decision of the Building 
Commissioner or to effect any variance in the application of any By-law. 

H. The decision of the Board of Appeals shall be made within 
seventy-five days after the date of the filing of an appeal, said seventy- 
five days shall be deemed to be the grant of the relief application or pe- 
tition sought, subject to an applicable judicial appeal as provided in 
Chapter 40A, Section 17. 

I. No variance or any extension, modification or renewal thereof, 
shall take effect until a copy of the decision bearing the certification of 
the Town Clerk that twenty days have elapsed and no appeal has been 
filed (or that if such appeal has been filed, that it has been dismissed or 
denied) is recorded in the registry of deeds for Barnstable County and 
indexed in the grantor index under the name of the owner of record or 
is recorded and noted on the owner’s certificate of title. The fee for 
recording or registering shall be paid by the owner or applicant. 


DELETE Section 30 — Amendments 
INSERT: 
Section 30 — Amendments 


A. No amendment to this zoning By-law shall be made except by 
a two-thirds vote of Town Meeting and only after the zoning article is 
properly submitted and a public hearing is held by the Planning Board 
in accordance with the procedures of Chapter 40A, Section 5. 

B. No proposed By-law which has been unfavorably acted upon 
by Town Meeting shall be considered by Town Meeting within two years 
after the date of such unfavorable action unless the adoption of such 
By-law is recommended in the final report of the Planning Board. 

C. The effective date of an amendment to the zoning By-law, sub- 
ject to its approval by the Attorney General as required by Chapter 40A, 
is the date on which such amendment was voted by Town Meeting. 


DELETE Section 32 — Validity, and 
INSERT: 
Section 32 — Severability 


The provisions of these By-laws are severable from each other and 
the invalidity of any provision or section shall not invalidate any other 
provision or section thereof. 
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DELETE Section 33 — Board of Appeals, and 

INSERT: 
Section 33 — Zoning Board of Appeals 

A. There shall be a Zoning Board of Appeals of three members 
and four associate members appointed by the Board of Selectmen as pro- 
vided in Chapter 40A, Section 12. The term of office of each member 
shall be for three years with the terms so arranged that the term of one 
member expires each year. Vacancies shall be filled for unexpired terms 
in the same manner as in the case of the original appointments. 

B. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall have the following powers: 

1. To hear and decide appeals in accordance with Section 26. 

2. To hear and decide applications for special permits upon which 
the Board is empowered to act under Section 21. 

3. To hear and decide petitions for variances as set forth in Section 
27. 

C. The Board shall adopt rules not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this By-law for the conduct of its business, shall file said rules with 
the Town Clerk and make said rules available to the public. 


D. Within this By-Law the designations Zoning Board of Appeals 
and Board of Appeals shall be used interchangeably. 


DELETE Section 35— Soil Removal Regulations, and 
INSERT: 
Section 35 — Earth Moving Regulations 


A. For all land not subject to the regulations of Section 36 and 
Section 39 of this By-law and not in public use, except where such 
activity is clearly incidental to the development of a site for a building, 
driveway, street, active cranberry bog or other permitted use under this 
By-law, no humus, topsoil, loam, subsoil, clay, sand, gravel or stone shall 
be stripped, quarried and removed from any area greater than 1,000 
square feet within any twelve-month period and no area shall be filled 
with any material in excess of 100 cubic yards within said period unless 
authorized by a special permit to be issued in conformance with the 
requirements of Section 21 of this By-law. 


B. Each application for a permit for filling, stripping or removal 
of earth material shall be accompanied by a plan drawn to a 20 foot or 
40 foot scale, showing the premises in sufficient detail to describe the 
proposed operation and including the following: 


1) Property and street lines, names and addresses of abutters and, 
if less than all of the applicant’s land is shown, then the entire parcel 
shall be shown as an insert drawn to the 200 foot scale. 

2) Existing topography of the site in two foot contours. 

3) Proposed topography after completion of the operation including 
provisions for permanent surface drainage. 

4) Elevation of the seasonal high ground water table. 

5) Location and manner in which all cover material is to be stored. 

C. Each permit shall be subject to, but not limited to, the following 
restrictions where applicable: 

1) All vegetation and soil suitable for cover material shall be stock- 


piled or windrowed and retained for future use in the reclamation of the 
filled or excavated area. 
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2) For earth removal operations, border buffer strips in which the 
natural vegetation and soil are undisturbed shall be left for a width of 
at least 100 feet from the side line of any road open to public use and 
for a width of at least 50 feet from all abutting property lines. 

3) The depth of any earth removal shall be limited to a plane that 
is at least 10 feet above the seasonal high ground water level for that 
location, unless the purpose is to create a pond. 

4) The slope of the banks of the excavation or fill shall at all times 
not exceed one foot in depth for every three feet of horizontal distanc.e 

5) In the case of stripping loam or the removal of stone, the re- 
clamation of the altered land shall be performed in the following man- 
ner: 

(a) At least two inches of loam shall be placed over the subsoil. 

(b) The area graded and seeded or planted to prevent erosion and 
to conceal the scars of stone removal. 

6) Provisions shall be maintained during operations for the control 
of noise, wind, dust and water erosion which would affect the adjacent 
properties and traffic along a roadway. 

7) Within six months of the completion of the operation or follow- 
ing the expiration or withdrawal of a permit, the land and slopes shall 
be graded and contoured to provide natural surface drainage and to fit 
compatibly with the existing contours of the surrounding land; the 
stored cover material distributed over the entire area to its original 
depth or to at least twelve inches in depth and replanted with approved 
cover vegetation, including shrubs, pines or other suitable plant material. 

D. No permit for filling, stripping or removal of earth material 
shall be issued for a period of more than three (3) years, although such 
a permit may be renewed for aditional periods in the same manner. 
Where the request covers a sizable area, a permit may be granted for a 
specific part of the whole, not to exceed sixty thousand (60,000) square 
feet in area, subject to the stated time limit. Approval of additional 
areas shall be contingent upon the satisfactory completion and reclam- 
ation of each previous section. 

E. To ensure compliance with the conditions of the permit, the ap- 
plicant shall be required to post a cash deposit or surety bond, in form 
acceptable to the Town Treasurer, in an amount sufficient to meet the 
cost of the required reclamation work and said deposit or bond shall not 
be released until all ground cover vegetation is established. 

DELETE Item D. 7. of Section 38, and 

INSERT: 

7. Off-premises signs, in other than Business or Light Industrial 
District, except as authorized by special permit from the Board of Ap- 
peals in accordance with sub-section H of this section. No off-premises 
sign shall be permitted which would be in violation of Sections 29 - 33 of 
Chapter 93 of the General Laws. 

ADD Item H. to Section 38, as follows: 

H. Off-premises Signs 

In other than Business cr Light Industrial Districts, the erection 
and maintenance of off-premises signs will be allowed only by special 
permit from the Board of Appeals, subject to the provisions of Section 
21 and provided that: the need is clearly established; the sign shall be 
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directional in nature only; no neon tubing shall be used; no such signs 
shall be greater in areu than 16 square feet. Such signs shall be placed 
in such manner and location, consistent with the provisions of this 
section and for such periods as the Board of Appeals may direct. 
(NOTE: In Business and Light Industrial Districts, off-premises signs 
are controlled by the provisions of Sections 29-33 of Chapter 93 of the 
General Laws).

On petition of Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 1 for the following 
reason. 


The State, under Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, adopted new 
statutes called The Zoning Act, to replace The Zoning Enabling Act 
which became effective in 1954 and was amended through 1973. The 
stated purpose of The Zoning Act are: “to facilitate, encourage and 
foster the adoption and modernization of zoning ordinances and by-laws 
by municipal governments in accordance with the provisions of Article 
89 of the amendments to the Constitution (Home Rule) and to achieve 
greater implementation of the powers granted to municipalities there- 
under. It is designed to provide standardized procedures for the admin- 
istration of municipal zoning laws”. The Planning Board has reviewed 
with the Board of Appeals and the Building Commissioner, with the 
assistance of Town Counsel, the changes which are recommended in 
Article 1. Included in the proposed changes, are those which are now 
mandatory and some which are natural corollaries in the implementation 
of the Zoning Act. Other changes have been made for the purpose of 
clarification. The Planning Board anticipates deleting Section 4 (1) 
when other business zoning districts are created.

HELD ON JUNE 20, 1978 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on June 20, 1978 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained 
therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on June 20, 1978. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:52 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, 
George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting members present were counted with 173 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 


A moment of silent prayer was observed preceding the meeting. 
Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Enclosed herewith is the eighteenth Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the operations of the 
Department for the calendar year 1978, except that certain financial 
and statistical information of the various divisions coincides with the 
budget year beginning July 1, 1977 and ending June 30, 1978. This report 
includes the individual reports of the Director; Water and Sewer Di- 
vision; Highway Division; Tree Warden, Park and School Grounds Di- 
vision and the Engineering Section. 


Mr. Manuel Rapoza and Mr. Richard Bennett were elected as Com- 
missioners to the Falmouth Board of Public Works at the Annual Town 
Election in April. Mr. Rapoza had been appointed until the Annual 
Town Election in 1978 to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Com- 
missioner George Fonseca on April 20 of 1977. Manuel Rapoza has been 
closely associated with the Department for years, having been one of 
the original supporters of a Public Works Department in the 1960’s and 
having previously served as a Commissioner after the death of John 
Pena. Mr. Rapoza brings to the Board years of experience in various 
Town matters and other Town departments. For a number of years, he 
has served officially as the Board of Public Works’ official advisor in 
Water and Sewer issues. Mr. Rapoza’s term of election is two years. 


Mr. Richard Bennett was elected to fill the position vacated by Com- 
missioner James Rodgers, who chose not to run for re-election. Mr. Ben- 
nett’s term is for three years. Richard Bennett brings to the Board years 
of experience on the Town’s Recycling Committee. Mr. Bennett has 
devoted much of his time to the Town’s Sanitary Landfill operations and 
was a member for years of the Town’s Disposal Area study committee. 
He has researched the concept of regional waste disposal with heavy 
emphasis on recycling of waste material. Like Mr. Rapoza, Mr. Bennett 
has devoted much of his own time over the years to the Town’s ongoing 
sewer issue. 


The Board of Public Works will miss the contributions of James 
Rcdgers, who served the Town well during his three years as a Commis- 
sioner of Public Works for the Town of Falmouth. Jim Rodgers’s efforts 
in procuring used Federal equipment will prove of great value to the 
Town for a number of years to come. 


Mrs. Gaye Clough was again appointed by the Board of Public 
Works in 1978 to serve as the Board’s official representative to the 
Town’s Recycling Committee. The Board is grateful to Mrs. Clough for 
her continued help to the Town on this important committee. 


During 1978, the Department continued its efforts to conform to the 
State regulations in the health field at the Disposal Area and in the 
continuing Sewer Study. As in the past, a disproportionate amount of 
the Department’s time and the Board's attention has been devoted to 
these two areas. 
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The State Approved Septage Disposal Facility at the Sanitary Land- 
fill was completed and placed into operation in October of 1978. This 
facility has an approved time limit of two years, unless renewed, as the 
facility is considered an interim solution. The matter of septage disposal 
is a key issue of the larger, more costly ongoing sewer studies. 


In September, the Town held a Town Meeting to determine if the 
Town wished to sewer the Falmouth Center area. The Town Meeting 
chose to vote an article not acceptable to the State Division of Water 
Pollution Control and is now threatened by court action. A second 
Special Town Meeting is scheduled for January 4, 1979 at which time the 
Town will again attempt to vote on this most emotional of issues. 


The success of the Water Betterment Act continues to be note- 
worthy as a number of Town Meeting articles have been filed for the 
1979 Town Meeting asking for water line extensions under the Better- 
ment Act. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to take this 
opportunity to thank the various Town departments and committees, 
our own Public Works personnel, the Board of Selectmen and the people 
of Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance during 1978.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by Nathan S. Ellis, P.E. 


To the Board of Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth 
Department of Public Works 


The Annual Report of the operation of the Department of Public 
Works for the year 1978 and on the general condition of the Works is 
respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year 1978 and does not coin- 
cide with the budget year, with certain exceptions, including some of 
the statistical information and all of the financial report of the Water 
and Sewer Division which is based on the budget year beginning July 1, 
1977 and ending June 30, 1978. 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 

The important snow storms in 1978 occurred on January 2nd — five 
inches, January 13th — three inches, January 20th, 21st —fifteen inches, 
February 6th and 7th—fourteen inches, March 3rd and 4th—six to 
eight inches and March 16th—twelve inches. These storms, together 
with expensive, almost continuous icing problems, caused a serious over- 
run in funds allocated in the Snow and Ice Control Budget. During the 
1979-80 year, added funds totaling over $65,000 had to be allotted for 


snow and ice control to cover the overruns caused by an exceptional 
year. 
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BRIDGES 


Great Pond Bridge— As previously reported in my 1976 and 1977 
reports, a great deal of difficulty has been encountered in our attempts 
to repair this structure, both from a funds standpoint and because of 
difficulties caused primarily by United States Coast Guard bureaucrats. 
At the end of 1977 we had made some progress in attempting to get this 
bridge repaired through the State Department of Public Works under 
the State’s Sub-Standard Bridge Program. As previously reported, one 
requirement for becoming eligible under this Program is to have the 
structure professionally rated. In 1978, the Board of Public Works re- 
viewed two engineering firms who proposed to rate the Great Pond 
Bridge for the Town as a prerequisite coming under this State of Massa- 
chusetts Sub-Standard Bridge Program. The firm used was Bayside En- 
gineering Associates, Inc. of Boston. This firm, at a cost of $3,600, made 
a study of the Great Pond Bridge and a recommendation regarding it. A 
comment on the rating was, due to the condition of the exterior beams 
and the first interior beams on the ocean side of the Bridge, they recom- 
mended that vehicular traffic use only the twenty-six foot width of road 
width and not the sidewalk area, which is on the ocean side and that the 
Bridge be posted 3% Tons. After the Bridge Report was completed, the 
Department through the District 7 Office of the State Department of 
Public Works, requested that the Bridge be included under the State’s 
Sub-Standard Bridge Program. After some correspondence Representa- 
tive Jerry Cahir informed this Office on November 22nd that the Mas- 
sachusetts Waterways Division had told him that the Great Pond Bridge 
problem was going to be presented to the State Review Board for con- 
sideration within a week of that date. We are presently awaiting further 
developments on this project and we understand that at best the project 
will take approximately two years to complete. 

Chapoquoit Island Bridge — As previously reported the Chapoquoit 
Island Bridge is structurally sound. It should have a complete sand- 
blasting and repainting of all exposed steel. The maintenance of this 
Bridge has been delayed because of the more serious Great Pond Bridge 
problems, but hopefully some maintenance will be done on this Bridge 
within a year. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


The Town Disposal Area, in 1978, was contract operated to the ex- 
tent of the day to day operation in covering of refuse. No final covering 
was done, inasmuch as no areas were completed to final grade. During 
the year, the Department of Public Works completed the sewerage dis- 
posal facility at the Sanitary Landfill. This septage facility was ap- 
proved by the State Department of Public Health and construction was 
begun in 1977. Actual use of the area began in October of 1978. As of 
this writing, all of the septage is being disposed of in this new septage 
handling facility at the Town Disposal Area. 

CEMETERIES 

During the last few years the Department of Public Works has done 
extensive rehabilitation work in the Old Town Cemetery off Mill Road 
and to a lesser extent the Free Burying Ground in Hatchville. During 
1978, a new program was begun, the purpose of which is to protect some 
of the older stones, some dating back over 200 years from deterioration 
caused by weather. A Thousand Dollars was appropriated in the 1978 
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budget to begin this project. As of this writing some stones have been 
encased in concrete on the backside to help protect them. By this and 
other means we hope that we will be able to preserve many of the stones 
that are still legible. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 
For a complete summary of this continuing series of studies, begin 
in my Annual Report of 1972 and continue through this report. 


February 1, 1978— Thomas C. McMahon, Director of the Water Re- 
sources Commission of the Division of Water Pollution Control advises 
Mr. William Callahan, Senior Vice President of Camp, Dresser and Mc- 
Kee Incorporated that the Division and the Environmental Agency con- 
sider the requirements of Phase I completed by Camp, Dresser and Mc- 
Kee Incorporated complete and hereby grant approval to proceed with 
Phase II of the Needs Survey. 


March 13, 1978— Mr. William Adams, the Regional Administrator of 
the United States Environmental Protection Agency is advised by Di- 
rector Ellis that the Town’s consultants, Camp, Dresser and McKee In- 
corporated have submitted the Needs Survey on time. They will submit 
their report on April 1, 1978 within the sixty days as specified in an order 
for compliance dated October 3, 1977. We further advised Mr. Adams 
the report would be a draft and not a completed facilities plan, since a 
public hearing is required prior to the commission of a completed facili- 
ties plan. 


May 11, 1978— Anthony D. DePalma, Chief of the Massachusetts 
Engineering Section Municipal Facilities Branch of the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency writes the Town outlining the steps 
that the Town of Falmouth should take over the next few weeks, as 
follows: 1. The Town will schedule a public information meeting prior 
to the end of June 2. The Town will initiate a program as soon as 
possible to notify as many of the Townspeople as possible of the meeting. 
3. A brief questionnaire will be prepared for completion after the in- 
formational meeting which will request the Townspeople to indicate their 
position regarding the sewering of Falmouth Center. 4. After the in- 
formational meeting and the evaluation of the questionnaire responses, 
the Town may initate an additional data gathering program. Finally it 
must be understood by all concerned that the decision relative to the 
sewering of Falmouth is a key one in the conduct of the facilities plan- 
ning effort and to the Water Pollution Control Program of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


June 19, 1978 — Public informational meeting was held at 8 p.m. at 
the Lawrence Auditorium. This informational meeting was sponsored by 
the Department of Public Works. Prior to the meeting an individual 
questionnaire requesting opinions and desires of the Townspeople, most 
particularly those within the area which was proposed for sewers in the 
center of Falmouth was sent out to each household in the sewer area. 
In addition to this, questionnaires were placed in the newspapers and 
those outside the sewered area were requested for their opinions. 


On July 13th the Falmouth Board of Public Works Commissioners 
met and reviewed the information received at the public informational 
meeting on June 19th, and the results of the questionnaires returned by 
Falmouth property owners both within and outside the area proposed 
for sewers. It was a majority of the Board’s opinion that a clear ma- 
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jority of the people of Falmouth do not wish to have a sewer installed 
in the center of Falmouth. Mr. Dan Coughlin of the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency was advised by the Director of the Commissioners’ opin- 
ion. The vote to send this information to Mr. Coughlin was a majority 
vote with Commissioner Bennett voting in the minority. 


July 19, 1978— Mr. Anthony DePalma of the United States En- 
vironmental Protection Agency writes acknowledging receipt of the vote 
by the Board of Public Works. Mr. DePalma advises the Board that the 
Town’s decision will not be a short term one. The course of action which 
will be recommended in the Final Facilities Plan will have a planning 
life of twenty years. Therefore, due to the Town’s decision not to sewer 
the Falmouth Center area, Environmental Protection Agency will only 
participate in the cost of a Wastewater Treatment facility to serve the 
Woods Hole area. If the Town decides, during the design life of a pro- 
posed treatment plant for Woods Hole, to sewer the Falmouth Center 
area, then Environmental Protection Agency will not be able to fund the 
expansion of the Woods Hole Facility or a separate facility for the Center 
area. 


August 9, 1978— Thomas C. McMahon, Director of the Water Re- 
sources Commission of the State of Massachusetts, writes the Falmouth 
Board of Public Works. In his letter he states “In our opinion the Town 
of Falmouth must have a Town Meeting to decide which of two alterna- 
tives is a better solution to solving the water pollution problems for the 
Town. The first alternative would be that the Town proceed on this 
current course of action and develop a plan to complete the evaluation 
of the Woods Hole problem which would lead to a treatment plant. The 
second alternative would be to see if the Town would indeed want to 
put sewers in Falmouth Center.” Mr. McMahon writes further, that 
unless the Town definitely indicates that it wishes to put sewers in the 
Center of Falmouth, then the Division of Water Pollution Control would 
require that the Woods Hole problem be solved by itself. 


August 14, 1978—Nathan S. Ellis, Director of the Department of 
Public Works, advises the Board of Selectmen that the Water Resources 
Commission Director McMahon requests that the Town of Falmouth 
hold a Town Meeting in order for the Town to decide which of the two 
alternatives is the better solution for solving the water pollution pro- 
blems of the Town. 

On August 18, 1978 a meeting of State and Environmental Protection 
Agency officials with the Falmouth Department of Public Works is held 
in the Town Hall, Falmouth, in which the sewer issue is discussed at 
length. 

September 26, 1978— Mr. Ellis is informed by Mr. McMahon of the 
Water Resources Commission that three articles on the town meeting 
warrant of September 27th, Articles 38, 39 and 40 would comply with the 
directives as outlined in Mr. McMahon’s letter of August 9, 1978. It 
further states that Article 41 would not satisfy his directives and should 
it be voted favorably, the Division would have no alternative but to take 
legal action against the Town. 

On September 27th the same day as Town Meeting, at approximate- 
ly one hour before, a letter is received, hand-delivered, from Commis- 
sioner David Standley, Department of Environmental Quality Engineer- 
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ing, Office of Environmental Affairs of the Commonwealth to the Dir- 
ector of Public Works advising passage of Article 39 and also noting fav- 
orably on Article 41. He further hoped that Article 41 would be adopted 
together with Article 39, or that Article 39 would be amended to include 
the broader scope of Article 41. Town Meeting, on September 27th, 
voted Article 41 on the Special Town Meeting warrant. Mr. McMahon’s 
office was advised of this vote on September 28, 1978. 


October 10, 1978— Thomas C. McMahon, Director of the Division of 
Water Pollution Control requests Charles Corkin Jr. Esquire, Chief, En- 
vironmental Protection Division, Department of the Attorney General to 
initiate legal action against the Town of Falmouth as the Town of Fal- 
mouth is probably the most recalcitrant community in the Common- 
wealth. Copies of this letter went to the Town of Falmouth. 


October 29, 1978— Mr. Leslie Carothers, Director of the Inforcement 
Division of the United States Environmental Protection Agency writes to 
Mr. Charles Corkin, Chief of the Protection Division, Department of the 
Attorney General, stating that he agrees with Mr. McMahon that the 
Article voted by the Falmouth Special Town Meeting on September 27, 
1978 is unacceptable. 


December 4, 1978— The Superior Court Civil Action No. 14054 with 
the Division of Water Pollution Control as the plaintiff versus the Town 
of Falmouth as defendant, requests that a representative designated by 
the Town be present on December 4th at 2 p.m. to testify with regard 
to the measures that the Town intends to take in order to construct 
treatment facilities for the sewerage effluent presently being discharged 
into Great Harbor, Vineyard Sound and a schedule for the construction 
of the proprosed facilities. 


January 4, 1979— A Special Town Meeting is scheduled by the Town 
of Falmouth for the purpose of reviewing the sewer issue. Included in 
this Town Meeting are the three articles which were considered and re- 
jected at the Special Town Meeting on September 27, 1978. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 
by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


The Highway Division during 1978 continued resurfacing of streets, 
drainage construction, maintenance of streets, resurfacing and mainten- 
ance of sidewalks, sealcoating and litter pickup. 


All Road Betterment projects, as well as drainage projects, were 
completed. Sidewalks were edged and swept. Roadsides were mowed and 
trimmed. Storm drains were cleaned and connector pipes rodded where 
needed. Street patching, road grading, painting and repairing of guard- 
rails were carried on throughout the year. 


PRIVATE ROADS 


As reported in previous years, private roads were graded when time 
permitted. Inspection of most of the private roads revealed that they 
have not been trimmed properly, making snow removal nearly impos- 
sible during the winter months without damaging the glass and lights on 
the plow vehicles. The road grader sustained the same damage. All pri- 
vate roads should be trimmed 2 feet from the gutter line and to a height 
of 12 feet. 
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BICYCLE PATH 


This year the bicycle path was extensively damaged due to severe 
winter storms. The section of the path along the Trunk River area was 
hit the hardest, causing a loss to the asphalt top and the gravel base. 
Gravel was replaced and compacted and the asphalt top was patched. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 

A total of 11,951 feet of new construction has been completed. The 
new construction included drainage, landscaping and road sub-surface 
and surface. 
HERRING RIVERS 

The herring rivers were cleared of sand and seaweed as needed after 
the onshore storms. Hired equipment cleared all rivers late this fall and 
all are clear and flowing at this time.

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The Assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 
1977 and a good start has been made on plotting 1978 transfers and sub- 
divisions. 

In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
departments, committees and individuals have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by 
this Office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new 
subdivisions conform to Town regulations. 


This Division has continued a program to define old road layouts 
which were not previously bounded out and replacing those bounds on 
defined layouts which have been destroyed or not set. 


During the year changes in building codes and zoning have put an 
additional burden on this Office to provide information on flood plain 
data, M.S.L. bench marks, and dates when lots were created. This in- 
formation is used by engineers and surveyors when making plot plans 
for building permits.

WATER and SEWER DIVISION 


Richard T. Witt 
Utilities Manager 


During 1978, the Water Distribution System continued to expand 
with a total of 3.2 miles of new water mains and 29 fire hydrants added 
to the system. Many of these additions were made by developers at no 
cost to the Town. Other water main extensions were made under the 
15% guarantee plan, under the Betterment Laws, and replacement- 
improvement projects. 


The Betterment system of payment for water main extensions with 
the Town currently sharing the costs with the property owner has been 
used since 1973 and has proven to be a very successful program. During 
1978 we had requests for seven (7) Betterment Program Water Main 


Extensions and Articles. These projects will be submitted to the 1979 
Annual Town Meeting for consideration. 


The following Capital Outlay Equipment was purchased during 1978 
and is now in service: 


One (1) Pressure Relief Valve at the Long Pond Pumping 
Station. 

One (1) Case Tractor-Loader-Backhoe. 

The (D3) Caterpillar Diesel Engine at the Long Pond Pumping 
Station was completely overhauled during the fall of 1978. 


As the year ended, the Falmouth Sewerage System Step I Facilities 
Plan is still in the process of preparation by the Boston Engineering 
Firm of Camp Dresser and McKee, Inc. This plan is to fulfill the re- 
quirements of Section 201 of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act 
as amended (Public Law 92-500 and Public Law 95-217). We are (op- 
timistically) hopeful that 1979 will be the year we progress to Step II 
of our Facilities Plan. (Step II will be the construction planning phase 
of building sewerage facilities. Step III is the actual construction phase 
of the program.) 


State and Federal regulations continue to proliferate the Water and 
Wastewater Field. The result is a constant increase in administrative 
costs and efforts to satisfy the preponderance of demands. 


The Department of Public Works sponsored an Article for consider- 
ation by the 1978 Annual Town Meeting to establish a Watershed Pro- 
tection District in order to protect public health and perpetuate the 
natural high quality of the public water supply in the Town. This Article 
passed on April 6, 1978 with a vote of 175 for and 2 against. This im- 
portant zoning by-law is the first such legislation to be enacted on Cape 
Cod. 
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With the watershed areas defined on the Town Zoning Map, the 
Planning Board and the Board of Appeals will be alerted to the areas 
deserving special consideration.

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TREE WARDEN, PARKS, SCHOOL GROUNDS 
by Joseph Figuerido, Division Head 


Normal duties and activities of the Tree Warden, Parks and School 
Grounds Division continued as in past years. Highlights of programs 
and accomplishments of the Division are herein outlined. 


Tree Planting: We continued our vigorous tree planting program 
in all sections of the Town. Eighty-five roadside and shade trees were 
planted during the fall months. Public interest was displayed by local 
business firms, spearheaded by Charles Murray and the Falmouth Bank 
and Trust. Seven large Schwedler maples, which bear rustic red foliage, 
were given to the Town to be planted along Davis Straits, and to augment 
our own planting program. The result was a significant planting from 
Spring Bars Road easterly for a distance of 1,800 feet. 


The usual replacement of trees, damaged mainly by automobile 
accidents, and some by malicious intent, as well as replacing trees in 
areas of anticipated Dutch elm disease take-down, was carried cn as 
part of our program. 

Applications from home owners for roadside shade trees were pro- 
cessed by the Tree Planting Committee which oversees funds appropriated 
each year. Many of these trees were obtained from our nursery and are 
included in the figure previously mentioned. 

Falmouth’s parks and roadside planting program was rather im- 
pressive this year, in our opinion. The many flowering Kwanzan cher- 
ries and crab trees were outstanding, with blossoms lasting unusually 
longer because of the clear, cool spring weather. The graceful pink 
flower clusters blended harmoniously with surrounding landscaping, giv- 
ing added beauty to Falmouth Center. 

Flower Bed Planting: Flower bed planting in 1978 must be recorded 
in our report as one of our most colorful and successful endeavors. The 
-main library and Town Hall Square flower beds received a Garden Club 
award and we are justifiably proud of this honor. 

Many favorable physical and environmental factors contribute to and 
are necessary to achieve a winner. Color, composition, design, layout, 
plant variety selection, plus supporting maintenance in watering, feeding, 
cutting back, along with proper cultivation, were all performed by our 
Park personnel. 

Success is measured by public awareness and reaction. There was a 
constant flow of admirers and clicking of cameras at the flower bed sites 
throughout the summer, as well as letters of compliments, both from 
Town residents and visitors. Pictures taken by visitors are a good form 
of advertisement for Falmouth, but more important is the pleasure de- 
rived by the onlookers. 

School Grounds Imprevements: During the year the following 
school grounds improvements, in addition to routine maintenance, were 
completed by the Division. 

East Falmouth School 

1) Drainage in the parking lot was corrected. 

2) Wheel chair ramp was constructed. 

3) Little League diamond was repaired and re-sodded. 
4) Walks and curbing were repaired. 
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Teaticket School 
1) Wheel chair ramp was constructed. 
2) Curbing was repaired. 
3) Basketball court was repaired. 
4) Playground equipment was repaired. 
5) Erosion at rear of school was repaired and the area re-seeded. 
6) Fence breakage, caused by vandalism, was constantly repaired. 


Mullen School 
1) Lower and main fields were re-seeded. 
‘2) East and west sides of school erosion was repaired. 
3) Drainage problem at rear of school was corrected. 
4) Walks around the school were macadamized. 


Woods Hole Elementary School 
1) Playground equipment was repaired. 
2) Bank was wood chipped. 


North Falmouth Elementary School 

1) Playground equipment was repaired. 

2) .-Drainage pit was constructed for boiler overflow. 

3) Erosion problem in the playing field was corrected. 
Morse Pond School 

1) Release work and re-seeding of lower field was completed. 

2) Wheel chair ramps were constructed. 
Lawrence School 

1) Walks were macadamized (under contract). 

2) Tennis courts were enclosed with chain link fence. 

3) Parking area lines were re-painted. 
Falmouth High School 

1) Girls’ diamond was re-sodded and generally improved. 

2) North side of school was improved with new levels of soil, 

walks and drain. 

3) Parking lot was macadamized. 

4) Soccer field was re-seeded. 

5) Ramp was constructed. 

6) Drainage problem at athletic field entrance was corrected. 
Administration Building 

1) Softball dug-out was repaired. 

2) Field was re-seeded. 


Insect Pest and Dutch Elm Spray: These are the annual spring and 


summer spray programs, mandatory by law, performed in conjunction 
with woodtick, poison ivy and Dutch elm fungus, to combat tree damag- 
ing pests. 


Each year minor pest flare-ups occur. Some may peak and others 


harmlessly balance themselves off. This year we experienced an increase 
only in the fall webb worm. 


Regular sprays applied this year: 
1) Dormant spray in April and May for elm bark beetle. 
2) Fruit spray for tent caterpillars, holly and birch minor. 
3) Elm leaf spray in June and July for first and second genera- 
tion beetles. 
4) Spot spray in the fall for Japanese beetles, woodticks, poison 
ivy and wasps. 
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Fortunately, 1978 was a mild year for pests with minor outbreaks 
of Nantucket tip moths and turpentine beetle infestation; however, an 
increase in fall webb worm. 


Pesticide Licenses: Most Commonwealth towns have an appointed 
Insect Pest and Moth superintendent whose responsibility it is to control 
the spray programs in his town, educate and hire personnel with proper 
applicator licenses. 


Examinations covering a mandatory CORE manual, published by 
the United States government on basic safety factors, must be taken in 
the future before one can apply pesticides on public or private property. 


The Massachusetts Pesticide Control Act, adopted in January of 
1978, was re-organized in May and met weekly to promulgate rules and 
regulations for the State. This project has been completed and the 
results forwarded to the Environmental Protection Agency, the Federal 
Board. When this plan has been approved by the Board, it will be re- 
turned to the State and the final phase of issuing licenses will be com- 
pleted. 


Massachusetts has approximately 7,000 farmers, salesmen, tree men 
and spray personnel who have passed the required CORE tests and are 
awaiting approval of the Massachusetts Pesticide Board’s recommenda- 
tions. Latest information available is that this license will be available 
in the spring, bringing to fruition a seven-year program. Falmouth’s 
personnel are prepared to apply for the new State license. 


Tree Crew: Two Tree Climber “A” positions were deleted during the 
year by vote of the Board of D.P.W. Commissioners and Town Meeting. 
The Tree Warden’s crew now consists of three men and a (labor) helper 
from the Park section when needed. The work load, however, is basic- 
ally the same, i.e., that of street crowning, small take-downs, fertilizing, 
mandatory spray programs, tree planting throughout the Town, forestry 
and nursery work, and tree trimming. 


High climbing was contracted to a low bidder for the fiscal year 
June 1979. Dutch elm take-downs will also be advertised for bid to pri- 
vate contractors. 


Dutch Elm: Shade Tree Laboratories at the University of Massa- 
chusetts in Amherst have been receiving cultures from the Town of 
Falmouth for thirty-seven years, commencing in 1941. Eight hundred 
and nineteen confirmed Dutch elm cases have been processed during this 
long period — an average of twenty-two diseased trees a year, both on 
private and public property. 

This figure appears to be alarmingly high; however, it is considered 
to be relatively low in the determent of the spread of Dutch elm disease 
— DED — when one compares it to the high losses suffered in neigh- 
boring Massachusetts town. DED has broken out in every county in 
twenty-three northwest and mideast states and continues to spread 
despite the $30,000,000. that is spent annually to combat the disease. 


Falmouth’s Main Street elm population has resisted DED compara- 
tively well, mainly because of constant pruning and sanitation performed 
by our Department, in addition to a vigorous feeding application pro- 
gram. 


Village Green elms receive regular foliar feeding and also benefit 
from our Town feeding. We have also experimented with a fall injection 
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that included the area of the main library and Main Street. Impressive 
results have been recorded when winter dormant feeding was applied. 

Incidentally, Holland has no special responsibility for the calamity of 
Dutch elm disease. It is so called because Dutch scientists were the first 
to isolate the fungus and determine its life cycle. 

Dutch Elm Disease: Ninety-seven cultures were taken during the 
year, with State personnel working cooperatively with the Town tree 
crew, and at no cost to the Town, on the elm culturing program. Cul- 
tures were sent to the Shade Tree Laboratories and the results showed 
thirty-five confirmed DED cases on public ways and thirty-nine cases 
on private property.

Elm Fire Wood: Fire wood, without charge, has been made avail- 
able to Falmouth residents. This wood is that of condemned Dutch elm 
take-downs. However, many towns, including ours, have experienced 
difficulty. in controlling this elm wood traffic because of abuses of 
proper destruction. A ban by the E. P. A. prohibits outside burning, but 
allows burning in wood stoves and fireplaces because of the energy 
crisis. Wood used for home burning must be de-barked since bark is the 
area which the beetles thrive; otherwise, the condemned wood must be 
buried in landfills. 


Unfortunately, the disposition of elm wood from private cases is not 
recorded, unlike the Town’s practice. Despite this Department’s pleas 
that this be done, we have not been successful; therefore, without a 
proper log, we have no knowledge that the mandatory destruction of 
(condemned) fire wood by the March 30th destruction date is being ad- 
hered to. 


Proper sanitation of this wood is imperative in the control of the 
disease, and ideally, it should be done by trained personnel and with 
access to private property take-down. It is evident that infestations are 
mushrooming in areas where problems did not exist in the past. Fal- 
mouth is presently issuing permits to interested fire wood users. This 
allows us to be knowledgable of the location of wood and to ascertain 
that it is either destroyed or burned by the March 30th cutoff date. 
Failure to comply with these regulations will surely terminate the fire 
wood practice in Falmouth. 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


At 23 meetings during 1978 the Board dealt with revisions of zoning 
regulations. During the early part of the year, revisions were completed 
to bring Falmouth’s regulations into conformance with new State Sta- 
utes enacted under Chapter 808. These were adopted by April 1978 
Special Town Meeting. At that same Town Meeting, the Board was auth- 
orized to engage a planning consultant to assist in preparation of further 
needed revisions to the Zoning By-laws. 


In May, Philip B. Herr of Philip B. Herr Associates began twice a 
month meetings with the Board, which included several well publicized 
public meetings. The results are a comprehensive revision of the Zoning 
By-law format and substantive changes in regulations for parking, busi- 
ness, commercial accommodations and growth phasing, which will be 
presented at 1979 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Board plans to continue this effort in the coming year, to 
pursue the goal of developing a set of Zoning By-Laws which are 
clear, fair and pertinent to today’s social and economic conditions. 


Planning, pertaining specifically to the Central business district, has 
been discussed with G. Rockwood Clark of Cape Cod Planning and 
Economic Development Commission. It has been arranged for Mr. Clark 
to review such matters with the Chamber of Commerce members of the 
central business community some time in January. 


During the year the Board has had mutually advantageous liaison 
with other Boards and Committees and was pleased, at the request of 
the Department of Public Works, to recommend adding a Watershed 
Protection District to the Zoning By-laws and Map, to protect the 
Town’s water supply. 


At 24 meetings the Board reviewed 125 plans, 90 of which were sub- 
mitted for endorsement ‘‘Approval Not Required’, 22 of which were 
preliminary plans and 13 of which were plans for subdivision develop- 
ments. 209 new lots were created. It is interesting to note that existing 
lots were reduced by 51 by combination of properties; some to conform 
to increased requirements of the zoning districts and others in response 
to the tax revaluation. 250 lots were created in 1977 and 210 lots in 1976. 


When action to correct duplicate road names was delayed, it was 
decided to postpone hearings until the coming summer, when part time 
residents will find it convenient to attend. 


Final topographic and planimetric maps which the Town contracted 
to have made by James W. Sewall Co. were received and checked for 
accuracy. Those topographic maps which cover the shoreline are being 
duplicated by For Art’s Sake (a local art shop). Funds were allocated to 
the Flood Plain Study Committee and are being used for this purpose. 
The duplicate set will be kept and used by For Art’s Sake to fill orders 
for prints at a nominal charge as they are required by surveyors, resi- 
. dents and others. The Town will be reimbursed for such sales. It is ex- 

pected the duplicate maps will be ready for printing in February. This 
procedure will relieve the Engineering Department and the Planning 
Board office of many interruptions for references to prints. 
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The Board’s decision to deny a 400 lot subdivision with inadequat 
access onto Sam Turner Rd. was upheld by the Courts. Litigation c 
other matters has been continued. 


After Annual election in 1978, membership of the Planning Boar 
changed. Mrs. Margaret P. McCane did not run for reelection. He 
seat was filled by election of Henry Brown, Jr. for a 5 year term. Vic 
toria H. Lowell, filling out the term of Heather McMurtrie, was electe 
for a 3 year term.

The Falmouth Nursing Association, Inc. has been providing the resi- 
dents of the Town of Falmouth Maternal and Child Health Services, 
Well Child Conferences, Immunization Clinics and Communicable Di- 
sease Control through qualified public health staff under a contractual 
arrangement with the Board of Health. 

In the year 1978, the citizens have received the following services: 

Maternal & Child Health Services — 2,234 Visits 

Postpartum, newborn, and pre-school child visits. 

Referrals for service are routinely sent from the local hospitals. 

Expectant Parents Classes are held in cooperation with Falmouth 

Hospital staff. 

Well Child Conferences — Attendance 212 

Pediatricians from Falmouth are in attendance to assess the well 

child. The conferences are held monthly. 

Flu Clinics — Attendance 436 

Two clinics were held with 436 individuals receiving immunizations. 

Pneumovax — Attendance 40 

One clinic was held with 40 individuals receiving immunizations. 

Immunization Clinics — Attendance 235 

The use of the triple vaccine, measles, mumps, rubellas has decreased 

the need for some return visits. 

The importance of immunization for crippling diseases cannot be 

stressed enough. Clinics are open to everyone.

During the past year some changes have occurred on the school dis- 
trict committee. Mr. Gerald E. Caron was elected in May to serve as the 
representative for the Town of Sandwich taking the place of his late 
father, Edgar E. Caron, who had served on the committee since its in- 
ception. Dr. M. Gregg Hibbs, Falmouth representative since 1965, re- 
signed in November and Mr. William Andrews was appointed to serve 
until the annual election in April 1979 


In May, the Upper Cape Cod Regional School received a donation 
of thirty-one foot Pembroke Express Cruiser to be used as a laboratory 
for the Marine Services program. In June, Toyota, Inc., donated two 
1978 Toyota vehicles to our Automotive Department for classroom ex- 
periments. 


Our new program, Marine Services and Upholstery, are on full 
schedule this year. The explanatory students in Marine Services are 
learning the basics of the marine engine as well as boating repairs and 
procedures. The Upholstery students are beginning with basic cushion 
work and advancing into the recovering of full-size furniture. It is anti- 
cipated that the program will encompass canvas work in the near future. 


The students from our various shops continue their service to the 
five communities with many projects nearing completion and new as- 
signments beginning. The Wareham Lodge of Elks’ redecorating project 
was finished with a thirty-one foot mural depicting the Bourne Bridge 
and Canal being across one wall. 


Also completed were the boathouse for Wakeby Pond in Sandwich 
and the roof extension for the Knights of Columbus in Buzzards Bay. 
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Nearing completion are the Bourne School Administration offices and 
the renovation of the Bourne Community Building. New assignments in- 
clude the redecorating of four apartments, office area, and hallways for 
the Bourne Housing for the Elderly; a new addition to be constructed 
for the Wareham Church of the Nazarene; and a large building for 
classrooms and social functions to be built for the Sagamore Methodist 
Church. 


Our Food Trades Department continues to serve meals to the senior 
citizens of our towns three days a week on a rotating schedule. The 
Cosmetology Department services patrons from the nearby communities 
on a daily basis. The Carpentry Department remodeled the Drafting 
classroom by removing one wall so that it can now be used by the Up- 
holstery Department. 


With an additional grant of $22,851 our Title I program continues to 
progress, serving approximately 160 students in remedial math and read- 
ing. A full-time instructor was hired to work with students in the 766 
program. Together these two programs are meeting the needs of our 
students who require additional instructional help. 


The Regional School District, in the way. of financial assistance in 
1978, received under Chapter 74 $443,976 representing 75.33% of the 50% 
reimbursement for net operating expenses for 1976-77. Under the new 
reimbursement formula (Chapter 70) the district has received $237,686 
toward the current fiscal year (1979) operating expenses. The Title I 
program initiated in the spring was funded in the amount of $16,397. 
Because this program was started so late in the school year, part of this 
amount had to be returned to the State. However, this part will be added 
to our proposal for fiscal 1979 and to date $18,130 has been received un- 
der the new Title I proposal. Also received were the following: $55,805 
for transportation for 1976-1977 (59.24%); $12,049.54 under PL 81-874 for 
federally connected pupils, $299 for Special Needs; and $62,949.32 for 
the annual construction grant. 


Additional aid under Chapter 71, Section 16D, is based on the amount 
each town contributed to the district and is paid directly to the district. 
This year the regional school district is entitled to receive $86,377. To 
date the only funds received are $21,403 which represent a deficit pay- 
ment for the previous year when this aid was paid at 74%. 


We are grateful to our Advisory Board members for their continuing 
help and interest in working together to keep our programs current and 
timely. I would like to extend our thanks and sincere appreciation to all 
personnel employed by the School District, to my fellow school committee 
members, and to town officials and school personnel in our district for 
their concern, support, and cooperation during 1978.

EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL ROOF REPLACEMENT 


The East Falmouth School Roof replacement was accepted in May 
of 1978 with final payments being made to the contractor and engineer. 


To date, we are pleased with the roof. There have been no leaks 
and fuel consumption records would indicate the job has resulted in sav- 
ings in fuel oil consumed to heat the building. 


The final Financial Statement is appended to this report. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL ROOF REPLACEMENT 

The 1978 Annual Town Meeting provided $5,000 for engineering fees, 
plans and specifications for the replacement of the Lawrence School 
Roof. 


Proposals for engineering services were solicited. A contract to pro- 
vide for engineering services was entered into with Robert E. Wilson Jr. 
The contract contained an upset limit clause with $5,000 limit for pro- 
viding all services necesary for planning, bidding and supervising this 
project. 


Your committee reviewed several methods and products to be used 
in replacing and insulating the roof. Pointing and waterproofing of the 
chimney was also considered. Plans and specifications to accomplish all 
of the above were approved and invitations to bid issued. 


Four bids for insulation and roof replacement were received. They 
ranged from a low of $159,302 to a high of $244,400. 


After considering the bids, your committee voted to ask the Special 
Town Meeting in June for the sum of $175,000 to complete the assigned 
tasks. 


The Special Town Meeting of June 20, 1978 authorized $175,000 for 
the replacement of the Lawrence School Roof. 


After the Special Town Meeting, your committee entered into con- 
tracts with W. S. Aiken Co. of Salem, the low bidder for the roof re- 
placement, and Chapman Waterproofing Co. for the pointing and seal- 
ing of the chimney. 


Mr. John E. Doherty was selected to provide clerk of the works sup- © 
ervision on a part-time basis. 


Work commenced in July on this project and was completed and 
accepted by your committee on September 12, 1978. 


We are pleased with the speed and diligence of the contractor on this 
project. All major work was completed as scheduled and with no dis- 
ruption to school classes. 


The School Building Needs Committee also sent a letter of com- 
mendation to the architect, Mr. Robert Wilson, for the professional, time- 
ly and efficient manner in which this job was designed, bid and super- 
vised.

Although it is elected locally, the duties of our School Committee are 
defined in the Massachusetts statute: 


“The committee has charge of the public school, including any even- 
ing school; it establishes the length of the school year and the length of 
the school day. It negotiates with all organized department personnel; 
it must elect a Superintendent of Schools. It must approve courses of 
study for the schools and it must approve textbooks.” 


Over these past years, your Committee has moved from dealing with 
problems of growth to dealing with problems of shrinkage. The rising 
cost of all things the schools need and use creates the dilemma of in- 
suring equal opportunity for all of our young people to obtain a good 
education, while not allowing the cost of education to exceed the town’s 
willingness, or ability, to support it. Our nine members have brought 
strong points of view to the Committee’s many debates and discussions. 


This year, with deep gratitude and recognition of his contributions 
and service to our children, ourselves, and the life of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, we accepted the resignation of Paul F. Olenick, Superintendent of 
Schools. 


We have now, in progress, a search for a new superintendent. It is 
to be hoped that when that selection process is finally completed, our 
committee will have confidence in their choice and find ways of passing 
upon the large policies in our schools while placing the responsibility for 
the execution of those policies directly in the hands of our new Superin- 
tendent of Schools.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The goals of our public schools have changed very little since 
public schooling began. The routes for reaching goals have varied and 
the numbers of routes have increased, but what of the goals them- 
selves? 


Over the years, American schools have tried open areas and self- 
contained classrooms, modern and traditional math, phonics and see-say 
reading, creative and formal writing, programmed and do-it-yourself 
spelling, and manuscript and cursive handwriting. We’ve moved desks 
into clusters, nailed them to the floor, put them into rows, stuck them in 
hallways, or put them into storage in exchange for tables. We’ve taught 
large groups and small groups, encouraged peer tutoring, dressed child- 
ren in earphones and plugged them into listening centers, organized 
graded and nongraded classrooms and schools, done vertical and hori- 
zontal groupings, and supported the market for sliding walls. And yet, in 
spite of, or because of, all of the foregoing, the main goal of the schools 
continues to be to provide equal opportunity and quality education for 
all of our young people. 


To produce the quality education all of our citizens want for our 
youth has become an increasingly difficult and anachronistic task: 
where once we needed to increase our resources, financial and human, to 
deal with a growing school population, we are now faced with a declining 
school population, but find that we still need to increase our resources. 
The inflated costs of instructional materials, building maintenance, heat, 
utilities, transportation, etc. continue to spiral upwards. Many children 
from special classes have moved into the mainstream of regular class- 
rooms. Consequently, for the educational process to be effective in some 
cases, pupil-teacher ratios need to be examined and adjusted. The pro- 
grams of health and safety, food services, psychological services, sum- 
mer reading-mathematics, adult basic education and the night school 
are all provided under the aegis of the School Department. Gone are the 
days when the School Board of a pioneer town met once a year to pro- 
vide bed and board for an itinerent teacher who spent three months a 
year with a handful of children. 


Part I— The Schools 


All of our public schools subscribe to the ten basic goals for educa- 
tion that were developed by the State of Massachusetts. These goals 
provide for intellectual, social, physical and emotional growth. The fol- 
lowing 1978 program profiles of the Falmouth Schools indicate the scope 
of the response to the various learning needs of our 5,316 children. 


The Elementary Schools, Grades K-4 


The major goals of all K-4 schools have been to provide strong basic 
skills programs, the experiences of a comprehensive, enriched curriculum, 
and effective monitoring of each child’s academic program. This com- 
bination should produce a student who achieves academically, is courte- 
ous, honest, a good sport, and dependable. There is an effort made to 
keep the teacher-pupil ratio lower in the early school years in order to 
provide the optimum conditions for good skill development. 
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Many special programs are housed in one or another of our ele- 
mentary school buildings. These include Headstart and Day Care Pro- 
grams, Speech and Language Development classes, Cape Cod Collabora- 
tive Development Center, Special Needs classes, Transitional Bi-Lingual 
programs, High Intensity Learning Centers, and an Adaptive Physical 
Education program. Some of these programs are federally ,or state, 
funded; many of them are being carefully evaluated while in progress. 


The Middle Schools, Grades 5-8 


The transition of students from their neighborhood elementary 
schools to the centralized middle schools for grades 5-6, and then 7-8, is 
carefully articulated. The pleasant comfortable environments and varieG 
organizational patterns of these schools are designed with the developing 
adolescent in mind. Careful provision is made for the appropriate place- 
ment and educational prescription for each of the entering children. 
Both Morse Pond and Lawrence Schools use a wide variety of teaching 
styles, classroom structures, interdisciplinary approaches, and ongoing 
assessments to provide effectively for each child. The continued develop- 
ment, achievement, and reinforcement for mastery of skills paves the 
way for independent study here, and later at the high school. 


Special programs at the Middle School levels include FOOS (Fal- 
mouth-Out-Of-School), the National Seashore Program, Bi-Lingual 
classroom, L.A.P.S. (Learning Activity Packages), Special Needs, and 
Guidance Services. 


The High School, Grades 9-12 


Falmouth High School is a “comprehensive” high school: it offers a 
broad range of courses from vocational training in office practice to 
academic courses in math-science. The high school must respond to both 
the highly aggressive and the reluctant students. In addition to its 
course Offerings, the school seeks to establish the appropriate setting for 
developing responsibility, a desire for life-long learning, an appreciation 
for the arts, and an understanding of the society into which the gradu- 
ate proceeds. As in the lower schools, it is the High School’s responsi- 
bility to take all students at the levels they are on, and to educate them 
to the fullest degree possible; this requires a variety of learning styles 
within every discipline. 


This past year the High School has undertaken self-evaluation for 
accreditation by the New England Association of Secondary Schools, de- 
velopment of three full-year freshman linked units, a refinement of class 
absence accounting and processing, and the development of a high- 
structure program for preparing students to return to mainstream class- 
es. 


In every classroom is Falmouth’s future: its carpenter, 
farmer, plumber, merchant, doctor, secretary, lawyer, music- 
ian. To borrow a phrase from a community school depart- 
ment to our north: ‘We serve youth that youth may serve.” 


Part II — Major School Committee Actions 


The following agenda items are but a few of the hundreds of issues 
which came before the Committee during 1978. They represent thou- 
sands of manhours of thought and discussion. Would that more of them 
had resulted in unanimous decisions, but the dissenting voice is a basic 
and cherished hallmark of America, 
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Approved the motion to affirm the Transitional Bi-Lingual Education 
Program for the 1978-79 School Year, with a letter of intent to be 
filed with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Approved the budget item, as requested, for Camp Happy, for the 1978-79 
school year. 

Approved the budget item, as requested, of the summer reading-mathe- 
matics program for the 1978-79 school year. 

Approved the budget requests for the 1978-79 school year of the Sum- 
mer School. 

Approved the budget for the 1978-79 Adult Basic Education program. 

Approved the authorization to submit Warrants to the Annual Town 
Meeting for the following: 

1. Replace the roof at the Lawrence School. 
2. Rebuild the external corridor walls of the East Falmouth School. 

Approve the Superintendent’s recommendation that the School Depart- 
ment pay transportation costs for high school students attending the 
Sacred Heart School in Kingston. 

Approved the motion to institute the School Breakfast Program. 

Approved the budget requests of the National Environmental Educational 
Development Program (NEED) for the 1978-79 fiscal year. 

Re-affirmed the present School Committee Policy regarding the grounds 
and procedures of expulsion, as set forth in the School Committee 
Policy Book. 

Approved the budget requests in support of the Night School program. 

Authorized the Children’s School of Science use of the Woods Hole 
School for the summer of 1978. 

Approved the motion to keep the Woods Hole School open as a K-4 
for the 1978-79 school year. 

Set the following rates for tuition for out-of-district students: * 

Elementary (K-4) $1,262 Middle (5-8) $1,335 High School (9-12) $1,738 

* exclusive of Special Needs services for these students 

Approved the figure of $9,188,326, an increase of 1.3%, as the Total 
Budget Figure for the 1978-79 school year. 

Approved the recommendation of Mr. Berquist that the Cardio-Pulmon- 
ary Resuscitation (CPR) Program be adopted in the school system, 
with a sense of appreciation for the efforts of the staff. 

Conducted a self-evaluation of School Committee performance during 
the past year, using a previously completed evaluation form as the 
basis for discussion. 

Transferred students in Grades K to 4 who live in the area defined as 
“Waquoit” from the Mullen-Hall School to the East Falmouth 
School. 

Transferred the Transitional Bi-Lingual classes from the East Falmouth 
School to the Teaticket School. 

Transferred the special needs self-contained classroom from the Mullen- 
Hall School to the North Falmouth School. 


Retained the Early Childhood and Language Development Programs at 
the Teaticket School for the present.

Accepted the Mashpee High School students on a tuition basis for as 
long as enrollments remain under 1800 at the high school. The an- 
nual meeting of the two School Committees will be done away with, 
unless circumstances develop to make such a meeting imperative. 

Approved Policy #1420 relating to Illegal Drugs, Vandalism, Explosive 
Devices and Weapons, and Physical or Verbal Abuse which require 
the reporting of such actions in writing.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During 1979 the Board of Selectmen have given special 
attention to the following areas of concern to the Town — 
the acquisition of land for industrial development, the sup- 
port and encouragement of the business community, the im- 
provement of public transportation, energy conservation in 
Town Buildings, the right to maintain our rural streetlights 
and the financial and administrative management of the 
Town. In these areas and other matters the Board has en- 
joyed a great deal of support from other Town Officials and 
the citizens we work with every day. 


The 1979 Annual Town Meeting was called by warrant 
on April 2, 1979, however acting on the joint recommendation 
of the Selectmen and the Finance Committee the Town Meet- 
ing Members took action on only 49 Articles and voted to 
table the 82 appropriation Articles until a recessed session 
held on May 14, 1980 in order to have the opportunity to com- 
ply with the new Tax Cap Law which was still being debated 
in the General Court in April. In addition to the Annual, 
there were three Special Town Meetings held during 1979 on 
the following dates: January 4, with 7 Articles, April 3 with 
12 Articles and December 12 and 13 with 57 Articles. The 
Selectmen have complied with all directives of these meetings 
falling under our Board’s jurisdiction. 


All road layouts accepted by the Town including those 
under the Betterment Act may be found under Articles 26, 
27 and 28 of the Annual Town Meeting in this report. 


All appointments, local, country and state, under the 
Board’s jurisdiction were duly made. In addition the Board 
established a Traffic Study Committee, an Affirmative Action 
Committee and a Handicapped Access Committee to advise 
uS in these specialized areas. Falmouth is extremely fortunate 
to have excellent people working hard on the numerous com- 
mittees, boards and commissions. The Selectmen wish to ex- 
tend the appreciation of the Town to all those who volunteer 
their time to the Town’s benefit.

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


In addition to being one of those rare years when the tax 
rate has been reduced, from $18.30 to $18.00, it has been a year 
of reorganization and modernization in the Assessors’ office. 
We have consolidated the assessing functions and personnel 
into the one large room at the west end of Town Hall. We 
have installed a computer terminal and printer and trained all 
the staff in its use. This should aid tremendously in making 
information available quickly to the public. 


Mrs. Joan Maxwell left our employ to become executive 
assistant to Rep. Jeremiah Cahir, and has been replaced as 
office manager by Mrs. Pamela Davis, who formerly managed 
the Assessors’ office in Mansfield. 


Our computer program is such that, with continuous up- 
dating, our assessments should be Kept current and the town 
should never need a townwide re-evaluation again. In addi- 
tion, we have placed a complete set of valuation maps and 
books at the Falmouth Public Library so this information will 


be available when the Town Hall is not open.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


During the year 1979 the Board of Appeals heard 110 re- 
quests for Special Permits and 15 requests for Variances. 
Eighty-eight of those requests for Special Permits were for 
permission to build on undersized lots, lots which once met 
the zoning requirements of the Town but because of changes 
in the zoning by-laws, are now considered to be undersized. 
Only 4 of these requests were denied. Of the remaining 22 
requests for Special Permits, 15 were granted, 5 were denied 
and the Board determined that 2 did not need Special Permits. 


Four of the 15 requests for Variances were denied. There 
were five appeals made to the Board by persons aggrieved by 
the decision of the Building Commissioner. The Board met 
28 Monday evenings to hear the 140 petitions and On several 
other Monday evenings to study pending appeals and to write 
decisions. The alternate members were very generous with 
their time allowing the regular Board members relief from 
the very busy hearing schedule.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON JANUARY 4, 1979 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School on January 4, 1979 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the 
articles contained therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on January 4, 1979. 

The meeting was called to order at 17:43 o’clock p.m. by the 
Moderator, George L. Moses. 

The Town Meeting members present were counted with 171 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 

A moment of silent prayer was observed preceding the meeting. 


Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds the sum of $15,000.00 as the local 
share to be used in conjunction with State and Federal Funds to com- 
plete the Step I Facilities Plan for construction of the South Falmouth 
(Fay Road) Wastewater Treatment Facility, associated pumping stations, 
and sewer lines in accordance with public Laws 92-500, 95-217, and 
direction from the Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution Control, 
or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Public Works. 


VOTED, that Article 1 is indefinitely postponed. 
By a counted vote, 118 voted in favor and 64 voted against, the 
motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds, the sum of $4,269,000.00 for the 
purpose of completing the Step One (1) Facilities Plan in accordance 
with Public Laws 92-500 and 95-217 including provisions for a Falmouth 
Center Sewerage System and for the design and construction of a 
sewerage collection system in the Falmouth Center Area and certain 
extensions of the Woods Hole Sewerage System as defined in the Waste- 
water Facilities Planning Study by Camp Dresser and McKee, Inc., and as 
published in the Falmouth Enterprise on June 2, 1978, said funds to be 
raised by raising and appropriating, by transfer of available funds, by 
borrowing, or by bonding or a combination of the above, or do or take 
any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Public Works. 

VOTED, that the sum of $4,269,000.00 is appropriated for the purpose 
of completing the Step One (1) Facilities Plan as required by Public 
Laws 92-500 and 95-217 and the design and construction of a Falmouth 
Center Area Sewerage System and certain extensions of the Woods 
Hole Sewerage System, said funds to be appropriated as follows: 
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(1) VOTED, that the sum of $19,000.00 is transferred from the E & D 
Account to be used in conjunction with State and Federal funds for the 
purpose of completing a Step One (1) Facilities Plan as required by 
Public Laws 92-500 and 95-217, said Facilities Plan to include provisions 
for a Falmouth Center Area and certain extensions of the Woods Hole 
Sewerage System.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


HELD ON APRIL 3, 1979 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on April 3, 1979 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained 
therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on April 3, 1979. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:45 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, 
George L. Moses. 

The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 186 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 

A moment of silent prayer was observed preceding the meeting. 

Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 


The following Petition, addressed to The Selectmen of the Town of 
Falmouth, and signed by a number of Falmouth Citizens, was presented 
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to the Town Meeting Members, by Leonard A. Ballentine, for its con- 
sideration: 
“To the Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth: 


“We, the undersigned individuals who have informally joined together 
to honor the memory of the late Charles L. Eldred, write to request that 
the town landing in Quissett Harbor be named Eldred Landing. 


“The Eldred family has been part of the history of Quissett since 
1790 when Captain Lemuel Eldred built the house that still stands over- 
looking the harbor. Charley Eldred, first as the proprietor of the Quissett 
Boatyard, and later working independently as a master boatbuilder, sym- 
bolized all that was best in his long Cape Cod heritage. He was a superb 
craftsman, a fine gentleman, and a wonderful friend to the many people 
that came to know and admire him in the 76 years of his life. It seems 
fitting that the landing still used by the boats that Charley built and 
maintained be named for him and his family. 


“If the Town agrees to this request, we would undertake to raise 
funds for the casting and erection on the landing of a bronze plate in 
honor of Charles Eldred. An appropriate time for the official naming 
of the landing and unveiling of this memorial would be during the next 
Fourth of July celebration at Quissett.”

The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 167 an- 
nounced as present and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a 
quorum being 127. 

A moment of silent prayer was observed preceding the meeting, and 
also in memory of Edward Richardson, a former Town Meeting Member, 
who passed away on January 17, 1979.

At the meeting of May 16, 1979 it was voted unanimously to accept 
all officers nominated and appointed at this meeting and the various 
committees are duly installed. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear Reports of Committees and Town Officers 
and act thereon. 


The following report of The Data Processing Committee was pre- 
sented by Richard T. Witt, Secretary: 


During 1978, an extensive evaluation of alternative Data Processing 
systems was made by the Data Processing Committee for the purpose of 
determining the future course of action that would best serve the Town. 
Current and future functions to be considered for computerization were 
explored with all departments of the Town. 

The concepts of centralized data processing and decentralized data 
processing (mini computers) were investigated and debated by the Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee voted to advertise for bids from vendors that could 
supply the hardware and software for various configurations of data 
processing systems. The bids received were considered by the Committee 
and used in the evaluation of the system concepts. 


Various vendors and suppliers of hardware and software were invited 
to come before the Committee to present their proposals and on other 
occasions members of the Committee visited the facilities of vendors and 
users to familiarize themselves with the available hardware and software. 

A split vote of the Committee on May 5, 1978 pointed the Data Pro- 
cessing concept in the direction of a decentralized system. At this same 
meeting the Committee unanimously voted to recommend that the School 
Department enter into their own contract for Data Processing Hardware.

1. The purpose of this by-law is to protect the foreshores (a strip of 
land margining a body of water), and wetlands of the Town of Falmouth 
by controlling activities deemed to have a significant effect upon wetland 
values, including the following: Public or private water supplies, ground- 
water, flood control, erosion control, storm damage, water pollution, fresh 
or saltwater fisheries, shellfish, wildlife, recreation, and esthetics. No 
person shall remove, fill, dredge, or alter any bank, fresh water wetland, 
coastal wetland, beach, dune, flat, marsh, meadow, bog, swamp or lands 
bordering on the ocean or any estuary, creek, river, stream, pond or lake, 
or any land under said waters or any land subject to tidal action, coastal 
storm flowage, or flooding, other than in the course of maintaining, re- 
pairing, or replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an 
existing and lawfully located structure or facility used in the service of 
the public and used to provide electric, gas, water, telephone, telegraph 
and other tele-communication services, without filing written notice of 
his intention so to remove, fill, dredge or alter and without receiving and 
complying with an order of conditions and provided all appeal periods 
have elapsed. Such notice shall be sent by certified mail to the Falmouth 
Conservation Commission including such plans as may be necessary to 
describe such proposed activity and its effects on the environment. The 
same notice, plans and specifications required to be filed by an appli- 
cant under Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40, will be 
accepted as fulfilling the requirements of this by-law. The applicant 
shall, within three days after publication cause a copy of the published 
notice to be sent by registered mail to each of the persons appearing 
upon the assessors’ most recent valuation list as the owners of the prop- 
erty abutting within a radius of 300 feet of the area on which the pro- 
posed work is to be done. The said Commission, in its discretion, may 
hear any oral presentation under this by-law at the same public hear- 
ing required to be held under the provisions of said Chapter 131, Section 
40 of the Massachusetts General Laws. Definitions set forth in said 
Chapter and Section and in the regulations issued and as may be amended 
by the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering thereunder 
are hereby made part of this by-law. 


2. The term “person”, as used in this by-law, shall include any 
individual, group of individuals, association, partnership, corporation, 
company, business organization, trust, estate, the Commonwealth or po- 
litical subdivision thereof, including the Town of Falmouth, administrative 
agency, public or quasi-public or quasi-public corporation or body, or any 
other legal entity or its legal representative, agents or assigns. 


3. The Commission shall make a determination as to whether or not 
this by-law applies to a specific situation prior to the filing of a written 
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notice of intent under the provisions hereof, within twenty-one days of 
the receipt of a written request sent by certified mail from any person 
desiring such determination. The Commission, its agents, officers and 
employees, may enter upon the land upon which the proposed work is to 
be done in response to a request for a prior determination or for the pur- 
pose of carrying out its duties under this by-law and may make or cause 
to be made such examination or survey as deemed necessary. Failure of 
the Falmouth Conservation Commission to act within twenty-one days is 
approval that the property does not fall within the scope of the by-law. 


4. The Conservation Commission is empowered to deny permission 
for any removal, dredging, filling, or altering of subject lands within the 
town if, in its judgement, such denial is necessary to preserve environ- 
mental quality within the affected area. Due consideration shall be given 
to possible effects of the proposal on all values to be protected under this 
by-law and to any demonstrated hardship on the petitioner by reason of 
a denial, as brought forth at the public hearing. 


5. The Commission may, as an alternative to a denial, impose such 
conditions as it deems reasonably necessary to contribute to the pro- 
tection and preservation of subject lands in accordance with the purposes 
of this by-law. 

6. The notice required by the first paragraph of this by-law shall 
not apply to emergency projects necessary for the protection of the 
health or safety of the citizens of the Town of Falmouth and to be per- 
formed or ordered to be performed by an administrative agency of the 
Commonwealth or by the Town. In no case shall any removal, filling, 
dredging or alteration authorized by such certification extend beyond 
the time necessary to abate the emergency, or do or take any other 
action in this matter.

The purpose of this By-Law is to lessen congestion in the streets; to 
conserve health; to secure safety from fire, flood, panic, and other 
dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent overcrowding of 
land; to avoid undue concentration of population; to encourage housing 
for persons of all income levels; to facilitate the adequate provision of 
transportation, water supply, drainage, schools, parks, open space, and 
other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and buildings, 
including the conservation of natural resources and the prevention of 
blight and pollution of the environment; to encourage the most appro- 
priate use of land throughout the Town, including consideration of the 
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recommendations of the master plan, if any, adopted by the Falmouth 
Planning Board and the comprehensive plan, if any, of the Cape Cod 
Planning and Economic Development Commission; and to preserve and 
increase amenities, pursuant to Chapter 40A, 40B, and 41 of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws as amended, and Article 89 of the Amendments to 
the Constitution. 


1200. APPLICABILITY 


1210. Other Laws. 

This by-law is supplementary to other laws and by-laws affecting the 
use, height and area of buildings and structures and the use of the 
premises. Where this by-law or any portion thereof imposes a greater 
restriction than is imposed by other regulations, permits, easements, 
covenants, or other provisions of law or by-laws, the provisions of this 
by-law shall control. 


1220. Pre-existing Structures and Uses 


1221. Except as hereinafter provided, this by-law shall not apply to 
structures or uses lawfully in existence or lawfully begun, or to a build- 
ing or special permit issued before the date of the first publication of 
notice of the public hearing on such by-law required by Section 5, Ch. 
40A, G.L. 


1222. Pre-existing non-conforming structures or uses may be ex- 
tended, altered, changed or rebuilt only by special permit from the 
Board of Appeals. Any such rebuilding, change, extension or alteration 
shall not be more detrimental than the existing non-conforming use to 
the neighborhood. 


Exempted from the requirement for special permit are the following: 

(a) Alteration, reconstruction, extension or structural change to a 
non-conforming single or two-family residential structure where such 
change does not increase the non-conforming nature of said structure. 

(b) Interior alteration of any structure, which does not change the 
nature of nor increase the intensity of a non-conforming use. 


1223. Any non-conforming use or structure which has been aban- 
doned or discontinued for two years or more loses the protection of para- 
graph 1221 and shall be required to conform to the current By-Law. 


1230. Previously Issued Permits. 


Construction or operation under a building permit or special permit 
must conform to any subsequent amendments of the Zoning By-Law 
unless the use or construction is commenced within a period of six 
months after the issuance of the permit and in cases involving construc- 
tion, unless such construction is continued through to completion con- 
tinuously and expeditiously. 


ARTICLE II. 
DEFINITIONS 

In this By-Law, the following terms shall have the following mean- 
ings unless a contrary meaning is required by the context or specifically 
prescribed. 

Accessory Building: A building such as a garage or shed, located on 
the same lot with and accommodating a use accessory to the principal 
permitted use of the premises. 

Accessory Use: A use of land or building on the same lot with, and 
customarily incidental but secondary to, a permitted use, except that if 
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more than 30 percent of the floor area or 50 percent of the lot area is 
occupied by such use, it shall no longer be considered accessory. 


Alteration of the Land Form: Any man-made change in the existing 
character of the land including filling, grading, paving, dredging, mining, 
excavation or drilling operations other than routine excavation, well- 
drilling, backfilling, grading and paving incidental to the construction of 
a residence or other structure for which a building permit has been 
issued. 

Automobile Repair Shop: A repair shop for motor vehicles utilizing 
power driven machinery, welding equipment, paint sprayers and other 
comparable equipment. 

Base Flood Elevation Level: The level to which coastal waters may 
rise under the effect of wind, tide and hurricane surge. Base Flood 
means the flood having a one per cent chance of being equalled or 
exceeded in any given year. Base Flood Elevation Levels are measured 
in feet above Mean Sea Level. 


Billboard: Any off-premises sign greater in area than forty (40) 
square feet. 


Boarding House: A lodging house in which meals are served, for 
compensation, to the guests, or others. 


Breakaway Walls: Any type of walls, whether solid or lattice, and 
whether constructed of concrete, masonry, wood, metal, plastic or any 
other suitable building material which are not part of the structural 
support of the building and which are so designed as to breakaway, 
under abnormally high tides or wave action, without damage to the 
structural integrity of the building on which they are used or any build- 
ings to which they might be carried by flood waters. 


Building Height (in feet): The vertical distance from the average 
finished grade on the street side of a building to the highest point of the 
roof or parapet for flat or shed roofs, to the deck line for mansard roofs, 
and to the mean height between eaves. and ridge for gable, hip and 
gambrel roofs. Height limitations shall not apply to chimneys, spires, 
cupolas, TV antennas or other parts of structures which do not enclose 
potentially habitable floor space. 


Campground: Premises used for recreational camping, subject to 
regulation under Article VIII of the State Sanitary Code, in which mo- 
bile homes (as distinct from travel trailers) are not accommodated. 


Commercial Accommodations: Premises for rental to transient guests, 
including boarding, lodging, or tourist home, motel, hotel, inn, apartment 
hotel or apartment motel. 


Contractors Yard: Premises used by a building or construction con- 
tractor or sub-contractor principally for storage of equipment and sup- 
plies, fabrication of sub-assemblies, and parking of wheeled equipment. 

Dwelling: Any building used in whole or in part for habitation. 

Dwelling Unit: A structure or portion thereof, such as single family 
house, half of a two-family or semi-detached house, or an apartment, 
providing complete living facilities for one family. 

Family: a) An individual residing in one dwelling unit, or 

b) A group of persons related by marriage, blood and/or adoption, 
including domestic employees, residing in one dwelling unit, or 
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c) A group of unrelated individuals, not to exceed 5, residing co- 
operatively in one dwelling unit. In this instance the taking of boarders 
is expressly prohibited. 


Flood Plain District: Those areas subject to coastal flooding at the 
Base Flood Elevation Levels established in paragraph 4420 of this By- 
Law. The Flood Plain Districts are shown on the Town Zoning Map on 
file in Town Hall with the Town Clerk. 


Flood Plain Permits: All permits required by section 4400 of the 
Zoning By-Law and shall be in addition to all other permits required by 
town by-laws, state and federal laws for the construction of a structure 
or the alteration of the land form. 


Floodproofing: Watertight with walls substantially impermeable to 
the passage of water and with structural components having the capa- 
bility of resisting hydrostatic and hydro-dynamic loads and effects of 
buoyancy. A registered professional engineer or architect shall certify 
that the floodproofing methods are adequate to withstand the flood 
depths, pressures, velocities, impact and uplift forces and other factors 
associated with the base flood. 


Guest Unit: A room or suite of rooms in commercial accommoda- 
tions suitable for separate rental. 


Half Story: That portion of a building under a sloping roof, the 
cubic contents of which are never more than half of that of the story 
below. If the cubic contents are greater, it shall be deemed a story. 

Ice House: A building designed, erected and/or used for the stor- 
age and/or manufacture of ice. 


Lodging or Rooming House: A building in which rooms for living 
purposes are offered for rent, by the day, week, or month, for compensa- 
tion, to five or more persons other than members of the family of the 
proprietor, and which is, or ought to be, licensed as a lodging house 
under Section 23, Ch. 140, G.L. 


Lot: A contiguous parcel of land under one ownership delineated by 
a solid closed line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board 
and filed at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds. 


Lot Area: The horizontal area of the lot exclusive of any area in a 
street or recorded way open to public use. At least 90 per cent of the 
lot area required for zoning compliance shall be land other than that 
under any waterbody or bog, swamp, wet meadow, or marsh, as defined in 
Sec. 40, Ch. 131, G.L. 


Lot Frontage: That portion of a lot fronting upon and having legal 
rights of access to a street to be measured continuously along one street 
line between side lot lines and their intersection with the street line, or 
in the case of a corner lot, to the point of intersection of street sidelines 
extended. 


Lot Width: The horizontal distance between side lot lines, measured 
parallel to the lot frontage at the proposed building line or, if smaller, 
the mean distance between the street line and the rear lot line, measured 
perpendicular to the lot frontage. 


Marina: A municipally or commercially operated landing and moor- 
ing place for yachts and other non-commercial boats and vessels, con- 
sisting of bulkheading and/or finger piers, and including facilities for 
the retail sale of fuel, lubricants, water and ice, shore telephone and 
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power service and the disposal of refuse in a manner approved by the 
Board of Health. 


Marsh: Any essentially flat, frequently wet and occasionally flooded 
area adjoining open water along the shores of a pond or its banks, or a 
stream and lying between such open water and the adjacent natural or 
artificial upland. 


Mean Sea Level: Whenever Mean Sea Level appears in this By- 
Law, it shall be the Mean Sea Level Datum of 1929, known as the Na- 
tional Geodetic Veritical Datum. 


Motor Vehicle Sales: Premises licensed for sale or rental of self- 
propelled wheeled conveyances including automobiles, motorcycles, mo- 
peds, motorized recreational vehicles, trucks, buses, and construction or 
farm equipment. 


Motor Vehicle Service Station: Premises devoted primarily to retail 
sale and on-premises dispensing of fuels and lubricants and/or washing 
of motor vehicles, with any repair services or other sales or services of 
secondary importance, not to include body work, painting, or major 
repairs. 

Multi-family Dwelling: A building designed and constructed so as 
to contain three or more suites of one or more rooms, each suite provided 
with individual cooking and other facilities for independent housekKeep- 
ing, used, or intended to be used for the non-transient housing of three 
or more family units. 


Non-conforming Use, Building or Structure: An existing use of land, 
or a building or structure or use thereof which does not conform to the 
regulations for the district in which it exists. 


One-Family House: A detached dwelling designed for and occupied 
by a single family, but not including a mobile home. 


Pond: Any body of open water, other than a stream, a bay, or the 
ocean. 


Restaurant: A building or place designed, constructed and/or used 
for the preparation and serving of food, on the premises, to paying guests 
and which is, or ought to be, licensed as a common victualler under Sec- 
tion 2, Ch. 140, G.L. 


Sand Dune: A naturally occurring accumulation of sand in ridges 
or mounds landward of the beach. 


Semi-Detached House: Two one-family houses built together at the 
same time and separated by a fireproof division with no openings. 


Sign: Any device, surface or framework on which words, symbols or 
other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call attention 
thereto, including flags, banners and the like. 


Sign, Accessory: A sign accessory to a permitted use or occupancy 
of the premises on which it is located, indicating the name of the occu- 
pant of such premises and/or the nature of the business conducted or 
the products sold thereon. 


Sign, Area: As appropriate to the context, “area” shall refer to the 
size, in square feet, not including frames, borders or any intermediate 
removable surface between a sign and a wall to which it may be affixed, 
however, the dimensions of any such frames, borders, etc. shall not be 
such as to result in over-all total areas (including such frames, borders, 
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etc.) exceeding by more than 20 per cent the sign face areas authorized 
by this section. 


Sign, Off-Premises: A sign advertising the name of the occupant 
or location of, or the nature of the business conducted or products sold 
on, a premises other than that upon which it is located. 


Sign, Overhanging: A sign, banner or other advertising device 
which hangs or extends over a public way, sidewalk or way in which the 
public has a right of access. Wall signs shall not be included in this 
definition. 


Sign, Real Estate: A sign advertising the sale or rental of only the 
premises on which it is located, and bearing the name, address and or 
telephone number of the agent through which such sale or rental may 
be accomplished. Such sign shall include no other advertising material, 
and shall not be illuminated. 

Sign, Standing: A sign standing or hanging free on its own support; 
such support may be attached to a building or fixed in or to the ground. 
Standing signs may have two sides or faces, showing in opposite directions. 

Sign, Wall: A sign fastened or affixed parallel to a wall of a build- 
ing and not more than 6” therefrom. 

Sign, Window: A sign affixed to the surface of a window (inside or 
outside) or displayed behind a window so as to attract attention from the 
outside. A sign shall be deemed a window sign if it is within the display, 
or show case area of the window, or within six feet of the inside surface 
of a window through which it is intended to be viewed. 


Story: A partially or wholly enclosed floor of a building other than 
one which is more than four feet below grade at the front of the 
building. 

Stream: Any natural watercourse, generally containing water, 
through and along which water may flow from a pond, swamp or similar 
body of water to another, to another stream, or to the ocean. 


Street: An accepted town way, or a way established by or main- 
tained under county, state or federal authority, or a way established by 
a subdivision plan approved in accordance with the Subdivision Control 
Law, or a way determined by the Planning Board to have sufficient 
width, suitable grades and adequate construction to provide for the needs 
of vehicular traffic in relation to the proposed use of the land, and for 
the installation of municipal services to serve such land and the build- 
ings erected or to be erected thereon. 


Structure: Anything constructed or erected, the use of which re- 
quires fixed locations on the ground or attachment to something located 
on the ground, including swimming pools if more than 24” deep or 250 
sq. feet in area or gas or liquid storage tanks if principally above ground, 
but not including walls or fences. 


Substantial Improvement: Any repair, reconstruction or improve- 
ment of a structure, the cost of which equals or exceeds 50 per cent of 
the market value of the structure either (a) before the improvement or 
repair is stated, or (b) if the structure has been damaged and is being 
restored, before the damage occurred. For the purposes of this defini- 
tion substantial improvement commences when the first alteration of any 
wall, ceiling, floor or other structural part of the building commences, 
whether or not that alteration affects the external dimensions of the 
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structure. The term does not, however, include any project for improve- 
ment of a structure to comply with existing state or local health, sanitary 
or safety code specifications which are solely necessary to assure safe 
living conditions. 

Swamp: Any depressed area of poor drainage, subject to flooding 
by fresh water, in which the water table is generally at or above the 
ground level, not caused or affected by salt water or action of the oceanic 
tide. 


Tidal Marsh: Any marsh area in which action of the oceanic tide 
causes the surface to be flooded regularly by the spring tides in the 
course of the annual tidal cycle, but exclusive of storm tides, hurricane 
tides or tidal waves, and any marsh area developed and maintained by 
incursion of the oceanic salt water or by action of the oceanic tide, as 
indicated by the presence of the salt marsh grasses, Spartina altenifiora, 
Spartina patens, or Disticlis spicata, commonly known respectively as 
thatch or saltwater cord grass, salt meadow or high water cord grass, or 
spike grass. Such area shall include all of the original contiguous area 
of tidal marsh from which salt water is excluded at present by artificial 
dikes, causeways or the like. 

Tidal River: Any stream in which action of the oceanic tide causes 
the water to ebb and flow or the water level therein to rise and fall with 
some regularity, exclusive of storm tides, hurricane tides or tidal waves, 
irrespective of any actual incursion or admixing of oceanic salt water. 


Two Family House: A detached dwelling designed for two families. 


Velocity Zones (V-Zones): Those direct coastal areas within a Flood 
Plain District which may be subject to extreme damage from the velocity 
of wave action or storm surge. The V-Zones are shown on the Town 
Zoning Map on file in Town Hall with the Town Clerk. 


Woodwork Mill, Portable: Equipment for producing lumber from 
logs, without permanent installation. 

Yard: An area open to the sky, located between a street or other 
property line and any structure or element thereof other than a fence, 
wall, other customary yard accessory, or projection allowed to encroach 
on building lines by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Building 
Code. Depth is to be measured perpendicularly to the street or property 
line. 

Yard, Front: A yard extending between lot side lines across the 
front of a lot adjacent to each street the lot adjoins. 

Yard, Rear: A yard adjacent to the rear lot line and extending be- 
tween side lot lines. 

Yard, Side: A yard adjacent to the side lot line and extending from 
the front yard to the rear yard. 


ARTICLE III. 
BASIC DISTRICT REGULATIONS 
3100. ESTABLISHMENT OF DISTRICTS 
3110. Types of District. 
For the purpose of this By-Law, the Town of Falmouth is divided 
into types of Basic District designated: 


Single Residence District “AA” 
Single Residence District “A” 
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Single Residence District ‘“B” 
Single Residence District “C” 
General Residence District 
Public Use District 
Agricultural District “A” 
Agricultural District “B” 
Marine District 

Business District 

Light Industrial District ‘“‘A’”’ 
Light Industrial District “B’’* 


*Any area zoned as Light Industrial ‘“B” shall contain not less than 
75 acres exclusive of wetlands. 

Certain Overlay Districts are also established and defined in Article 
IV, Overlay Regulations. In addition to these districts, there is an His- 
toric District established by Chapter 654 of the Acts of 1975, separately 
regulated. 

3120. Zoning Map. 

Said Districts are shown, defined and bounded on the map accom- 
panying this Bylaw entitled, “The Zoning Map of Falmouth,” signed by 
the Planning Board and on file with the Town Clerk. Said map and all 
explanatory matter thereon are hereby made a part of this Bylaw. 
3130. District Boundaries. 

Where a district boundary line divides a lot in a single or joint owner- 
ship at the time such District is established, a use authorized on the less 
restricted portion of such lot may be extended in to the more restricted 
portion, but in no case for more than twenty feet over the established 
line. Where a business or manufacturing District adjoins a residence 
District and has its main frontage on one street, that street shall be 
used for the frontage and for all receiving and delivering of good and no 
lots opening only on a side street may be used. Where a District is indi- 
cated as fronting on two intersecting streets, both frontages may be used. 


Whenever a road, way, right-of-way, railroad or comparable man- 
made or man-designed area or feature, or any pond, stream, river, swamp, 
bog, marsh or other body of water or comparable natural or quasi- 
natural geographic features are shown on the Zoning Map as a boundary 
between district of different zoning, the geographic district boundary 
shall be on the center-line of such feature. Any such feature lying totally 
within a designated zone shall be zoned as the other land around it. No 
part of the land or water area within the Town shall be unzoned. 


3200. USE REGULATIONS 

3210. Application. 

No building or structure shall be erected, altered, or extended and 
no premises shall be used, except as provided in Section 3300, District Use 
Regulations. 


3220. Classification. 

Where an activity might be classified under more than one of the 
following uses, the more specific classification shall govern; if equally 
specific, the more restrictive shall govern. Uses not classifiable under any 
category listed for the applicable district are prohibited, except that a 
use listed nowhere in Section 3200 may be allowed on Special Permit if 
the Board of Appeal determines that it closely resembles in its neighbor- 
hood impacts a use allowed or allowed on Special Permit in that district. 
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3300. DISTRICT USE REGULATIONS 
3310. Single Residence Districts. 


3311. Permitted Residential Uses: 
a) One-family detached houses. 


3312. Permitted Community Service Uses: 

a) Churches, schools, public libraries, public museums, parish houses. 

b) Parks, playgrounds, municipal recreation buildings, water towers 
and reservoirs. 

c) Passenger stations, town wharves and landings. 


3313. Other Permitted Principal Uses: 

a) Agriculture, horticulture and floriculture. If involving the raising 
and keeping of livestock other than for the private use of the residents 
of the premises, only on parcels of five acres or larger. 


3314. Permitted Accessory Uses: 

a) Such accessory uses as are customarily incidental to any of the 
above uses. 

b) The taking of four (4) or fewer boarders by a family resident on 
the premises.

3315. Uses Allowed on Special Permit from the Board of Appeals:

b) Conversion of an existing dwelling or building into up to four 
dwelling units if involving no material change to the exterior of the 
dwelling, and if the Board of Appeals determines that the size of the 
building and the lot are suitable for the remodeling. 

c) Hospitals, sanitoria and philanthropic institutions. 

d) Private clubs not conducted for profit. 

e) TV or radio antennae exceeding 50 feet above ground level. 

f) Roadside stand for the sale of only the products of the land of 
the owner of the premises. 

g) Business or commercial uses if the premises abut a district in 
which the use is permitted by right, and if the Board of Appeals deter- 
mines that the proposed use will not impair the integrity or character of 
the district or adjoining zones. 

h) The following accessory uses: 

1. Garage space for more than two cars. 

2. The conduct of a business such as a painter, carpenter, plumber, 
electrician or similar business in a dwelling or accessory building, if it is 
conducted only by the occupants of the dwelling and provided it does 
not change the nature of the district and no manufacturing, altering, 
finishing or assembling is done on the premises. 

3. Scientific research (see subsection 6510). 


3320. General Residence Districts 


3321. Permitted Residential Uses: 
a) One-family detached houses. 
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b) Semi-detached and two-family dwellings. 


3322. Permitted Community Service Uses: 

a) Churches, schools, public libraries, public museums, parish houses. 

b) Parks, playgrounds, municipal recreation buildings, water towers, 
and reservoirs. 

c) Passenger stations, town wharves and landings. 


3323. Other Permitted Principal Uses: 

a) Agriculture, horticulture and floriculture. If involving the raising 
and keeping of livestock other than for the private use of the residents 
of the premises, only on parcels of five acres or larger.

h) Telephone exchange, provided there is no service yard or garage. 

i) The following accessory uses:

2. The conduct of a business such as a painter, carpenter, plumber, 
electrician or similar business in a dwelling or accessory building, if it is 
conducted only by the occupants of the dwelling and provided it does not 
change the nature of the district and no manufacturing, altering, finish- 
ing or assembling is done on the premises. 

3. Scientific research (see subsection 6510). 

3330. Public Use Districts 


3331. Permitted Residential Uses: 

a) One-family detached houses. 

b) Semi-detached and two-family dwellings. 
c) Public or non-profit housing for the elderly. 
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3332. Permitted Community Service Uses: 

a) Churches, schools, libraries, museums, parish houses, hospitals, 
sanitoria, educational, research and philanthropic institutions, cemeteries. 

b) All municipal purposes, including the administration of govern- 
ment, parks, playgrounds, recreation buildings, town forests, water shed, 
water towers and reservoirs, beaches, fire and police stations and armories. 

c) Passenger stations, town wharves and landings. 


3333. Other Permitted Principal Uses: 

a) Agriculture, horticulture and floriculture. If involving the raising 
and keeping of livestock other than for the private use of the residents of 
the premises, only on parcels of five acres or larger. 


3334. Permitted Accessory Uses: 

a) Such accessory uses are customarily incidental to any of the 
above uses. 

b) The taking of four (4) or fewer boarders by a family resident on 
the premises. 

c) The use of a room or rooms in a dwelling as an office or studio 
or for customary home occupations by a person resident in the dwelling. 
Where manufacturing of any kind is done, it shall be restricted to such 
light manufacturing as is incidental to a permitted use and where the 
product is customarily sold on the premises by the producer to the con- 
sumer. For any use herein described, a sign of not over two sq. feet in 
area may be used and there shall be no public display of goods. 

d) TV or radio antennae not exceeding 50 feet above ground level. 


3335. Uses Allowed on Special Permit from the Board of Appeals: 

a) Commercial accommodations (see Section 6200). 

b) Conversion of an existing dwelling or building into up to four 
dwelling units if involving no material change to the exterior of the 
existing dwelling, and if the Board of Appeals determines that the size 
of the building and the lot are suitable for the remodeling. 

c) Private clubs not conducted for profit.

3410. Applicability. 

The erection, extension, or moving of a structure or the creation or 
change in size or shape of a lot (except through a public taking) must 
meet the minimum requirements set forth in Section 3400, unless other- 
wise expressly provided by this Bylaw or by Section 6, Ch. 40, G.L. 


3420. Nonconforming Lots. 

Legally recorded lots which do not meet existing requirements for 
area, frontage, or minimum average width and are not protected by the 
3 or 5 year exemption of Section 6, Ch. 40A, G.L., may not be issued a 
building permit without a special permit from the Board of Appeals. The 
Board of Appeals shall consider whether it is possible to combine adjoin- 
ing lots to meet or more closely approximate the existing zoning or 
whether the other house lots in the subdivision or immediate surround- 
ing neighborhood have firmly established a pattern for lesser lot sizes. 


3430. One Dwelling Per Lot. 
Not more than one dwelling shall be erected on single lot, except for 
multi-family dwellings and commercial accommodations.

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3442. Lots for Commercial Accommodations. 

(a) Except in Business or Light Industrial districts, lots for board- 
ing and lodging houses, hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apart- 
ment motels shall conform to the following minimum requirements: 

(1) The lot shall contain not less than the minimum area, in square 
feet, required for a single residence in the district where the building is 
to be located. 

(2) For each guest unit or apartment unit over five in the building, 
the lot shall contain an additional one-tenth of the minimum area re- 
quired for a single residence in the district where the building is located. 

(b) In Business or Light Industrial districts, the lot shall contain 
at least 8,000 square feet and for each unit over five in the building, the 
lot shall contain an additional 800 square feet. 

(c) The minimum lot size requirements for a special permit for a 
boarding or lodging house may be waived by the Board of Appeals if a

In Marine, Business and Light Industrial Districts the maxi- 
mum building height for multi-family dwellings, hotels or apartment ho- 
tels is four stories. 


4100. WATER RESOURCE PROTECTION DISTRICTS 


4110. Purpose. The purpose of the Water Resource Protection Dis- 
trict is to protect public health by preventing the degradation of surface 
water and groundwater utilized for public water supply. 


4120. Regulations. Water Resource Protection Districts, as shown 
on the Zoning Map, shall be considered to be superimposed over any 
other district established in this Bylaw. Land in a Water Resource Pro- 
tection District may be used for any purpose otherwise permitted in the 
underlying district, subject to the following additional restrictions. 


80 


4121. Use Regulations. The following uses are prohibited: junk 
yard, solid waste disposal, sewerage treatment facilities with on-site dis- 
posal of effluent, unless tertiary treated, car washes, coin-op or commer- 
cial laundries, trucking or bus terminals or airports. 


Business, commercial or industrial uses not otherwise prohibited shall 
be allowed only upon Special Permit from the Board of Appeals, which 
shall be granted only upon demonstration by the applicant that the pro- 
posed use will not involve large-scale use or storage of chemicals, pesti- 
cides, herbicides or fertilizers, or produce potentially hazardous wastes, 
and will not involve subsurface oil and gasoline or storage of hazardous 
chemicals in corrodible containers. 


4122. Site Design Requirements. 

(a) Runoff shall be directed towards areas covered with vegetation 
for surface infiltration. Catch basins and piped storm sewers shall be 
used only where other methods are infeasible. 

(b) Impervious materials shall not cover more than 20 per cent of 
lot area, and not less than 30 per cent of lot area shall be retained in its 
natural state without more than minor removal of existing trees and 
ground vegetation. 

(c) Where the premises are partially outside of the Water Resource 
Protection District, site design shall to the degree feasible locate such 
potential pollution sources as on-site disposal systems outside of the 
District. 


4130. Insentive Locations. Special Permits may be granted by the 
Board of Appeals to exempt a location from the requirements of Section 
4120 provided that the applicant demonstrates that development at the 
location cannot affect any developed or planned public water supply. 
Applications for such Special Permit shall be referred to the Conserva- 
tion Commission, Board of Health, and Department of Public Works for 
their review and comments. 


4200. AIRFIELD APPROACH ZONE. 


4210. Establishment. An Airfield Approach Zone is hereby estab- 
lished as shown on the plan entitled “Airfield Zoning Plan — Approach 
Runway 05’ — Falmouth, MA dated 3 Oct. 1956,” a copy of which plan is 
filed with the Town Clerk and is made a part of this Bylaw by reference. 


4220. Use Regulations. Any to the contrary in this Bylaw notwith- 
standing, no school, hospital, theatre, apartment building, public housing 
or other place of public assembly shall be erected within the Airfield 
Approach Zone. 


4230. Height Limitation. Anything in this Bylaw to the contrary 
notwithstanding, no building, or structure, or part thereof or accessory 
thereto, shall be constructed, erected or maintained which exceeds the 
height limitations within the controlled area shown on the ‘Airfield Zon- 
ing Plan’ cited above. 


4300. WETLANDS REGULATIONS 


4310. Purpose. The purpose of this section is to provide for the 
reasonable protection and conservation of certain irreplaceable wetlands, 
their resources and amenities, for the benefit and welfare of the present 
or future inhabitants of the Town. 

4320. Applicability. Any person wishing to perform, or cause to be 


performed, any of the following acts or operations shall first obtain a 
Special Permit from the Board of Selectmen: 
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(a) Obstructing, filling, dredging, excavating or changing the course 
of any stream or tidal water. 

(b) Filling, excavating, diking, bulkheading or riprapping within any 
part of any swamp, marsh or tidal marsh, or in or along the shore of 
any pond, bay, harbor or tidal river, so as to alter the shoreline, of said 
Swamp, marsh or body of water, or separate any section of said swamp, 
marsh or body of water from the main part. 


4330. Decision. Following the public hearing and with due regard 
to the effort on the immediate area and the general welfare of the Town, 
the Board of Selectmen shall grant or deny a Special Permit for any of 
the foregoing acts or operations. In granting a Permit the Board may 
impose reasonable restrictions and time limitations on the work to be 
done. In doing so, they shall be guided by what in their judgement is 
desirable to protect and conserve the shellfish and other aquatic resources 
of the Town. The Board of Selectmen shall require that the applicant 
post a cash deposit or surety bond, in form acceptable to the Town 
Treasurer, in an amount determined by the Board to be sufficient to 
ensure satisfactory completion of the work in compliance with the Permit 
and any specific restrictions and limitations thereof, or to restore any 
area Of unfinished work to its original condition. 


4400. FLOOD PLAIN ZONE 

4410. Purpose. The Town of Falmouth, recognizing the dangers in- 
herent upon coastal flooding at times of hurricanes or severe storms and 
as a means of protecting its citizens and their property, hereby estab- 
lishes a series of Flood Plain Overlay Districts and Zoning Regulations 
for construction of structures and for the use of the land within these 
districts. Such districts are defined as shown on the Zoning Map. 

4420. Base Flood Elevation Levels. The coastal area of the Town 
shall have Base Flood Elevation Levels established as follows: 


(a) Penzance Point 11 ft. MSL (Mean Sea Level) 
to Waquoit Bay 
(b) Oyster Pond 8 ft. MSL . 
(c) Bournes Pond 10 ft. MSL 
(d) Penzance Point 
to the Knob 13 ft. MSL 
(e) The Knob to 
Megansett Harbor 14 ft. MSL 
(f) West Falmouth 
Harbor 13 ft. MSL 


4430. Flood Plain Permits. Permits for all proposed construction and 
uses Of land within the Flood Plain District shall be required for the 
following: 

(a) New construction of residential or non-residential structures. 

(b) Substantial improvement (as defined) of any existing structure. 

(c) The addition to existing structures of increased water, electric 
or gas service, toilet facilities or sewerage systems. 

(d) Alteration of the land form (as defined). 

4440. Requirements. All Flood Plain Permits granted under sub- 
section 4430 above shall be subject to the following provisions: 

4441. Any new construction of substantial improvement to be under- 
taken within the Flood Plain District shall be in accordance with the 
Massachusetts State Building Code, or Town Bylaws if more restrictive. 
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4442. The lowest floor of any new and substantially improved resi- 
dential structures shall be elevated to or above the base flood elevation 
level. 


4443. In any new residential structure, there shall be no basement, 
and upon the making of a substantial improvement no new basement 
shall be installed. 


4444. The lowest floor of any new and substantially improved non- 
residential structures shall be elevated to or above the base flood eleva- 
tion or to be floodproofed (as defined) to this level. 


4445. All new and replacement utility and water facilities shall be 
logated and constructed to minimize or eliminate flood damage. 


4446. All new and replacement sanitary sewerage systems shall be 
designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharged from the systems into flood waters. On-site 
waste disposal systems are to be located to avoid impairment to them or 
contamination from them during flooding. 


4447. Approval for any alteration of the land form (as defined) shall 
be obtained from the Board of Appeals by Special Permit. No alteration 
of the land form shall be permitted where there may be the liability of 
altering the drainage or run-off to the detriment of other landholders 
or the Town. Before granting a Special Permit for the alteration of the 
land form, the Board of Appeals shall duly consider any recommenda- 
tions by the Conservation Commission and the Planning Board. 


4450. Additional Requirements in V (Velocity) Zones. If proposed 
construction or alteration of the land form is located within a V Zone 
(as defined), all Flood Plain Permits granted under subsection 4430 above 
shall be subject to the following additional requirements: 


4451. All new construction within the V Zones (as defined) shall be 
located landward of the reach of mean high tide. 


4452. All new construction and substantial improvements within the 
V Zones shall be elevated on adequately anchored pilings or columns and 
securely anchored to piles or columns so that the lowest portion of the 
structural members of the lowest floor (excluding the pilings or columns) 
is elevated to or above the base flood level. A registered professional 
engineer or architect shall certify that the structure is securely anchored 
to adequately anchored pilings or columns in order to withstand velocity 
waters and hurricane wave wash. 


4453. All new construction and substantial improvements within the 
V Zones shall have the space below the lowest floor free of obstructions 
or be constructed with breakaway walls (as defined) intended to collapse 
under stress without jeopardizing the structural support of the structure 
so that the impact on the structure by abnormally high tides or wind- 
driven water is minimized. Such temporarily enclosed space shall not be 
used for human habitation. 


4454. The use of fill for structural support of buildings within the 
V Zones is prohibited. 

4455. Man-made alteration of sand dunes within the V Zones is 
prohibited. 
4460. Special Permits. 


4461. The Board of Appeals may grant a Special Permit in the case 
of: 
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(a) New construction and substantial improvements to be erected 
on a lot adjacent to lots where existing structures have previously been 
constructed below the base flood level. 

(b) Non-residential structures such as boat houses, boat yards or 
structures designed for education and research, the nature of which re- 
quires their location within the Flood Plain District. 

(c) Restoration and reconstruction of structures listed in the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places or the official State Inventory of His- 
toric Places. 


4462. Special Permits shall only be issued upon a determination by 
the Board of Appeals that 

(a) failure to grant the Special Permit would result in hardship 
to the applicant. 

(b) the granting of the Special Permit will not result in increased 
flood heights, additional threats to public safety, extraordinary public 
expense or conflict with existing local Bylaws, and 

(c) the relief granted is the minimum necessary considering the 
flood hazard. 


4463. Following the granting of such Special Permit, the Board of 
Appeals shall notify the applicant in writing that the issuance of a 
Special Permit to construct a structure below the base flood level will 
result in: 

(a) increased premium rates for flood insurance and 

(b) increased risks to life and property. 


4464. The Board of Appeals shall maintain a record of Special Per- 
mits including the justification for their issuance. 


4470. Administration. The Building Inspector shall administer this 
Bylaw as follows: 


4471. Review proposed construction and alteration of the land from 
within the Flood Plain Districts to assure that all necessary permits 
have been received from those governmental agencies from which ap- 
proval is required by federal or state law, or Town Bylaw. 


4472. Obtain and maintain records of the elevation (in relation to 
Mean Sea Level) of the lowest floor, including basement, of all new or 
substantially improved structures. In addition, maintain records as to 
whether or not such structures contain a basement. 


4473. If a structure has been floodproofed, obtain and maintain rec- 
ords of the elevation (in relation to Mean Sea Level) of the lowest floor 
and the elevation to which the structure was floodproofed. In addition, 
maintain records of floodproofing certifications which have been pre- 
pared by registered professional engineers and architects in relation to 
the adequacy of floodproofing methods. 


ARTICLE V. GENERAL REGULATIONS 
5100. SIGN REGULATIONS. 

5110. Purpose. The purpose of this section is to provide for the 
reasonable regulation and control of the erection and maintenance of 
signs and advertising devices within the Town to the end that appear- 
ance and amenities of the Town may be preserved and enhanced without 
unduly restricting the conduct of lawful enterprise. 

5120. Permits. 

5121. Except as hereinafter provided, no sign shall be erected, altered 

or enlarged, or affixed to any building or placed on any premises without 
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a permit issued by the Building Inspector. Such permits shall only be 
issued in conformance with the provisions of this section of the Bylaw. 
Application for sign permits shall be accompanied by such plans, draw- 
ings and specifications as the Building Inspector may require. Such 
permits may be issued on a permanent basis for an indefinite period, or 
on a temporary basis for a period not to exceed 180 days. A permit 
issued for an indefinite period shall become invalid when the product or 
activity advertised on the sign has been discontinued or inactive for a 
period of one year. Fees for all sign permits shall be as the Board of 
Selectmen may, trom time to time, determine. 


5122. The following types of signs shall be authorized by right, with- 
out the necessity of a permit therefor. 

(a) Signs bearing the name of the occupant of a dwelling, not to 
exceed two square feet in area. If the occupant is engaged in a pro- 
fession, the sign may also display a word or words indicating such pro- 
fession. 

(b) Signs offering accommodations for guests not to exceed two 
square feet in area. 

(c) Real estate signs, not to exceed six square feet in area; such 
signs shall be removed forthwith upon sale or rental of the premises 
advertised. 

(d) Signs accessory to the use of the premises by a religious or 
educational institution, or by a governmental authority, not to exceed 
ten square feet in area. 

(e) Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and signs 
warning of danger, such as “High Voltage”, not to exceed one square 
foot in area. 

(f) Street name signs, and signs erected by the Town, County or 
Commonwealth for the direction and control of traffic. 

(g) Window signs, however, the total area of such signs shall not be 
greater than 25 per cent of the area of the window through which they 
are to be viewed. Window signs exceeding this area limitation are ex- 
pressly prohibited. 

(h) Signs on or adjacent to the entry of a multiple occupancy 
building listing the names and/or occupations of the occupants thereof, 
provided that the size of such signs shall not exceed one square foot for 
each occupant. 

(i) Signs designating historical places or points of interest, erected 
by governmental authority or by a duly chartered historical association, 
or the like, not to exceed six square feet in area. 

(j) Signs indicating “Entrance”, “Exit”, “Parking” or the like, 
erected on a premises for the direction of persons or vehicles, not to 
exceed two square feet in area. 


5130. Maintenance. All signs, whether erected prior to the effective 
date of this section or not, and whether a permit is required or not, shall 
be maintained in a safe and neat condition to the satisfaction of the 
Building Inspector. Failure to correct a violation of this provision within 
20 days after notice thereof shall constitute grounds for revocation of the 
permit, or for removal of the sign if it was erected prior to the time 
when such permit was required, or if it is of a type for which no permit 
is required. 

5140. Prohibitions. 


5141. Moving or flashing signs. No sign, any part of which is de- 
signed intentionally to move, and no sign illuminated by or including any 
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flashing or occulting light shall be permitted. Strings of pennants or 
so-call whirlygigs, and the like shall be deemed to be included in this 
prohibition, which shall apply to window signs, as defined herein. A sign 
which is designed, for structural reasons, to align itself with the direction 
of the wind shall not be considered a moving sign. 


5142. Overhanging signs. No overhanging signs shall be permitted, 
however, this provision shall not apply to street name signs nor to signs 
or devices erected by the Town, County or Commonwealth for the direc- 
tion and control of traffic. 

5143. Signs on trees, etc. Except for signs warning of danger or 
prohibiting trespass or the like, no sign shall be painted on or affixed to 
any tree, fence, utility pole, rock or ledge, nor painted or posted on any 
wall without an intermediary removable surface. 


5144. Neon signs. Except in Business or Light Industrial Districts, 
no sign shall include any neon or other electro-excited gas filled tubing 
illumination. 


5145. Certain roof signs. No sign shall be erected on any roof so as 
to project above or beyond the roof line of the building on which it is 
erected. No sign shall be painted on any roof surface so as to be visible 
from the ground. However, in the case of one story, flat roofed buildings, 
where the space between the top of store windows and the flat roof is 
insufficient for the placement of a horizontal wall sign of the maximum 
size permitted under subsection 5150 such sign may project above the 
roof line by not more than two (2) feet. 


5146. Billboards, as defined herein. 


5147. Off-premises signs, in other than Business or Light Industrial 
District, except as authorized by special permit from the Board of Ap- 
peals in accordance with subsection 5180. No off-premises sign shall be 
permitted which would be in violation of Sections 29 - 33, Ch. 93, G.L. 


5148. Private signs on Town property, unless a permit for such a 
sign is authorized by the Board of Selectmen. No such authorization shall 
be given until after a duly advertised public hearing; any such signs 
shall conform in all respects to all other provisions of this section. Per- 
mits for such signs may be revoked at any time by the Board of Select- 
men. 


5150. Non-conforming Signs. Signs which, at the time of the effec- 
tive date of this section, had been previously legally erected, but which 
exceed the maximum area provisions of this section, may be permitted to 
be maintained for the life of such signs, however, signs which are in 
violation of the prohibitions in subsection 5140 shall be modified so as to 
terminate such violations within one year from such effective date. 


5160. Size, Number and Location of Signs. 


5161. In a Marine, Business or Light Industrial District, each place 
of business may be issued a permit for a sign, or signs, as follows: 


(a) One or more wall signs for each wall fronting on a street park- 
ing area, the total area of such signs not exceed 10 per cent of the 
pertinent wall area, including doors and windows therein. Such sign may 
not be directly painted on any wall, but may consist of individual letters 
attached to or cut into such wall; in such case, the area of such sign 
shall be figured on the basis of the perimeter required to contain all the 
letters, numbers or other devices comprising the sign. If a building be 
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provided with a portico, projecting shelter, balcony, or the like the sign 
may be erected on such structure, provided it does not extend over a 
public way. 

(b) Permitted roof signs may be used in place of or in conjunction 
with wall signs, but in no case shall the total area of such sign or signs 
exceed 10 per cent of the wall area below the roof sign. 

(c) In addition to the signs permitted under (a) and (b) above, 
where the area in front of a building permits, there may be one standing 
sign for each street frontage, not to exceed 16 square feet per side in 
area for each 50 feet, or fraction thereof, that it is set back from the 
street line. 


5162. In all other districts, each premises on which there exists or is 
permitted any business activity duly authorized by variance, exception, 
or special permit, may be issued permits for signs in accordance with the 
provisions of paragraph 5161, above, or of such lesser number or area as 
may be specified by such variance, exception or special permit, however, 
no neon signs shall be permitted. 


5163. Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this paragraph, 
certain special types of activities or situations are recognized for which 
such provisions may be modified and permits issued as follows: 

(a) Theatres: The marquee of a threatre shall be considered as 
comprising part of the wall area in determining the total sign area to be 
permitted. 

(b) Subdivisions: One subdivision name sign, not to exceed 16 square 
feet, may be permitted for each entry to a subdivision from a public way. 

(c) Contractors, Developers: For each construction or development 
project, there may be issued a temporary permit for one standing sign, 
not to exceed 16 square feet in area, setting forth facts and names 
pertinent to the project. Such sign shall be removed forthwith when the 
project is completed. 

(d) Gasoline stations: Standard pump head signs of gasoline filling 
stations shall not be included in the total area of signs permitted, and 
no permit shall be required therefor, but they shall conform to the pro- 
visions of Section 5170 below. 

(e) Where a group (three or more) of business buildings are built 
as a “plaza” or “Shopping Center”, and it is desired to identify the 
groupings as such, in addition to the signs permitted for individual 
buildings or business, there may be permitted one standing sign, display- 
ing only the plaza or center name, set back not less than fifty feet from 
any street or property line, and not to exceed 40 square feet in area. 


5170. Illumination. Except as otherwise prohibited herein, signs may 
be illuminated by any fixed steady light source, of such nature and in 
such manner that the brightness of the sign face does not exceed 100 
lumens per square foot. Except for neon type signs, where permitted, 
such illumination shall be so arranged that its source is not directly visi- 
ble from any way or occupied building, and no illumination shall be of 
any color that might be confusing to traffic. Christmas lights shall not 
be deemed as coming within the provisions of this paragraph, but this 
paragraph shall apply to window signs. 


5180. Off-premises Signs. In other than Business or Light Industrial 
Districts, the erection and maintenance of off-premises signs will be 
allowed only by special permit from the Board of Appeals, and provided 
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that: the need is clearly established; the sign shall be directional in 
nature only; no neon tubing shall be used; no such signs shall be greater 
in area than 16 square feet. Such signs shall be placed in such manner 
and location, consistent with the provisions of this section and for such 
periods as the Board of Appeals may direct. (Note: In Business and 
Light Industrial Districts, off premises signs are controlled by the provi- 
sions of Section 29 - 33, Ch. 93, G.L.) 


5200. PARKING REGULATIONS 


5210. Special Permit Uses. In acting on Special Permits, the Special 
Permit Granting Authority shall consider whether the site is of sufficient 
size to provide adequate parking for the proposed use. 


5220. Parking for Commercial Accommodations. 


5221. Lots for hotels, inns, motels, apartment hotels and apartment 
motels shall include improved parking space, exclusive of driveways, at 
the rate of 300 square feet for each guest unit in the structure permitted 
thereon. 


5222. Parking space for boarding and lodging houses must be pro- 
vided at the rate of at least one space per guest unit. 


5230. Parking in Industrial B. Districts. 


5231. No parking area shall be closer than 40 feet to the street line, 
nor closer than 25 feet to any other lot line. 


5232. Six hundred (600) square feet of off-street parking shall be 
provided for each 1000 square feet of floor area of any building erected 
on the premises. No single parking area shall extend for more than 150 
feet in width; adjacent parking areas may be connected by a common 
access driveway, but each such parking area shall be separated from an 
adjacent parking area by not less than 10 feet of natural or planted area. 


5233. No loading area shall be constructed or maintained between 
the building and the street, and any such area, wherever located, shall 
be screened from the street. 


5300. PERFORMANCE REQUIREMENTS 


5310. Nuisances. No use shall be permitted which would be offensive 
because of injurious or obnoxious noise, vibration, smoke, gas, fumes, 
odors, dust or other objectionable features, or be hazardous to the com- 
munity on account of fire or explosion or any other cause. No permit 
shall be granted for any use which would prove injurious to the safety 
or welfare of the neighborhood into which it proposes to go, and destruc- 
tive of property values, because of any excessive nuisance qualities. 


ARTICLE VI. SPECIAL REGULATIONS 
6100. Open Space Residential Development. 


6110. Applicability. Any provisions of Section 3400 of this Bylaw to 
the contrary notwithstanding, when shown on a plan endorsed by the 
Planning Board “Approved for Open Space Residential Development”, 
lots of less than the minimum areas or widths specified in Section 3400 
may be laid out and dwellings may be erected on such lots but only in 
conformance with the conditions set forth herein. 


6120. Requirements. Such endorsement by the Planning Board shall 
be given only when and if the plan meets the following minimum require- 
ments and conditions. In addition the approval for Open Space Resi- 
dential Development shall require a special permit. The special permit 
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granting authority for ast Space Residential Development shall be the 
Planning Board. 

6121. The total area of the tract covered by the plan shall be at 
least 10 acres. In determining the total area of the tract for the purpose 
of open space development, not more than 10 per cent of the total re- 
quired area shall be wetlands, as described in Section 4300. 


6122. The tract is located in a district where the normally permitted 
minimum lot area is 20,000 square feet or more. 


6123. No dwelling other than single family detached houses shall be 
permitted within the perimeter of an open space residential development. 


6124. The number of dwelling lots permitted within the perimeter 
(total area) of an open space residential development shall be determined 
on the following basis in relation to the normal minimum lot size re- 
quired in the district in which the open space residential development is 
located as set forth in subsection 3400. 


20,000 sq. ft. district — 2 per acre 
40,000 sq. ft. district — 1 per acre 
80,000 sq. ft. district — 1 per two acres 


Fractions of an acre shall not be counted and shall become part of 
the community open space provided herein below. 


6125. The minimum lot area permitted shall be 10,000 square feet, 
except where a greater area may be required by the Board of Health for 
sanitary reasons and no lot shall have a minimum average width or 
depth of less than seventy-five (75) feet except that if any lot shall 
include or be bounded by wetlands, as referred to herein above, the lot 
boundary farthest from such wetlands shall be at no point closer than 
100 feet from the edge of such wetlands. 


6126. The lots for building purposes shall be grouped in a cluster or 
clusters and within each cluster the lots shall be contiguous. 


6127. All the remaining land within the open space residential devel- 
opment not contained in the lots or within the rights-of-way shall be 
contiguous, in parcels of not less than one acre in area. Parcels of less 
than one acre in area may be permitted for use as a bike path or walk- 
way within the subdivision at the discretion of the Planning Board. The 
total area of open space shall not be less than .10 acre for each dwelling 
unit within the development. Wetlands, as referred to herein above, 
cannot account for more than 10 per cent of the minimum required open 
space area. 


6128. All such remaining land shall be permanently conveyed to a 
corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or resi- 
dential units within the development tract, for recreational or open space 
purposes only and shall not be further subdivided or used for building 
purposes, excepting structures incidental to such recreational use. Alter- 
nately, such land may be protected for open space use by being conveyed 
to a non-profit organization, the principal purpose of which is the con- 
servation of open space. In any case where such land is not conveyed 
to the town, a restriction enforceable by the town shall be recorded pro- 
viding that such land shall be kept in an open or natural state and not 
be built for residental use or developed for accessory uses such as parking 
or roadway. None of the foregoing shall preclude such open area being 
given to or taken by the Town, should Town Meeting, at some future 
time, so vote, but in such case, the Town shall not use any such area 
for any purpose other than recreational, park or open space use. 
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6130. Other Requirements. All dwellings and accessory buildings 
erected under the provisions of this section shall conform to all other 
provisions of this By-law, which shall not be varied except by the Board 
of Appeals, in the usual manner. 


6200. COMMERCIAL ACCOMMODATIONS 


6210. Cooking Facilities. Hotels, as distinct from apartment houses, 
where permitted under this By-law, shall contain no arrangements of 
any description for private cooking or housekeeping. 


6220. Dining Facilities. Except in Business or Light Industrial dis- 
tricts, dining facilities accessory to a hotel, inn or motel, shall be integral 
with said hotel, inn or motel, unless such dining facilities existed prior 
to any new hotel, inn or motel construction on Special Permit. The total 
seating capacity of any such new dining facilities or area shall not exceed 
twice the total number of guest rooms (units) permitted for the hotel, 
inn or motel to which such dining facilities are accessory. In Business or 
Light Industrial districts these limitations shall not apply. 


6230. Garages. A garage as accessory to a hotel, subject to the 
provisions of Section 6300, may be allowed by special permit. This shall 
be done only where the lot size is such as to make possible no injury to 
the neighborhood. 


6300. AUTOMOTIVE REGULATIONS. 


6310. Location of Automobile Services. No portion of the front or 
side lines of a public garage, automobile repair shop, greasing station, 
storage battery service station, or gasoline filling station, or any of their 
appurtenances, or accessory uses, shall hereafter be placed within fifty 
feet of any residence district. No driveway to such premises shall be in 
any part within fifty feet of any residence district. No such premises 
shall have any driveway entrance or exit for motor vehicles within three 
hundred feet of the property used by any public or private school, public 
library, church, playground or institution for the sick or dependent, or 
for children under sixteen years of age. Every filling station shall here- 
after be located not less than fifteen feet inside the building line and no 
filling shall be done except into cars standing on the property of the 
filling station. 

6320. Unregistered Motor Vehicles. Not more than one unregistered 
car, bus, truck or other registerable motor vehicle shall be permitted un- 
garaged on any premises in any district, except such as are clearly inci- 
dental to the lawful conduct of a nonresidential activity permitted in a 
Business or Industrial District, or except where such vehicles are in 
operating condition and regularly used on the premises of a farm, boat- 
yard or comparable activity. In no event shall any unsightly unregistered 
vehicle be stored in the front yard. 


6400. EARTH MOVING REGULATIONS 


6410. Applicability. For all land not subject to the regulations of 
Section 5300 (Wetlands) and Section 4400 (Flood Plain) of this By-law 
and not in public use, except where such activity is clearly incidental to 
the development of a site for a building, driveway, street, active cran- 
berry bog or other permitted use under this By-law, no humus, topsoil, 
loam, subsoil, clay, sand, gravel, or stone shall be stripped, quarried and 
removed from any area greater than 1,000 feet within any twelve-month 
period and no area shall be filled with any material in excess of 100 cubic 
yards within said period unless authorized by a special permit. 
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6420. Procedures. Each application for a permit for filling, stripping 
or removal of earth material shall be accompanied by a plan drawn to a 
20 foot or 40 foot scale, showing the premises in sufficient detail to de- 
scribe the proposed operation and including the following: 


6421. Property and street lines, names and addresses of abutters 
and, if less than all of the applicant’s land is shown, then the entire 
parcel shall be shown as an insert drawn to the 200 foot scale. 


6422. Existing topography of the site in two foot contours. 


6423. Proposed topography after completion of the operation includ- 
ing provisions for permanent surface drainage. 


6424. Elevation of the seasonal high ground water table. 


6425. Location and manner in which all cover material is to be 
stored. 


6430. Regulations. Each permit shall be subject to, but not limited 
to, the following restrictions where applicable: 


6431. All vegetation and soil suitable for cover material shall be 
stockpiled or windrowed and retained for future use in the reclamation 
of the filled or excavated area. 


6432. For earth removal operations, border buffer strips in which the 
natural vegetation and soil are undisturbed shall be left for a width of 
at least 100 feet from the side line of any road open to public use and 
for a width of at least 50 feet from all abutting property lines. 


6433. The depth of any earth removal shall be limited to a plane 
that is at least 10 feet above the seasonal high ground water level for 
that location, unless the purpose is to create a pond. 


6434. The slope of the banks of the excavation or fill shall at all 
times not exceed one foot in depth for every three feet of horizontal 
distance. 


6435. In the case of stripping loam or the removal of stone, the 
reclamation of the altered land shall be performed in the following 
manner: 


(a) At least two inches of loam shall be placed over the subsoil. 
(b) The area graded and seeded or planted to prevent erosion and 
to conceal the scars of stone removal. 


6436. Provisions shall be maintained during operations for the con- 
trol of noise, wind, dust and water erosion which would affect the ad- 
jacent properties and traffic along a roadway. 


6437. Within six months of the completion of the operation or fol- 
lowing the expiration or withdrawal of a permit, the land and slopes 
shall be graded and contoured to provide natural surface drainage and 
to fit compatibly with the existing contours of the surrounding land: the 
stored cover material distributed over the entire area to its original depth 
or to at least twelve inches in depth and replanted with approved cover 
vegetation, including shrubs, pines or other suitable plant material. 


6440. Permit Limitations. No permit for filling, stripping or removal 
of earth material shall be issued for a period of more than three (3) 
years, although such a permit may be renewed for additional periods in 
the same manner. Where the request covers a sizable area, a permit may 
be granted for a specific part of the whole, not to exceed sixty thousand 
(60,000) square feet in area, subject to the started time limit. Approval 
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of earth material shall be issued for a period of more than three (3) 
and reclamation of each previous section. 

6450. Security. To ensure compliance with the conditions of the 
permit, the applicant shall be required to post a cash deposit or surety 
bond, in form acceptable to the Town Treasurer, in an amount sufficient 
to meet the cost of the required reclamation work and said deposit or 
bond shall not be released until all ground cover vegetation is established. 


6500. ACCESSORY AND TEMPORARY USES. 


6510. Accessory Scientific Use. The Board of Appeals may grant a 
special permit for a use accessory to a scientific research, scientific de- 
velopment or related production activity, whether or not on the same 
parcel as that where such activity is allowed by right, provided that it 
finds that such use shall not be noxious or unhealthful to the neighbor- 
hood or in any other way substantially derogate from the public good. 


6520. Bath Houses on Beach or Shore lots. A special permit may 
be granted for bath houses on beach or shore lots of small lot area not 
conforming with Section 3400 but no bath house erected on any such lot 
shall be permitted to be used as a habitation and there shall be a side 
yard not less than five feet in clear width between the side of any house 
erected thereon and the side line of said lot, said side yards to be at all 
points clear from the front to the rear line of said house. 


6530. Temporary and Conditional Structures and Uses. 


6531. Temporary and conditional structures and uses that do not 
conform to the regulations herein prescribed may be allowed by special 
permit, provided that no special permit shall be for more than a one 
year period and further provided that no permit shall be renewed until 
all abutters have been notified and public notice given in the manner 
provided in Ch. 40A G.L. 


6532. A temporary permit may be issued by the Building Commis- 
sioner for the use of a trailer as a field office at a construction site dur- 
ing the period when construction is actually underway, subject to ap- 
proval of the Board of Health. Such trailer shall not be used for real 
estate sales purposes. 


6533. Subject to the rules and regulations of the Board of Health, 
the owner or occupier of a residence which has been destroyed by fire 
or other natural holocaust may place a mobile home on the site of such 
residence and reside in such home for a period not to exceed twelve 
months while the residence is being built. 

6540. Accessory Use Limitation. Accessory uses except uses for Sci- 
entific Research — allowed under subsection 6510 — shall be on the same 
lot with the building of the owner or lessee and shall be such as do not 
alter the character of the premises on which they are located nor impair 
the neighborhood. 


6600. AGRICULTURAL REGULATIONS. 

All agricultural activities shall conform to the rules, regulations and 
determinations of the Board of Health and other By-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth. Livestock must be properly fenced and adequate shelter 
provided. 

ARTICLE VII. ADMINISTRATION 
7100. ENFORCEMENT. 

7110. Building Commissioner. The Building Commissioner is respon- 

sible for the enforcement of this Bylaw. He shall withhold a Permit for 
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the construction, alteration or moving of any building or structure if the 
building or structure as constructed, altered or moved would be in vio- 
lation of this Zoning Bylaw and no permit shall be granted for a new 
use of a building, structure or land which use would be in violation of 
this Bylaw. Where a permit or variance may be granted with conditions, 
such conditions shall be imposed and made a part of the record. 


7120. Enforcement Request. If the Building Commissioner is re- 
quested in writing to enforce these Bylaws against any person allegedly 
in violation of same and the Building Commissioner declines to act, he 
shall notify, in writing, the party requesting such enforcement of any 
action or refusal to act and the reasons therefor within fourteen days of 
receipt of such request. 


7130. Titles. Within this Bylaw, the designations “Building Inspec- 
tor” and “Building Commissioner” shall be used interchangeably. 


7140. Plats. Application for building permits shall be accompanied 
by a plat of the lot in duplicate, drawn to scale, showing the actual di- 
mensions of the lot and exact location and size of the buildings already 
upon the lot, and of the building or structure to be erected, together 
with streets and alleys on and adjacent to the lot. A record of such 
applications and plats shall be kept on file in the Office of the Building 
Inspector. 


7150. Occupancy Permit. No building or structure shall be erected, 
altered or changed as to construction or use under a permit or other- 
wise, and no premises shall be occupied or used without an occupancy 
permit signed by the Building Inspector, which permit shall not be issued 
until the building, structure, or premises and its uses and accessory uses 
comply in all respects with this Bylaw. A temporary permit may be 
issued in appropriate cases. 


7160. Penalties. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
By-Law, any of the conditions under which a permit is issued, or any 
decision rendered by the Board of Appeals shall be fined not more than 
fifty dollars for each offense. Each day that such violation continues 
shall constitute a separate offense. 


7200. ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS. 


7210. Establishment. There shall be a Zoning Board of Appeals of 
three members and four associate members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen as provided in Section 12, Ch. 40A, G.L. The term of office of 
each member shall be for three years with the terms so arranged that 
the term of one member expires each year. Vacancies shall be filled for 
unexpired terms in the same manner as in the case of the original ap- 
pointments. The Board shall adopt rules not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this By-law for the conduct of its business, shall file said rules 
with the Town Clerk, and shall make said rules available to the public. 
Within this By-law the designations Zoning Board of Appeals and Board 
of Appeals shall be used interchangeably. 


7220. Powers. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall have the following 
powers: 


7221. To hear and decide appeals in accordance with subsection 7230. 
7222. To hear and decide applications for special permits upon which 
the Board is empowered to act (see Section 7300). 


7223. To hear and decide petitions for variances as set forth in sub- 
section 7240. 
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7230. Appeals. 


7231. An appeal to the Zoning Board of Appeals may be taken by 
the following parties: 

(a) Any person aggrieved by reason of his inability to obtain a per- 
mit or enforcement action from any administrative officer under the pro- 
visions of this By-Law or Ch. 40A. 

(b) Any person, including an officer or board of the Town of Fal- 
mouth or of an abutting city or town, aggrieved by an order or decision 
of the Building Commissioner or other administrative officer, in violation 
of any provisions of this By-Law or Chapter 40A. 

(c) The Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission. 

Such appeal shall be initiated within 30 days from the date of the 
order or decision which is being appealed, by filing a notice of appeal, 
specifying the grounds thereof, with the Town Clerk. 


7232. The procedures outlined in Sections 7246, 7247, 7248, and 7249 
shall be followed for action on appeals, all subject to the requirements 
of Ch. 40A. 

7233. Any person or board aggrieved by a decision of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals or any special permit granting authority, whether or 
not previously a party to the proceeding, may appeal to the Superior 
Court or other court, under the provisions of Section 17, Ch. 40A, G.L. 
7240. Variances. 


7241. The Board of Appeals shall have the power after public hear- 
ing notice has been given by publication and posting, and by mailing to 
all parties in interest in conformance with the requirements of Ch. 40A, 
to grant upon appeal or upon petition with respect to particular land or 
structures, a variance from the terms of the applicable zoning but only 
in cases where the Board specifically finds both the following: 

(a) Owing to circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or 
topography of such land or structures and especially affecting such land 
or structures but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it 
is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the By-law would 
involve substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the petitioner or 
applicant. 

(b) Desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment 
to the public good and without nullifying or substantially derogating 
from the intent or purpose of this By-law. 


7242. No variance may authorize a use or activity not otherwise per- 
mitted in the district in which the land or structure is located, provided 
however, that such variances properly granted prior to the date of adop- 
tion of this by-law, but limited in time, may be extended on the same 
terms and conditions that were in effect for such upon said effective 
date. 

7243. The Board of Appeals may impose conditions, safeguards and 
limitations both of time and of use, including the continued existence of 
any particular structures but excluding any condition, safeguard or limi- 
tation based upon the continued ownership of the land or structures to 
which the variance pertains by the applicant, petitioner or any owner. 

7244. If the rights authorized by a variance are not exercised within 
one year of the date of grant of such variance, they shall lapse and may 
be re-established only after notice and a new hearing pursuant to this 
section. 
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7245. Petition for a variance shall be made to the Town Clerk. 


7246. The Board of Appeals shall hold a hearing on any appeal, 
application or petition transmitted to it by the Town Clerk within sixty- 
five days from the transmittal to the Board of such appeal, application 
or petition. Notices shall be sent and published as required by Section 
15, Ch. 40A, G.L. 

7247. The concurring vote of all three members of the Board of 
Appeals shall be necessary to reverse any order or decision of the Build- 
ing Commissioner or to effect any variance in the application of any 
Bylaw. 


7248. The decision of the Board of Appeals shall be made within 
seventy-five days after the date of the filing of an appeal. Failure to act 
within said seventy-five days shall be deemed to be the grant of the 
relief, application, or petition sought, subject to an applicable judicial 
appeal as provided in Section 17, Ch. 40A, G.L. 


7249. No variance or any extension, modification or renewal thereof, 
shall take effect until a copy of the decision bearing the certification of 
the Town Clerk that twenty days have elapsed and no appeal has been 
filed (or that if such appeal has been filed, that it has been dismissed 
or denied) is recorded in the registry of deeds for Barnstable County and 
indexed in the grantor index under the name of the owner of record or 
is recorded and noted on the owner’s certificate of title. The fee for 
recording or registering shall be paid by the owner or applicant. 


7300. SPECIAL PERMITS. 


7310. Applicability. Specific types of uses, as described in this By- 
law shall be permitted only in specified districts upon the issuance of a 
special permit. Whenever a special permit is required by other sections 
of this By-law, the Building Commissioner shall issue a building permit 
and/or use permit only after the application has been approved by the 
special permit granting authority and the applicant Mas also obtained all 
other permits and licenses, whether State, County or Municipal, which 
are pre-requisite to his carrying out the proposed use of the premises. 


7320. Special Permit Granting Authority. The special permit grant- 
ing authority shall be the Zoning Board of Appeals unless specifically 
designated in any section of this By-law to another authorized Board or 
Authority as allowed under Section 1, Ch. 40A, G.L. 


7330. Application. If the special permit granting authority is the 
Board of Appeals, the application must be filed with the Town Clerk 
who shall transmit the application to the special permit granting au- 
thority. The effective date of filing is the date the application is filed 
with the Town Clerk. 


If the special permit granting authority is otherwise, the application 
must be filed with the same authority and the applicant is responsible 
for transmitting a copy of the application to the Town Clerk forthwith. 
The effective date of filing is the date the application is filed with the 
special permit granting authority. 

Special permits shall only be issued after a public hearing which 
must be held within sixty-five days after the effective date of filing of 
a special permit application. 


7340. Action. Special permit granting authorities shall act within 
ninety days following a public hearing for which notice has been given 
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in conformance with the requirements of Ch. 40A. Failure by the special 
permit granting authority to take final action upon an application for a 
special permit within said ninety days following the date of public hear- 
ing shall be deemed to be a grant of the permit applied for. The issuing 
of special permits shall require a two-thirds vote of boards with more 
than five members and a unanimous vote of a three member board. 
Such a special permit may impose conditions, safeguards and limitations 
on time and use. 


7350. Decision. In addition to any specific requirements in this By- 
law or where no specific restrictions are made applicable to a use allowed 
by a special permit, the special permit granting authority shall grant a 
special permit only upon its written determination that the proposed use 
will not have adverse effects which over balance its beneficial effects on 
either the neighborhood or the town, in view of the particular character- 
istics of the site. The determination shall indicate that the proposed use 
will be in harmony with the general purpose and intent of this By-law 
and shall include consideration of each of the following: 

(a) Adequacy of the site in terms of size for the proposed use. 

(b) Suitability of site for proposed use. 

(c) Impact on traffic and safety. 

(d) Impact on neighborhood visual character, including views and 
vistas. 

(e) Adequacy of method of sewage disposal, source of water and 
drainage. 

(f) Adequacy of utilities and other public services. 


7360. Referral. When the Board of Appeals deems necessary, it may 
refer a special permit application to the Planning Board, the Board of 
Health, the Conservation Commission, the engineering division of the 
Department of Public Works and/or any other Town agency or board 
for site plan review before taking final action. Any such board or agency 
to which applications are referred for review must make its recommenda- 
tions and send copies thereof to the Board of Appeals and the applicant 
within thirty-five days of receipt of the application by the said board or 
agency, or there shall be deemed no opposition thereto. If an application 
is referred to more than one board or agency for review, such review may 
be held jointly by said boards or agencies. 


7370. Lapse. A special permit granted under this section shall lapse 
one year from the date it is granted if a substantial use thereof has not 
sooner commenced except for good cause, or in the case of a permit for 
construction, if construction has not begun by such date, except for good 
cause. The determination of good cause shall be made by the special 
permit granting authority. 

7380. Recording. No special permit or any extension, modification or 
renewal thereof, shall take effect until a copy of the decision, bearing the 
certification of the Town Clerk, that twenty days have elapsed and no 
appeal has been filed or if such an appeal has been filed, that it has 
been dismissed or denied, is recorded in the registry of deeds for Barn- 
stable County and indexed in the grantor index under the name of the 
owner of record or is recorded and noted on the owner’s certificate of 
title. The fee for registering shall be paid by the owner or applicant. 


7400. AMENDMENTS. 


7410. Procedures. No amendment to this zoning By-law shall be 
made except by a two-thirds vote of Town Meeting and only after the 
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zoning article is properly submitted and a public hearing is held by the 
Planning Board in accordance with the procedures of Section 5, Ch. 40A, 
G.L. 

7420. Repetitive Action. No proposed amendment which has been 
unfavorably acted upon by Town Meeting shall be considered by Town 
Meeting within two years after the date of such unfavorable action un- 
less the adoption of such By-law is recommended in the final report of 
the Planning Board. 


7430. Effective Date. The effective date of an amendment to the 
Zoning By-law, subject to its approval by the Attorney General as re- 
quired by Ch. 40A, is the date on which such amendment was voted by 
Town Meeting. 


7440. Continuance of Former By-law. The provisions of this by-law, 
so far as they are the same as those of existing by-laws, shall be con- 
strued as continuations thereof and not as new enactments. A reference 
in a by-law, which has not been repealed, to provisions of by-laws which 
are revised and re-enacted therein shall be construed as applying to such 
provisions as so incorporated herein. All by-laws or parts of by-laws 
heretofore passed, inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 


7500. SEVERABILITY. 


The provisions of these By-laws are severable from each other and 
the invalidity of any provision or section shall not invalidate any other 
provision or section thereof. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by the members assem- 
bled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 101 as amended 
as follows: 


Article II Definitions — 

LOT: A contiguous parcel of land under one ownership delineated 
by a solid closed line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning 
Board and filled at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds. 
to read: 


LOT: A continuous parcel of land under one ownership delineated 
by a solid closed line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning 
Board and filed at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds. 


1) Article II Definitions, definition of “Lot Width.” revise to read: 
“Lot Width: The mean horizontal distance between lot lines, mea- 
sured parallel to the lot frontage or, if smaller, the mean horizontal 
distance between the street line and the rear lot line, measured per- 
pendicular to the lot frontage.” This change is intended to clarify 
the original meaning. 


2) In Sec. 3366 (d), delete the word “not” from this item to read: 
“TV or radio antennae exceeding 50 feet above ground level.” This 
corrects a typographical error in the first printing of the warrant. 
Only antennae above 50 feet need a special permit. 

3) Paragraph 3451 item (a), delete the words “hotels or apartment ho- 
tels” and substitute the term “commercial accommodations.” This 
is for consistency of terminology. 

4) Paragraph 4121 (Water Resource Protection District) Use Regulations, 
insert the word “public” before the word “sewage” so that the third 
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prohibited item reads, “public sewage treatment facilities with on- 
site disposal of effluent, unless tertiary treated.” Again, this is to 
clarify original intent. 

5) Paragraph 4122 (Water Resource Protection District) Site Design Re- 
quirements. Delete item (b) (impervious cover limit), and redesignate 
item (c) as new item (b). Item (b) represents an important new 
substantive proposal. It appropriately should be considered on its 
own merits separate from this recodification package. 


FOR THE FOLLOWING REASONS: The purpose of this Article is to 
reorganize totally the Falmouth zoning by-law into a completely new 
format which will make it much clearer and easy to use. 


The major changes of the new format are as follows: 1. A totally 
new numbering system has been adopted which is consistent throughout 
the by-law. 2. Sections have been completely rearranged into a more 
logical order, grouping them into seven different articles or chapters. 3. 
The list of definitions, which had been incomplete, has been greatly ex- 
panded. 4. The Water Resource Protection District regulations have 
been revamped. 5. The use regulations for the basic districts; i.e. single 
residence, general residence, agricultural, business and industrial, have 
been revised so that all permitted uses for each district are listed. 


The process of recodifying the by-law has, unavoidably resulted in 
some changes that can technically be regarded as substantive, but it is 
not the intent of the Planning Board to enact new policy with this 
Article. At the March public hearing, there was concern expressed that 
changes in the definition of lot width and the Water Resources Pro- 
tection District regulations were significant. The Article, as amended, 
eliminates these changes. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 101 as amended. 

By a counted vote, 157 in favor, 1 against, the motion prevailed by 
the necessary two-thirds (2/3), a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on April 2. 


A motion was duly made and voted upon at 10:55 o’clock p.m., to 
continue this session after 11:00 o’clock p.m., April 2. 


This motion was passed by a unanimous vote. 

The time being 11:00 o’clock p.m., it was voted that the meeting is 
adjourned until the following evening, Tuesday, April 3, 1979, at the time 
that the Special Town Meeting of April 3, 1979, at the same place.

The meeting was called to order at 8:17 o’clock p.m. A count of the 
Town Meeting Members showed 196 present a quorum declared, the neces- 
sary number to constitute a quorum being 127.

“* Allowed in a B-3 District only if each establishment occupies not more 
than 4,000 square feet gross floor area, and demonstrates that either at 
least one-quarter of all its business is anticipated to be with persons or 
organizations located within a one mile radius.” 

3. Amend paragraph 3373 Permitted Business, Commercial and Industrial 
Uses (Industrial A) and paragraph 3383 Permitted Business, Commer- 
cial, and Industrial Uses (Industrial B) by deleting items a, b, c, d, e, 
and g under each, and substituting the following at each: 

a) Retail sales not more specifically listed. 

b) Business or professional offices, bank, medical clinic, computer 
center, funeral home.

The sideline planting area shall be at least five feet 
wide free of any paving (except for access drives connecting abutting 
premises) containing trees as described above. The screening shall ex- 
tend from the street line to the deepest point on the premises having 
buildings or parking. The street planting shall consist of a band of trees 
within twenty feet of the street line, continuous except at driveways. 
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Screening shall be located or trimmed to avoid blocking egress visibility. 


“5440. Existing Trees. If located within 25 feet of a street, no existing 
tree of 4” diameter or greater, dense hedgerow of four or more feet in 
both depth and height or existing earth berm providing similar visual 
screening shall be removed or have grade changed more than one foot 
unless dictated by plant health, access safety, or identification of the 
premises, as determined by the Inspector of Buildings following consulta- 
tion with the Planning Board. 


“5450. Exceptions. Where plant materials as required in subsection 5410 
would harmfully obstruct an ocean view or other scenic visits, the Board 
of Appeals may grant a Special Permit to allow substitution of low level 
plantings which will visually define the street edge or property line pro- 
vided that proposed buildings are also designed and located to preserve 
that view or vista. 


“5460. Maintenance. All plant materials requirel by this by-law shall be 
maintained in a healthful condition. Dead limbs shall be promptly re- 
moved, and dead plants shall be replaced at the earliest appropriate sea- 
son,” 


10. Add the following new definition to Article IT: 
“Restaurant, fast food: Establishment for the sale of on-premises 
prepared food or drink packaged for take-out, whether for con- 
sumption on premises or not, unless such sales are wholly incidental 
to a conventional restaurant or other use defined in this by-law, and 
including all premises providing in-car service, or window service, or 
service at two or more take-away stations within the building.” 

11. Amend Section 3110 by deleting the following footnote and its ref- 
erence at Light Industrial District B: 
“*Any area zoned as Light Industrial ‘B” shall contain not less 

than 75 acres exclusive of wetlands.” 


12. Amend paragraph 3381 Permitted Residential Uses (in Light Industrial 
B) by deleting items a) and b), and substituting: 
“(None) ” 


13. Add subsection 5320 Site Design, to read as follows: 


“5320. Site Design. Any new building construction or other site 

alteration shall provide adequate access to each structure for fire and 

service equipment, and shall be so designed that for the given location 

and type and extent of land use, the design of building form, building 

location, egress points, grading, and other elements of the develop- 

ment could not reasonably be altered to: 

1) improve pedestrian or vehicular safety within the site and egress- 
ing from it; 

2) reduce the visual intrusion of parking areas viewed from public 
ways or abutting premises; 

3) reduce the volume of cut or fill; 

4) reduce the number of removed trees 4” trunk diameter and larger, 
or the area of wetland vegetation displaced; 

5) reduce the extent of storm water flow increase from the site; 

6) reduce soil erosion; 

7) reduce hazard or inconvenience to pedestrians from storm water 
flow and ponding; 


8) reduce glare from headlights or area lighting.”

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14. Add Subsection 7170 Major Plan Review, to read as follows: 
“7170. Major Plan Review. 


“7171. Applicability. Any development resulting in ten or more parking 
spaces on the premises shall be subject to Major Plan Review. 


“7172. Procedure. Applications for building permits for construction 
subject to Major Plan Review shall be accompanied by four prints of 
plans of the proposal. The Building Inspector shall forward three copies 
to the Planning Board for its review, and shall not approve any applica- 
tion subject to this section without receipt of written plan approval by 
the Planning Board or their designated agent, unless 25 days elapse 
from the date of transmittal of plans to the Board without receipt of 
such review from the Planning Board. 


“7173. Drawing Requirements. Plans subject to Major Plan Review shall 
be prepared by a registered Architect, Landscape Architect, or Profes- 
sional Engineer. A site plan shall be submitted showing the boundaries 
of the lot, adjacent streets or ways, existing and proposed structures, 
walkways and principal drives and service entries, parking, landscaping, 
screening, recreation areas, utilities and storm drainage. Accompanying 
the site plan shall be first floor plans and architectural elevations of 
any buildings and drawings of any signs. 

“7174. Decision. Plans shall be approved provided that the Planning 
Board determines that, subject to any conditions they may impose, the 
requirements of Subsection 5310 will be satisfied, and that no other 
conflicts between the proposal and the Zoning By-Law have been 
observed.” ' 


15. Revise the Zoning Map by placing all areas now zoned Business into 
B-1, B-2, B-3, or Marine as indicated on the Map titled “Town of 
Falmouth Zoning Map Proposed Amendments Jan. 1, 1979.” 


16. Amend Paragraph #1222 under Pre-existing Structures and Uses by 
adding a new item (c) at the end thereof, to read as follows: 

(c) Reconstruction of a legally non-conforming structure damaged 
or destroyed by fire or other accidental or natural cause, if 
substantially the form it had at the time of damage or des- 
truction or in any form if within applicable setback require- 
ments and not larger than previously, and if reconstruction is 
started within 24 months and completed within 36 months of the 
damage or destruction. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of the recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 102 as amended as follows: 

1) In item 2, delete the term “funeral home” at 3363 (b) to correct a 

codification error. In the footnote referenced to items (a) and (c) 
delete the word “either” to correct a typographical error. 

2) In item 3, delete the term “funeral home” at 3373 and 3383 (b) to 

correct a codification error. 

3) In item 8, delete paragraph 3463, which is made unnecessary by 

revisions to the basic recodification. 

4) Amend by deleting from the proposed zoning map the Marine 

District shown thereon in respect to a parcel of land located on 
Route 28 at the Child’s River, being a parcel now zoned for 
Business Use and inserting in lieu thereof Business 2 District. 
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6) Amend 16 (c) as reads: 
“if reconstruction is started within 12 months and completed 
within 24 months of the damage or destruction. 
to read: 
“if reconstruction from 24 months to start and completed within 
36 months of the damage or destruction.” 


FOR THE FOLLOWING REASONS: 

The Article amends the zoning by-law to include new regulations for 
commercial site development and to create three types of business dis- 
tricts in place of the existing business district. 

The net effect of this article is to provide for the first time a set of 
zoning districts which reflect the differences among Falmouth’s different 
areas, with requirements which will make little difference to the develop- 
ment capacity of any site, new or old, but which can make all commercial 
areas better places in which to do business by assuring against damaging 
development. 

The three new business districts are B-1 Central, B-2 Outlying and 
B-3 Limited. The B-1 district is proposed only for Falmouth Center and 
Woods Hole, and it is not anticipated that there will be any significant 
additions to this district. Unlike the proposed B-2 and B-3 districts, B-1 
is exempted from many of the proposed new rules for site development. 
This is because the properties in this district are already fully developed, 
and there is no possibility of providing the setbacks, buffers and open 
areas required by the proposed regulations. B-2 and B-3 differs in the 
types of uses allowed but not in the requirements for site development. 
The B-3 district is proposed for business development in Falmouth’s vil- 
lages or off major highways. The allowed uses in B-3 are restricted to 
those which will generate primarily local traffic or only a limited number 
of trips. The B-2 district provides locations for the most intense and 
large scale commercial uses and is proposed primarily for commercial 
areas along major highways. 

The proposed new controls on commercial site development which 
will apply to the B2-B3 and Industrial A districts and with modifications 
to the Industrial B district, include limits on building and paving cover- 
age and requirements for setbacks, lot size and plantings. Together with 
the proposed parking regulations (Article 103) which will apply to all 
districts, these controls are designed to insure that aside from the traffic 
generated, the impact of development will be handled on the site and 
visually buffered by open space and plantings. 

At the January public hearing, concern was expressed that the new 
requirements would be an undue hardship on existing businesses. Sub- 
sequently, the Board voted to modify this Article so that business proper- 
ties that are already substantially developed (30% coverage of lot area by 
buildings) will be allowed to expand without meeting the new require- 
ments for setbacks, lot coverage and plantings. It was also voted to 
grandfather from the lot size requirements, any existing lot in separate 
Ownership that would become undersized by the adoption of this 
amendment. Owners of smaller lots who had planned to develop them 
commercially, will not be prevented from doing so, because of their size. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 102 as amended. 

By a counted vote, 134 in favor, 27 against, the motion prevailed by 
the necessary two-thirds (2 /3), a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on April 4. 
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ARTICLE 103. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Falmouth 
Zoning By-Law by deleting section 5200 and substituting the following, 
or act otherwise in relation thereto. 


“5200 Parking Requirements. 


The following shall apply to all premises in all districts, except that 
it shall not apply until April 2, 1984 for uses allowed without a Special 
Permit on lots where 30% or more of lot area is covered by buildings 
lawfully in existence on April 2, 1979. 


“5210. Performance Requirement. Off-street parking must be pro- 
vided to service the net increase in parking demand created by new con- 
struction, additions, or change of use. Buildings, structures, and land 
uses in existence April 2, 1979 are not subject to these requirements so 
long as they are not enlarged or changed to increase their parking needs. 


“5220. Number of Spaces. The standards below must be met without 
counting any existing parking necessary for existing activities to meet 
these requirements. The additional parking required for a change of use 
or addition equals the parking requirements under Section 5230 for the 
premises as proposed minus either the parking requirement under Section 
5230 for the premises as existing, or the actual amount of existing parking 
retained, if greater. Requirements are added for mixed uses (e.g. both 
motel room and restaurant requirments would apply to a motel with 
restaurant). 


“5239. Special Permits. The required number of spaces may be reduced 
below that indicated below on Special Permit from the Board of Appeals, 
upon the Board’s determination that special circumstances, such as shared 
use of a parking lot by activities having different peak demand times, 
render a lesser provision adequate for all parking needs. For uses allow- 
ed only on Special Permit, the Special Permit Granting Authority may 
similarly require a larger number of spaces to be provided than indicated 
below if necessary to service anticipated demand.

5252. Surface. All required parking areas, except those serving 
single-family residences, shall be paved, unless exempted on special per- 
mit from the Board of Appeals for cases such as seasonal or periodic use 
where an alternative surface will prevent dust, erosion, water accumula- 
tion, or unsightly conditions. 


5253. Backing. Parking areas with five or more spaces shall be 
designed and located so that their use does not involve vehicles backing 
onto a public way. 


5254. Egress. There shall be not more than two driveway openings 
onto any street from any single premises unless each opening centerline 
is separated from the centerline of all other driveways serving 20 or more 
parking spaces, whether on or off the premises, by 200 feet (measured at 
the street line) if in a business district or by 300 feet if in any other 
district. No such opening shall exceed twenty-four (24) feet in width at 
the street line unless necessity of greater width is demonstrated by the 
applicant, and the opening is designed consistent with Massachusetts 
DPW regulations Section 10A-9 or subsequent revisions. No driveway 
sideline shall be located within twenty feet of the street line of an inter- 
secting way. All driveways serving five (5) or more parking spaces shall 
be constructed with a minimum edge radius of five (5) feet on both sides. 
All driveways serving 40 or more parking spaces must have not less than 
250 feet visibility in each travel lane entering a state-numbered or main- 
tained highway, and not less than 150 feet visibility on other streets. 


5255. Setbacks (Except Industrial “B’). No part of any private 
parking area having 5 or more spaces shall be located forward of an 
established building line, within a required front yard, or within five 
feet of any street or property line. Such setbacks shall provide visual 
screening through maintenance or planting of dense trees and shrubs or 
through land grading. 

5256. Industrial “B” Parking Lots. 

(a) No parking area shall be closer than 40 feet to the street line, 
nor closer than 25 feet to any other lot line. 
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(b) Six hundred (600) square feet of off-street parking shall be 
provided for each 1,000 square feet of floor area of any building 
erected on the premises. No single parking area shall extend 
for more than 150 feet in width; adjacent parking areas may be 
connected by a common access driveway, but each such parking 
area shall be separated from an adjacent parking area by not 
less than 10 feet of natural or planted area. 

(c) No loading area shall be constructed or maintained between the 
building and the street, and any such area, wherever located, 
shall be screened from the street. 


5257. Parking Lot Plantings. Parking lots containing 10 or more 
parking spaces shall have at least one tree per 8 parking spaces, such 
trees to be located either within the lot or within 5 feet of it. Such 
trees shall be at least 2” trunk diameter, with not less than 40 square feet 
of unpaved soil or other permeable surface area per tree. At least 5% of 
the interior of any parking lot having 25 or more spaces shall be main- 
tained with landscaping, including trees, in plots of at least four feet in 
width. Trees and soil plots shall be so located as to provide visual relief 
and sun and wind interruption within the parking area, and to assure 
safe patterns of internal circulation. 


5258. Bicycle Racks. For parking areas of forty or more spaces, 
bicycle racks facilitating locking shall be provided to accommodate one 
bicycle per twenty parking spaces required or fraction thereof.” 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. 


On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 103, as printed. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 103 as printed. 


By a counted vote, 143 in favor, 25 voted against, the motion pre- 
vailed by the necessary two-thirds (2/3), a quorum being present. 


This vote passed on April 3. 


ARTICLE 104. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Falmouth 
Zoning By-Law by inserting the following, and so record on the zoning 
map: 


“5500. Growth Phasing. 


“5510. Purpose. The purpose of Section 5500 Growth Phasing is to 
assure that growth, consistent with Massachusetts’ Growth Policy‘... 
shall be phased so that it will not unduly strain the community’s ability 
to provide facilities and services, so that it will be in keeping with the 
Community’s desired rate of growth. (from page 61, City and Town 
Centers, the Massachusetts Office of State Planning, September, 1977.) 


“5520. Basic Requirements. Whenever such will result in more than 
400 new dwelling units having been authorized townwide subsequent to 
the same date twelve months previous, issuance of building permits 
authorizing creation of dwelling units through new construction, addition, 
or conversion shall be allowed only under Special Permit granted by the 
Planning Board under Subsection 5530 unless exempted for one or more 
of these reasons: 


9521. That application is exempt from the provisions Under Section 
6, Ch. 40A, G.L. (“grandfather clause’) 
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5522. That applicant together with any other applicant organization 
in which he is a principal will have been authorized no more than 24 
dwelling units over a 24 month period. 

5523. The date of release from Growth Phasing has been reached for 
that lot or structure under a Development Schedule which has been sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Planning Board and recorded with the 
subdivision plan which creates the lot or the Special Permit authorizing 
the multi-family development. Submittal for such approval is optional 
with the developer. Planning Board approval of a Development Schedule 
shall be granted provided that (1) the schedule releases not more than 
25% of the potential dwelling units in the subdivision or multi-family 
development within the first two years following endorsement of appro- 
val, (2) in each year after the first the schedule adds to the released cate- 
gory not more than 12 1/2% of the total number of potential dwelling 
units in the subdivision or multi-family development, and (3) in the 
opinion of the Planning Board, the development sequence established by 
the schedule is not arbitrary or unreasonable. 


“5530. Development Phasing 

Applications for special permits for creation of dwelling units subject 
to this section shall be decided upon by the Planning Board in the first 
seven days of January, April, July, and October based upon comparative 
evaluation of all applications upon which hearings have been held during 
the previous 90 days, and upon the following point system. The Planning 
Board shall maintain such data as necessary to determine point scores. 
All applicants shall upon request by the Building Commissioner submit 
their estimates of points earned under each item, together with support- 
ing documentation and calculations. 


5531. All applications shall be ranked, based upon the following point 

system: 

(a) Ten (10) points minus points equalling the percent that average 
daily traffic on existing streets will be increased by the develop- 
ment* at the place of greatest increase (to a limit of ten (10) 
penalty points if the result is negative). 

(b) If to be serviced by town water, ten (10) points minus points 
equalling twice the percent that water system pressure of serv- 
icing lines will be reduced by the development at the worst 
point (to a limit of ten (10) penalty points if the result is nega- 
tive). 

(c) If to be serviced by town sewerage, ten (10) points minus points 
equalling the percentage of total capacity of any receiving sewer- 
age system element utilized by the development* at the worst 
point (to a limit of ten (10) penalty points if the result is nega- 
tive). 

(d) Ten (10) points minus points equalling 0.1 times the percent of 
tract area (other than reserved open space) located within the 
Water Resource Protection District. 

(e) Ten (10) points minus points equal to five times the number of 
straight-line miles, if any, by which the location is more than 
one mile from an existing fire station (no penalty points). 

(f) Ten (10) points minus points equal to 0.2 times the percentage 
of dwelling units in the development having more than two bed- 
rooms (no penalty points). 
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(g) Points (up to ten) equal to 0.1 times the percentage of develop- 
ment frontage 'on existing streets having removal of existing 
vegetation permanently prohibited for 200 or more feet depth. 

(h) Points (up to ten) equal to the percentage of tract area devel- 
oped for active recreation accessible to the general public. 

(i) Five (5) points for each time that a proposal on the same prem- 
ises has been ranked and denied under these provisions.

5532. Applications for Special Permit shall be granted, beginning 
with the highest ranked, until the quota for the quarter has been reached, 
except that no one applicant shall be authorized more than eighty dwell- 
ing units within any twelve month period if doing so would result in 
denial for other applicants. The quarterly quota shall equal one hun- 
dred dwelling units minus the number of dwelling units authorized dur- 
ing the preceeding quarter because of exemption under paragraph 5521, 
H522,,8Nnd 5023; 


5533. The Planning Board may grant a Special Permit departing 
from these scheduling requirements only upon its determination that 
such departure is essential to the feasibility of a development which 
serves salient local housing needs and is to be subsidized under a state 
or federal program for low or moderate income housing. 


“5540. Protection Against Zoning Change. The protection against sub- 
sequent zoning change granted to land in a subdivision by Section 6 of 
Chapter 40A, G.L. shall, in the case of a development whose completion 
has been constrained by a development schedule or permit refusal under 
Section 5500, be extended to eight years. 


“5500. Relation to Real Estate Tax Assessment. Any land owner vho has 
been denied a development permit because of these provisions may appeal 
to the Board of Assessors, in conformity with Section 59, G.L., for a 
determination as to the extent to which the temporary restriction on 
development use cf such land shall affect the assessed valuation placed 
on such land for purposes of real estate taxation, and for abatement as 
determined to be appropriate.’, or do or take any other action in this 
matter.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its reeommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption as amended as follows: 

1) Revise the first sentence of subsection 5520 so that it begins as 
follows: 

“Issuance of building permits authorizing creation of dwelling units 

through new construction, addition, or conversion shall be allowed 

only under Special Permit granted by the Planning Board unless that 
issuance will result in fewer than 400 new dwelling units having been 
authorized townwide since the same date one year earlier, or unless 
that application is exempted for one or more of these reasons:” This 
is to clarify language. 

2) Revise paragraph 5521 so that it begins: 

“9521. That land is exempt...” This is to follow parallel con- 
struction in 5522 and 5523. 
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3) Delete the first sentence of paragraph 5523 and substitute the follow- 
ing two sentences: 
“That lot or structure has previously been released from these re- 
strictions through a Planning Board approved Development Schedule. 
Such schedule shall establish the date of eligibility for building 
permit issuance for each lot or structure in the development, and 
shall be recorded with the subdivision plan which creates the lot or 
the Special Permit which authorizes the structure.” To clarify intent. 

4) Revise paragraph 5521 by adding the following sentence at the end 
thereof: 
“The Development Schedule may be revised from time to time if 
agreed to by all owners of lots involved and by the Planning 
Board.” To make sure that swapping release dates among lots will be 
possible. 

5) Delete subsection 5550. This has caused concern over possibility of 
property owners being misled. 


FOR THE FOLLOWING REASONS: 


This proposal would limit the rate at which large builders of new 
developments can complete their projects during peak building years. 
All other builders and all other times would generally be subject to no 
new limitations. Even under the most extreme circumstances, a builder 
would be allowed to complete his development in not less than eight 
years. 


The need for such control is clear. Only 5% of the communities in 
the state added more housing than Falmouth from 1970 through 1974. 
The town cannot reasonably maintain the capacity to service 800 new 
dwelling units authorized in a peak year (such as 1973) when in half of 
the years fewer than 400 new units are authorized. Those peak years 
strain the capacity of the town to carefully review plans, and to thought- 
fully arrange for necessary support services. 

The proposed Growth Phasing By-Law permits the planned, orderly 
future development of Falmouth over a period of time sufficient to permit 
the Town to plan for and cope with the demands imposed by such growth, 
without affecting the individual home builder. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 104 to the next town 
meeting.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled.

The purpose of this proposed revised By-law is to alleviate the con- 
cern that development of commercial accommodations may have a de- 
trimental impact in residential areas. This Article would control the im- 
pact of such development by placing new, substantially lower limits on 
the unit density allowed in different residential districts. With density 
reasonably restricted, the Planning Board believes that problems of 
traffic, sewerage disposal, noise and visual impact can be controlled. 


Also included in this section are limits on the size of buildings, park- 
ing lots and signs. The purpose of these restrictions is to insure that the 
scale of the commercial accommodations will be compatible with the 
surrounding residential neighborhood. 


After careful consideration of requests and suggestions made by 
members of the resort community, modifications have been made in the 
requirements for new accommodations. Reconstruction of existing ac- 
commodations in case of catastrophe, regardless on non-conformities, is 
guaranteed by Section 1222. (see 16. in Article 102).

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


HELD ON DECEMBER 12 & 13, 1979 
In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School on December 12, 1979 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the 
articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:55 o’clock p.m. by the Modera- 
tor George H. Lebherz, Jr. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 175 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. James R. Low, Associate Rector, 
St. Barnabas Episcopal Church, Falmouth. 


Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were 
no controversies or debate, or information desired, there would be one 
vote offered, which would adopt the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as 
shown in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which 
was in the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, 
it would be marked for further consideration by having the Town Meet- 
ing Member call out the word “hold” when such Article was called. 


The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles not marked 
“hold”, the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of 
reconsideration so that the action on these Articles could be reconsidered 
later by a motion to reconsider. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the recommen- 
dation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 

The Articles numbered 2, 3, 6, 7, 12, 13, 15, 22, 24, 25, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 
39, 43, 44, 45, 51, 52, 53, 54 and 56 were requested by the Town. Meeting 
Members as “hold” and were held for further reconsideration. 

The Articles numbered 1, 4, 5, 8, 9, 10, 11, 14, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 23, 
26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 40, 41, 42, 46, 47, 48, 49, 50, 55 and 57 were 
thereupon passed by the following vote applicable to all such Articles: 
On all Articles in the Warrant, except those ordered “hold”, the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee and in cases of Zoning Articles, the 
recommendation of the Planning Board is hereby adopted as the action 
of this Town Meeting. 
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Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice 
under the By-Law having to do with reconsideration of Articles that he 
would reconsider any and all Articles passed under the foregoing vote.

ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from avail- 
able funds a sum of money to be appropriately distributed by the Town 
Accountant to the accounts affected, for the purpose of paying unbud- 
geted fuel and power expenses incurred by various departments and com- 
mittees during the fiscal year 1980, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Finance Committee. 

VOTED, that the Town does transfer the sum of $55,143 from the Free 
Cash Account to be distributed by the Town Accountant to the accounts 
affected as follows, for the purpose of paying unbudgeted fuel and power 
expenses incurred during the fiscal year 1980:

The purpose of Section 5500 Growth Phasing is to 
assure that growth, consistent with Massachusetts’ Growth Policy 
shall be phased so that it will not unduly strain the community’s ability 
to provide facilities and services, so that it will be in keeping with the 
Community’s desired rate of growth.’ (from page 61, City and Town 
Centers, the Massachusetts Office of State Planning, September, 1977). 


“5520. Basic Requirements. Whenever such will result in more than 
400 new dwelling units having been authorized townwide subsequent to 
the same date twelve months previous, issuance of building permits au- 
thorizing creation of dwelling units through new construction, addition, 
or conversion shall be allowed only under Special Permit granted by the 
Planning Board under Subsection 5530 unless exempted for one or more 
of these reasons: 


5521. That application is exempt from these provisions under Section 
6, Ch. 40A, G.L. (“grandfather clause’’). 


5522. That applicant together with any other applicant organization in 
which he is a principal will have been authorized no more than 
24 dwelling units over a 24 month period. 

5523. The date of release from Growth Phasing has been reached for 
that lot or structure under a Development Schedule which has 
been submitted to and approved by the Planning Board and 
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recorded with the subdivision plan which creates the lot or the 
Special Permit authorizing the multi-family development. Sub- 
mittal for such approval is optional with the developer. Planning 
Board approval of a Development Schedule shall be granted pro- 
vided that (1) the schedule releases not more than 25% of the 
potential dwelling units in the subdivision or multi-family devel- 
opment within the first two years following endorsement of ap- 
proval. (2) in each year after the first the schedule adds to the 
released category not more than 12%% of the total number of 
potential dwelling units in the subdivision or multi-family de- 
velopment, and (3) in the opinion of the Planning Board, the 
development sequence established by the schedule is not arbitrary 
or unreasonable. 


“5530. Development Phasing. Applications for special permits for 
creation of dwelling units subject to this section shall be decided upon 
by the Planning Board in the first seven days of January, April, July, 
and October based upon comparative evaluation of all applications upon 
which hearings have been held during the previous 90 days, and upon 
the following point system. The Planning Board shall maintain such 
data as necessary to determine point scores. All applicants shall upon 
request by the Building Commissioner submit their estimate of points 
earned under each item together with supporting documentation and 
calculations. 


5531. All applications shall be ranked, based upon the following point 
system: 

(a) Ten (10) points minus points equalling the percent that 
average daily traffic on existing streets will be increased by 
the development at the place of greatest increase (to a limit 
of ten (10) penalty points if the result is negative). 

(b) If to be serviced by town water, ten (10) points minus points 
equalling twice the percent that water system pressure of 
servicing lines will be reduced by the development at the 
worst point (to a limit of ten (10) penalty points if the result 
is negative). 

(c) If to be serviced by town sewerage, ten (10) points minus 
points equalling the percentage of total capacity of any re- 
ceiving sewerage system element utilized by the development* 
at the worst point (to a limit of ten penalty points if result 
is negative). 

(d) Ten (10) points minus points equalling 0.1 times the percent 
of tract area (other than reserved open space) located within 
the Water Resource Protection District. 

(e) Ten (10) points minus points equal to five times the dis- 
tance, if any, by which the location is more than one mile 
from an existing fire station, distance measured in straight- 
line miles (no penalty points). 

(f) Ten (10) points minus points equal to 0.2 times the per- 
centage of dwelling units in the development having more 
than two bedrooms (no penalty points). 

(g) Points (up to ten) equal to 0.1 times the percentage of 
development frontage on existing streets having removal of 
existing vegetation permanently prohibited for 200 or more 
feet depth. 
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(h) Points (up to ten) equal to the percentage of tract area 
developed for active recreation accessible to the general 
public. 


(i) Five (5) points for each time that a proposal on the same 
premises has been ranked and denied under these provisions. 
*Including all development authorized subsequent to Janu- 

ary 1, 1979 on that and any contiguous land which has 
been the same ownership at any time subsequent to January 
1, 1979. 


5532. Applications for Special Permits shall be granted, beginning with 
the highest ranked, until the quota for the quarter has been 
reached, except that no one applicant shall be authorized more 
than eighty dwelling units within any twelve month period if 
doing so would result in denial for other applicants. The quart- 
erly quota shall equal one hundred dwelling units minus the num- 
ber of dwelling units authorized during the preceding quarter 
because of exemption under paragraphs 5521, 5522, and 5523. 


5533. The Planning Board may grant a Special Permit departing from 
these scheduling requirements only upon its determination that 
such departure is essential to the feasibility of a development 
which serves salient local housing needs and is to be subsidized 
under a state or federal program for low or moderate income 
housing. 


“5540. Protection Against Zoning Change. The protection against sub- 
sequent zoning change granted to land in a subdivision by Section 6 of 
Chapter 40A, G.L. shall, in the case of a development whose completion 
has been constrained by a development schedule or permit refusal under 
Section 5500, be extended to eight years. 


“5550. Relation to Real Estate Tax Assessment. Any land owner who 
has been denied a development permit because of these provisions may 
appeal to the Board of Assessors, in conformity with Chapter 59, G.L., 
for a determination as to the extent to which the temporary restriction 
on development use of such land shall affect the assessed valuation 
placed on such land for purposes of real estate taxation, and for abate- 
ment as determined to be appropriate.”

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“(c) In other districts for premises abutting or separated only by a 
road from a salt water body, great pond, or abutting state- 
numbered highway: lot area per guest unit shall be at least 
one-fifth of the lot area required at that location for a single- 
family dwelling. 

“(d) At other locations, lot area per guest unit shall be at least one- 
third of the lot area required at that location for a single- 
family dwelling. 

“(e) Lot area requirements may be reduced by the Board of Appeals 
for a boarding or lodging house which has been issued a lodg- 
ing house license for calendar years 1976 and/or 1977.” 

2. Amend Section 6200 Commercial Accommodations by adding the fol- 
lowing: 
“6240. Outside Business and Light Industrial Districts. 

The following shall apply to Commercial Accommodations at all loca- 

tions except within Business or Light Industrial Districts, unless 

in acting on the Special Permit the Board of Appeals determines 
that variations from these requirements is dictated by peculiarities of 
the site, and does not cause damage to the neighborhood. 

“6241. To minimize departure from domestic scale, no structure 
shall have a wall (or series of walls) longer than seventy feet 
unless broken by offsets of four feet or greater, and in no 
event shall any building dimension exceed 150 feet. 

“6242. There shall be no more than twenty guest units in a single 
structure. No parking area shall contain more than twenty 
parking spaces or be within twenty feet of another parking 
area. 

“6243. Not more than one sign exceeding 2 square feet shall be 
allowed and no such sign shall exceed 16 square feet, whether 
attached or standing.” 

Or do or take any other action in this matter.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department for the year 1979 received 10,032 
complaints from citizens compared to 10,020 in 1978. How- 
ever, service calls almost doubled from 4,483 in 1978 to 8,929 
in 1979. Noise complaints decreased from 1,285 to 1,096. 


Total court work handled has increased slightly from 
3,323 to 3,973 matters, while motor vehicle accident investiga- 
tions decreased from 1,437 to 1,375. In this figure there were 
8 fatal accidents. An increase of one over the 1978 figure. 


There were 1,034 adults arrested and charged with 2,745 
complaints in court, plus 722 motor vehicle offenses which 
were paid by mail. 10,212 parking tickets were issued during 
1979. 


However, 800 breaking and entering and 1,002 cases of 
vandalism remain one of the main concerns of the depart- 
ment. Figures indicate approximately 1/3 of the stolen pro- 
perty was recovered. One additional patrolman has temp- 
orarily been assigned to the detective division. House in- 
spection was started again this fall. 


Larceny by check also increased although recovery is sul 
above the national level. 


The “Rape Crisis” group was very active this year. 5 ar- 
rests and convictions were made. 


Narcotic violations increased again over the previous 
year. Cocaine and heroin showed an increase over last year. 
96 males and 6 females were arrested for narcotic violations 
compared to a total of 94 last year. 


Youth crime, larceny and burglary are estimated to ac- 
count for 75 to 80 percent of all crime committed in the 
Community. The juvenile officer has, as usual, been very 
busy with arrests, as well as conferences with youngsters and 
parents. It is hoped another juvenile officer can be added in 
1980 to more efficiently handle this most important class of 
offenders, and more effectively cope with this tremendous 
burden of work. 


The Safety Officer conducted both classroom instruction 
and assemblies on pedestrian, bus, bicycle, playground, and 
water safety as well as drills on school bus evacuation in con- 
junction with the School Transportation Department. These 
drills are conducted in accordance with mandatory State 
Laws. 


Early childhood traffic education, The Beltman Safety 
program (to promote use of seat belts), Halloween Safety pro- 
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gram, special crime prevention programs on shoplifting, school 
and community vandalism and FOOS programs were sucess- 
fully presented. 


There have been 325 additional bicycles registered bring- 
ing the total registered to 2,316 since the inception of this pro- 
gram. Of 213 stolen bicycles, 128 were recovered, 49 were re- 
turned to owners and 29 auctioned. One was discarded 
because of extensive damage and 49 are presently in storage. 


Nine adult female crossing guards continue to protect 
school children at designated school and street crossing 
areas. Student Safety Patrol members were awarded Gold 
Pin Safety Awards by the AAA and enjoyed their annual out- 
ing at Sealand, Brewster, Massachusetts through the courtesy 
of Falmouth Elks Lodge #2380. 


All members of the Department have received training in 
a variety of subjects including firearm training, first aid, 
breathalizer operation, radar operation, criminal and motor 
vehicle law changes and updates, a class was also conducted 
by the Barnstable County Mental Health Officials on the care 
and handling of mental patients and alcoholics. 


The Auxiliary Police Officers program is very active at 
this time and a membership drive is now in progress. Our 
appreciation to all members for their dedicated service and 
assistance whenever called upon during the past year. 


As a result of the policy set to have all special officers 
certified by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training 
Council prior to exercising police power, the quality of summer 
and special officers has been upgraded with gratifying results. 
A campaign has been started in colleges offering law courses to 
make students aware of the required examination and the 
possibilities of summer employment opportunities. 


During 1979 five (5) officers transferred out of this De- 
partment and into other departments. Three transferred to 
the Metropolitan District Police Department and two to the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. One officer resigned to accept 
employment elsewhere. Allowing latral transfers to other de- 
partments of young newly trained officers is a costly practice 
which must be discouraged. A new policy has been instituted 
whereby an officer must serve the Town for at least five years 
after his permanent appointment before a request for trans- 
fer will be considered. 


A second clerk has been assigned to the central records 
department to alleviate the work load and better serve the 
community. Copies of accident reports, records, FID permits 
etc. are now available six days a week Monday through Satur- 
day. 
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A new fully equipped Harley Davidson motorcycle was ac- 
quired at no cost to the town, on a grant from the Governor’s 
Law Enforcement Agency. Also a breathalyzer machine was 
purchased with the Governor’s Law Enforcement Agency re- 
imbursing the town $1,000.00 of the purchase price. 


Patrolman John Busby was ambushed while on his way to 
work on August 31, 1979. He has since had surgery and bone 
reconstruction work done and is progressing nicely, although 
more surgery will be required in 1980. 


Patrolman Craig Clarkson, a trained E.M.T., was one of 
the first officers at the scene on the night of the shooting. He 
was presented with an award of “Meritorious Service” for as- 
sisting Officer Busby. He controlled the bleeding and breath- 
ing until the Rescue Squad arrived. The department is also 
grateful to the Albert Santiago Jr. family for their kindness 
and assistance during this emergency. 


Chief John L. Ferreira, a graduate of the F.B.I. Academy, 
retired after nearly 30 years of dedicated service to the town, 
the last 17 years as Chief of Police. The Department has 
grown considerably and the present Police Station was plan- 
ned and built during his years as Chief. 


In closing I would like to thank the citizens, merchants, 
Board of Selectmen, and all other town agencies and com- 
mittees for their assistance and support and request their 
continued cooperation.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This was a year of many major fires for the fire depart- 
ment. Two of these were the fire at Jenkins’ Funeral Home 
on February 18, and the fire at the Nimrod Club on March 2. 
A rash of arson fires in the Falmouth Harbor area occupied 
the department during June and July. These fires are still 
under investigation. 


A suspicious fire at an unoccupied home on Boxberry Hill 
Road could have had disastrous consequences. One minute 
after arrival of the department, three fighters were thrown 
to the ground by exploding L. P. Gas tanks which traveled 
through the air as far as 160 feet. Fortunately no one was 
seriously injured; but it brought the always present threat of 
injury or death forcibly to our attention. The person who 
willfully sets a fire rarely foresees that he creates a hazardous 
situation for those who must extinguish the fire. 


There was an increase in the number of motor vehicles 
maliciously burned during 1979 — many to Cee the insur- 
ance companies. 


Under the direction of Senior Diver Robert Weeks and 
his assistant Edward Denton, the Scuba team has expanded 
from two to eight members. They have participated in sev- 
eral searches this year, one of which unfortunately involved 
the accidental drowning of a local man in Jenkins Pond on 
September 22. 


Robert Williams was appointed E.M.S. Supervisor and 
assumed his duties on July 1, 1979. This provides direction to 
One Of our most active services to the town. 


The new Maxim pumping engine for headquarters, En- 
gine #21, was delivered on March 15, 1979 and it is anticipated 
that the annual 1980 Town Meeting will appropriate funds 
for a new Engine #23 in North Falmouth. This will complete 
the modernization of our major pieces of apparatus. 


A final inspection of the New East Falmouth Fire Station 
- was held on December 21, 1979, and it is expected to be opera- 
tional early in January 1980. 


An important step was taken by the town when it adopted 
Section 26C of Chapter 148 at the Special Town Meeting on 
December 12, 1979. This provides for a system of smoke and 
heat detectors in motels, hotels and lodging houses to protect 
the lives of our many transients during their stay in Fal- 
mouth. This program will be administered by Fire Prevention 
Officer Richard Garneau.

FIRE DEPARTMENT BUILDING 
& LOCATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Fire Department Building and Locations Committee 
held a total of 25 regular and special meetings during 1979. 


Selectman Eric Turkington was appointed to this com- 
mittee to replace George Pinto. The committee is grateful to 
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Mr. Pinto for his faithful and productive tenure on this com- 
mittee. 


The 1979 Annual Town Meeting voted $570,000.00 to build 
the proposed new East Falmouth Fire Station and Apparatus 
Repair Shop. The general contract was awarded to Teutonic 
Construction Corporation of Hyannis, Massachusetts, who was 
low bidder. 


Work progressed throughout the summer and fall to a 
point where a general inspection of the building was con- 
ducted on December 21, 1979 by the committee. It is expected 
that the building will be accepted as substantially complete 
soon after the first of the year. 


This fire station and apparatus repair shop will be a great 
asset to the Fire Department and the East Falmouth area. 
The committee wishes to thank Mr. Dieter Sigl, Architect; 
Mr. Howard Williams, Clerk of the Works; Mr. Louis Teutoni- 
co, General Contractor; Subcontractors, volunteers who don- 
ated time and talent and especially the taxpayers of the town 
who made this building possible.

FOREST WARDEN 


The Forest Warden’s Department responded to a total of 
123 grass and brush fires and 12 investigations relative to 
brush fires. 


The ¥979 Annual Town Meeting voted $54,935.00 for a new 
intermediate brush breaker for the town. The contract was 
awarded to the Farrar Company, Inc., of Woodville, Massa- 
chusetts, and it is anticipated we will have it for the spring 
brush fire season in 1980. 


At my request, the Finance Committee has approved 
combining the Forest Warden’s budget with the Fire Depart- 
ment budget effective July 1, 1980. This will streamline the 
administration and accounting for both departments. 


However, the position of Forest Warden and the positions 
of Deputy Forest Wardens should be continued because certain 
state laws pertain specifically to the authority and duties of 
these positions.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


This is my initial report for Civil Defense having been 
appointed Director in July 1979 with Pasquale Imbriano as 
Assistant Director. 

I have appointed the following Staff Officers: Radio- 
logical Defense, Operations, Medical, Transportation, Public 
Information and Shelter Manager. Each of these positions 
are held by two Civil Defense members in the event one per- 
son is not available. At present there are 49 Sworn in mem- 
bers. More help is needed in all phases of Civil Defense 
Operation. Meetings are held the lst Monday of each month 
in the Emergency Operation Center of Falmouth Town Hall. 
The public is invited to attend these meetings. 


The Falmouth Citizens Radio League is continuing to Sell 
refreshments at various civic functions to assist in purchas- 
ing equipment for the Civil Defense van which was paid for 
by donations from private individuals and other civic minded 
organizations. At present the van has two-way communica- 
tion on Falmouth Fire Alarm, Barnstable County Fire Net- 
work, Barnstable County Police, Falmouth Police, 2 meter 
Amateur Radio, Citizens Band, Marine, and members have 
voted to purchase a two-way radio to be used on the Ameri- 
can Red Cross frequency. 


The Civil Defense van made 92 runs this past year in 
support of the Fire Department, mutual aid, and various civic 
events, including road races in the area. Last Summer the 
Plymouth Police Department requested our Civil Defense unit 
as a Support unit to assist in the Pilgrim Plant demonstration. 


The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association has taken 
over communications, assisted by the Falmouth Citizens 
Radio League and when needed, the Falmouth Courtesy 
Group assisted. 


The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association has been con- 
ducting classes in amateur radio for the general public. Fal- 
mouth Citizens Radio League has 2 Red Cross Instructors, and 
3 CPR Instructors who have been conducting classes during 
the year. The following courses have been taken by CD mem- 
bers: 8 Shelter Managers, 11 Radiological Monitors, 1 Radio- 
logical Defense Officer, and 3 Emergency Medical Technicians. 
Two more have been chosen to take the EMT course in Febru- 
ary 1980. One person is scheduled to take the Radiological 
Monitor Instructors course in March 1980. 

In closing, I would like to thank the members of the Fal- 
mouth Amateur Radio Association, Falmouth Citizens Radio 
League, Falmouth Courtesy Group, and the general public for 
their cooperation.

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AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


Since May 1, 1979 when the newest ambulance was put 
into service, the town of Falmouth has been covered by two 
Class I rescue vehicles. Both ambulances are equipped with 
increasingly sophisticated equipment, such as telemetry, 
which enables the Advanced E.M.T.’s to transmit a copy of the 
patient’s heart rhythm to the emergency room physician for 
further lifesaving instructions if necessary. The ambulances 
are manned by any two to three of the eight Advanced E.M.T.’s 
and twenty E.M.T.’s who are Supervised by Advanced E.M.T. 
Robert Williams, appointed to the supervisory position in 
April. 


Mr. Williams is Falmouth’s first Emergency Medical Ser- 
vice (E.M.S.) supervisor and is currently the only one on Cape 
Cod. Since his appointment, Williams has prepared a manual 
of standard operation procedures, taken charge of all of the 
ambulance business, supervised and evaluated the men and 
provided inservice programs to enable the E.M.T.’s and Ad- 
vanced E.M.T.’s to meet requirements for license renewal. 


Recently Advanced E.M.T. Alden Cook successfully passed 
the National Registry of Paramedics exam, thus becoming 
Falmouth’s first nationally registered Paramedic. 


The Falmouth Fire Department has been on its own radio 
frequency since spring, thus becoming one of the last depart- 
ments on the Cape to get off the county frequency. 


A “Life Pak 5” defibrillator, which is considerably smaller 
in size and weight than the Life Pak 4, was purchased and is 
in use. A second ‘“‘Life Pak 5” is being requested in next year’s 
budget in an effort to standardize the equipment of both am- 
bulances. 


At the December town meeting a rate increase for ambu- 
lance service was approved. The bas rate went from $25.00 to 
$35.00 plus $2.00 per loaded mile, formerly $1.00 per loaded 
mile. This brings the Falmouth ambulance charges closer to 
those of other departments and acceptable to third-party 
billing. 

The Ambulance Committee is looking forward to housing 
the second ambulance at the new East Falmouth Fire station, 
thus providing more efficient rescue service to that area of 
town which has shown rapid growth during recent years.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth Bikeways Committee met 10 times during 
the 1979 calendar year. Edgar Center and Philip Choate were 
elected Co-Chairmen, 


During the storm of January 29, 1979, the Shining Sea 
Bikeway was badly damaged in the Trunk River area. Ap- 
proximately 2,000 feet was damaged. Permanent repairs from 
the previous winter’s storm has not been completed pending 
approval of the State D.P.W. funds. Starting early in July 
the Pilgrim Contracting Co. of Plymouth which won the 
$62,000 contract began work. This work was successfully com- 
pleted in September. Thanks to the efforts of Nathan Ellis, 
D.P.W. Director, we were able to keep the Bikeway open most 
of this time. 


The Steamship Authority was most cooperative in their 
efforts in striping the bike path through their parking lot. 


Mr. Warren Saas was appointed to our Committee re- 
placing Mrs. Maureen Northern who resigned after many 
years of faithful service. 


We are now looking into establishing Class 3 Bikeways 
throughout the Town.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission held 59 wetlands hearings 
for piers and docks, for fences and for filling or altering land 
at or near fresh waters, shores, and inland and coastal swamps 
areas, and for proposed destruction of protective vegetation. 
Requests were made for emergency repairs to seawalls and 
groins, and to both new riprap and riprap replacements made 
necessary by the winter storms and the bad icing problems of 
previous winters. For these and for related matters, inspec- 
tions were made and often repeated, and letters forwarded to 
cover emergency repairs where property was being eroded 
along the shore or was in danger of severe damage. In other 
cases inspections were carried out to determine whether its 
orders were being properly executed. In several instances site 
visits were made to establish whether the work requested 
actually required a wetland hearing. 


Great procedural help was afforded the Conservation 
Commission by the passage of the Town of Falmouth Wet- 
lands Protection By-Law, approved by the voters as Article 
32 at the 1979 Annual Town Meeting, and approved by At- 
torney General Francis X. Bellotti on August 16, 1979. The 
purpose of this by-law is to protect the foreshores and wet- 
lands of the Town of Falmouth by controlling activities 
deemed to have a significant effect upon wetland values. 


The Conservation Officer and his Department with the 
aid of C.E.T.A. personnel have continued to clear trails, put 
up signs, patrol, selectively remove brush, add to previous 
plantings of evergreen and deciduous seedlings and perform 
other aspects of good housekeeping in the Beebe Woods Con- 
servation Area and in other Town Conservation Areas. 


In addition, the Conservation Officer and his staff were 
invaluable in helping to oversee proper applications of the 
Conservation Commission’s “Orders of Conditions”. There was 
noticeably increased interest in the Town’s Conservation 
Areas as indicated by the growing number of visitors to them 
during the year. 


One member resigned from the Conservation Commission 
during the past year. The members of the Commission for 
themselves and for the Town express deep appreciation and 
grateful thanks for the continued interest, valued contribu- 
tions and long service rendered by Kenneth Andrews and it 
wishes him well in his future endeavors. From the applicants 
for replacement on the Commission the appointee was Marcel 
Kistin, a person with interest and experience in its work and 
an individual who has already made significant contributions 
during his brief tenure. Late in the year, the Commission was 
very pleased to welcome John Gibbons, a long time resident 
of Falmouth, as an associate member. 
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Three offers of donations of land for conservation pur- 
poses for the Town were accepted, and in a similar number of 
different cases, conservation easements were also accepted. 
The Falmouth Conservation Commission actively worked for 
the designation of Waquoit Bay as an Area of Critical En- 
vironmental Concern (ACEC), part of the State Coastal Zone 
Management Program. 


The cranberry bog operations are progressing well; the 
Conservation Commission is well satisfied with the way they 
are being handled, and the Town is gaining income while at 
the same time maintaining a local industry. The major re- 
building in the John Parker Road bog started four years ago 
is continuing to show good results. 


The Conservation Commission is tremendously grateful 
for the help and the cooperation it has received during the 
year from other departments of the Town. As Chairman, I 
would like to take this opportunity to express my deep ap- 
preciation to my colleagues on the Commission for their 
enthusiasm, cooperation, interest and assistance often be- 
yond the call of duty during 1979.

CONSERVATION OFFICER 


A total of 4,168 sporting, hunting, fishing, shellfishing 
and trapping licenses were examined by this department, a 
considerable increase over last year, aS more people are out 
working for wildlife and shellfish to supplement their food 
budget. I feel that this will increase considerably during 1980. 


The annual restocking of our reclaimed ponds, namely, 
Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet was completed, as was the 
restocking of the Coonamessett, Childs and Quashnet Rivers. 
Species and numbers stocked were: rainbow trout 8,450, brown 
trout 500, brook trout 1,800 were stocked this year. Pheasant 
1,728, Bobwhite Quail 1,920 were stocked in State and Town 
owned properties that are still huntable areas. Our native 
ruffled grouse, squirrel and quail population still continues to 
increase in excellent manner. The mild winters and abundant 
food supply are the real reason for the increase. 


Our Conservation Officers are required to assist the Dog 
Officer as part of their normal duties. The combined effort 
appears to be working rather well. 674 dogs were picked up in 
violation of our restraining laws. 58 dogs were injured by 
vehicles. 76 dogs were killed by vehicles. The department also 
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handled 341 domestic animal investigations and complaints 
(horses, cattle, hogs, etc.) for the Board of Health Agent. We 
also picked up 449 dead birds and animals off of the highways 
and disposed of same. 


Assistant Conservation Officer Robert Chausse again was 
assigned the domestic animal survey for the Board of Health 
Agent, aS required yearly for tax purposes. This survey act- 
ually requires about two months of work. 


7 deer were killed by vehicles; one doe and six bucks. 

11 deer were killed by hunters; two doe and nine bucks. 

3 deer were drowned, chased by house dogs. 

3 deer were killed illegally. 

41 raccoons were removed (live trapped) from dwellings. 

7 opossum were live trapped from gardens. 

52 skunks were live trapped from homes. 

6 snakes were removed from dwellings. 

518 investigations were completed (fish and wildlife). 

1,648 building sites (permits) were checked and re-checked prior to is- 

suance of building permits for wetlands. 

56 questionable permits were referred to the Conservation Commission for 

examination prior to issuance. 

609 wetlands investigations were completed with six violations, and eigh- 

teen cease and desist orders issued. 

29 wetlands investigations were completed for the Board of Selectmen. 

33 wetlands investigations were completed for the Building Commissioner.

Shellfishing, no permit, 
first offense 11 turned over to Shellfish 
In addition: 
16 stolen vehicles were found in woodlands 
113 injured birds taken care of 
93 injured animals taken care of 
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7 drinking parties — public property — dispersed 
5 drinking parties — private property — dispersed 


Additional duties performed by our department are as 
follows: 


Policing and patrolling seven days a week all shellfish areas 
for the shellfish warden, including court action concerning 
same. Patrolling and policing Goodwill Park, Town Forest and 
gravel packed well sites for the DPW and Water Department. 
Patrolling all Conservation Commission acquired property and 
property under easements of same, including Beagle Club and 
Rod and Gun Club properties, Salt Pond Bird Sanctuaries 
property. 


Special Projects: 

1. Due to extreme acidity twelve tons of lime was spread 
into Deep Pond and fourteen tons of lime was spread into 
Mares Pond; this process to insure that the water will not be 
too acid in nature and the trout restocked will be in much 
better condition. 


2. Our department also planted 1,800 Seedling trees in 
Beebe Woods, Coonamessett Valley, and the Chapaquoit Wild- 
life Sanctuary for the Conservation Commission. This is a 
continuing process on a yearly basis, and a very good project 
in my opinion. 

3. We also live trap small mouth bass from Long Pond 
and with small mouth bass, supplied by the State Department 
of Natural Resources, a total of 300 were put into other ponds 
where fishing is permitted. 


Our Department traveled 78,659 miles answering com- 
plaints, dog patrols, investigations, deer jacking and deer dog- 
ging patrols, pheasant, quail, waterfowl stocking and surveys; 
waterfowl feeding during heavy ice conditions, inspection of 
building sites for wetlands, all other wetlands investigations, 
checking of all permits issued for docks, rip-rapping, jetties, 
repairing and restoring old sea walls, etc., as approved by the 
Board of Selectmen and Conservation Commission. 


At this time I wish to thank all of the members of my de- 
partment who under the supervision of David Cusolito, Assist- 
ant Conservation Officer, performed their duties with such 
excellence and under very trying conditions, while I was off 
for four months due to illness, they truly proved that I had 
picked the right men for the jobs. I am deeply proud of them, 
and justifiably so. 


My sincere thanks go to the Board of Selectmen for their 
kind patience and understanding of the many and varied as- 
pects of the department’s work and all of the other officers in 
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our town who assisted the department whole heartedly during 
my absence, I am indeed deeply grateful. Hopefully, during 
1980 we will all continue to work with the same determination 
and spirit which makes Falmouth such a truly wonderful 
place to live, work and enjoy.

TOWN INFORMATION & CLERICAL CENTER 


The Town Information and Clerical Center has provided 
services to the forty-five governmental bodies of the Town, 
preparing reports, minutes, correspondence, budgets, mailings 
and all other secretarial needs. 


Five hundred eighty-five meetings were held by the 
Boards, Committees and Commissions of the Town and Secre- 
taries for the Center covered two hundred twenty-five of 
these meetings for the recording of minutes in compliance 
with Mass. General Laws, Ch. 303. 


Under the State Wetlands Act and the Town Wetlands 
Protection By-law, the Clerical Center provided secretarial 
services to the Conservation Commission in the preparation 
and execution of the data required. 


The Town Moderator appointed three new Committees at 
Town Meeting: Insurance Committee (SPTM Apr. Art. 4); 
Historical Commission (ANTM Art. 18); Financial Adminis- 
tration Committee (SPTM Dec. Art. 2). The following Com- 
mittees were discharged having accomplished their purpose: 
Disposal Area Comm., Growth Policy Comm., Revaluation 
Comm., Swimming Pool Comm., Town Insurance Comm. and 
the Warrant Comm. 


The Board of Selectmen appointed three new Commit- 
tees: Affirmative Action Comm., Handicapped Comm. and 
Traffic Study Comm. The Cablevision Committee was dis- 
charged. 


The D.P.W. Commissioners appointed the Sewer Advisory 
Committee at their meeting on May 9, 1979. 


The Clerical Center wishes to thank all those it has served 
for their cooperation and support.

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HARBOR MASTER 


This has again been a busy and productive year for your 
Harbor Master. The following is a brief review of the past 
year. 


New Harbor Regulations 


Over the years it has become very evident that the exist- 
ing harbor regulations, some dating back to the turn of the 
century, are no longer applicable. The changing times have 
brought about a tremendous increase in the use of our water- 
ways, from a recreational point of view as well as com- 
mercial fishing, and demand an updating of the regulations. 
Therefore, your Harbor Master, with a review by the Water- 
ways Committee and the general public at open meetings, has 
prepared a new Bylaw to be presented to Town Meeting for 
their action. 


Boat Excise Tax 


The Commonwealth in an effort to make the tax on the 
ownership of boats more equitable, instituted a new excise 
tax to be collected by the towns with all of the tax going to the 
town and mandated that 50% of the monies shall be spent for 
waterway improvements. This should make it possible to put 
boating money back where it belongs, to benefit the boating 
public. 


Great Harbor Wharf, Woods Hole 


A grant of money has been obtained and an engineering 
firm has been engaged to study the present condition of the 
wharf and the potential to expand it for commercial fishing 
operations. 


Megansett Harbor 


The pier, float and outhaul system in this harbor was 
completed this year before the boating season and proved to 
be a popular and much needed addition. 


Bourne’s Pond Inlet 


The Commonwealth’s matching funds for the improve- 
ment of the Bourne’s Pond Inlet still are evading us. A new 
cost/effectiveness study is underway at this time, and hope- 
fully this will result in some suitable changes, if required, to 
get this project going in 1980. 


Eel Pond Inlet, Menauhant 


Some years ago, at the request of your Harbor Master a 
study was initiated by the Army Corps of Engineers to develop 
a plan to correct the shoaling problems of this inlet. For a 
year your Harbor Master, with the able assistance of Gil 
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Wright, Brud Sellers, and Lane Fuller, collected data for the 
A.C.E.’s computer. My thanks to them. The A.C.E. advises 
that a plan could be ready in another year for consideration 
by the town. 


Wild Harbor 


The area adjoining the bulkhead was dredged and a sur- 
vey disclosed the need for replacing the tie-back system sup- 
porting some of the bulkhead. Hopefully, repairs can be made 
to this bulkhead and that sufficient funds will be available at 
the next dredging to transport the spoils to the town beaches. 


Vandalism and Derelicts 


Vandalism and theft of private and Harbor Master De- 
partment property is still a large problem and perhaps some 
action in the future can be worked out to stop or reduce 
them. Derelicts still end up on our shores and require time, 
effort and money to remove them. 


Moorings 
Over the last few years, much time and effort has been 
devoted to assembling pertinent data concerning the moorings 
in the waterways of the town. 


The mooring master plan I have developed and have 
been working at consists briefly of the following: (1) Regis- 
stration of all moorings in the waters of the town and this has 
been accomplished. (2) Establishment of a fee and setting 
up the mechanism for it, and this is functioning smoothly. 
(3) Enforcement of the mooring system and quick, effective 
enforcement requires that some of the income from moorings 
be used for this purpose. Without funding it becomes a long 
and slow process utilizing the limited resources now available. 


In spite of general softness in business throughout the 
Cape, due mostly to the reduction in fuel supply and the fear 
of long distance boaters that fuel would not be available to 
return home, I am happy to report that again the income 
derived from our waterways exceeded last year. This depart- 
ment devoted many hours assisting stranded boaters, dewater- 
ing vessels, removing derelicts, patrolling harbors, educating 
young boaters, searching for overdue boats and maintaining 
aids to navigation. The year 1979 can go into the records as 
another busy and successful waterways year. Thanks to all 
who have contributed to this success.

A total of 13,200 miles were patrolled by me in both car 
and boat. I logged 73 first offense violators while examining 
permit holders and their catches. Two men had their shellfish 
permits suspended. All violators returned their catches to the 
shellfish grounds under my supervision.

Project No.1 Quahaug Transplant 

Beginning on the sixth day of May and ending June 24, 
1979 I planted 1,579 bushels of parent stock quahaugs into 
Great Pond for the purpose of propagating the species. On 
August 16 and 28, 1979, a total of 300,000 seed quahaugs sized 
from 4 mm. to 5 mm. were purchased from Cultured Clams 
Corporation and planted onto our rafts. At this writing all 
quahog transplants are doing fine. 


Project No.2 Shellfish Survey 

My Shellfish survey for 1979 has been completed. The 
following is a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known 
source:

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Project No.3 Oysters 


On May 15 and 20, 1979, thirty-five bushels of oysters 
were purchased from the Waquoit Bay Shellfish Corporation. 
An additional five bushels were donated at no charge by Olin 
J. Kelley, its president. These oysters were used as parent 
stock and planted into our waters for the purpose of propa- 
gating the species. 


Fifty cultch bags filled with scallop shells were set out 
into Herring River on June 14, 1979 for the purpose of trapping 
seed oysters. I wish to report that we did get a set on these 
Shells and they are doing fine on the raft. Mr. Arthur Rapoza 
donated the scallop shells to the Town and the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries sent a man to work along with 
me on this project. 


Project No.4 Pollution 


On July 25, 1979, a small nuisance oil spill of about fifty 
gallons took place in Falmouth Inner Harbor. I am organizing 
an “oil spill contingency plan” for our town. I hope to com- 
plete this plan soon. 


A fish kill took place on August 8, 1979 in Great Pond. The 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries were notified and 
the Cape and Islands Area Team came down to observe condi- 
tions in this troubled pond. 


Project No.5 Aid for Alewives 


Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs 
throughout the Town assuring safe passage of alewives to and 
from their spawning grounds. The Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries was kind enough to restock alewives in sev- 
eral Falmouth ponds. Wings Pond was stocked with 2,900 ale- 
wives, Cedar Lake with 1,000, Weeks Pond with 1,900 and Mill 
Pond with 1,200 alewives. On April 17, 1979, 1,100 adult ripe 
smelt were put into Coonamessett River. Hopefully, the re- 
population of these species will increase the value of said 
fisheries. With the help of the Falmouth D.P.W., a little park 
was made at the Coonamessett herring run. Weeks Pond was 
put back into shape. A word of thanks go to our Boy Scouts, 
our fresh water anglers clubs and our townspeople who have 
taken great pride in this fisheries by helping to Keep our 
streams safe and clean. 


Project No.6 Dredge and Fill 

_ Anon the spot check of dredge and fill projects and docks 
were reviewed by me and members of the Massachusetts Di- 
vision of Marine Fisheries at the request of the Board of 
Selectmen. We feel that this works out well for both the town 
and state. 
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On August 26, 1978, the taking of soft-shelled clams was 
prohibited throughout the Town due to a substantial popula- 
tion of seed clams under two inches in size. By September 8, 
1979, the soft-shelled clams had grown with a fair supply of 
two inch legal size clams well distributed and once again, soft- 
shelled clams coud be harvested in Famouth. 


Destruction of the soft-shelled clams by waterfowl prey- 
ing on them has taken a toll in some areas. A 100’ by 100’ test 
plot was set aside in Perch Pond to test the destruction of the 
soft-shelled clams. A 13’ by 75’ plastic screening was laid out 
covering a section in the control area in order to protect the 
clams under from the waterfowl. It was noted after a year 
that the protected plot came through fine with about 15 clams 
per square foot. The unprotected area was almost totally de- 
pleted with a loss of about 133 bushels valued at $3,990. 


Preliminary investigations of local populations of the bay 
scallop got under way in Waquoit Bay thanks to a Sea Grant 
project. Dr. David A. Ross, Sea Grant coordinator, and I are 
in hope that a new project entitled “Seeding program for the 
bay scallop: comparison of local bays” will be funded. The 
proposed research will investigate three local bays in Fal- 
mouth — Waquoit Bay, West Falmouth Harbor, and Green 
Pond — as potential areas for seeding the bay scallop along 
with other factors relating to the growth, etc., of the bay 
scallop. 


A study of the marine resources of the Waquoit Bay — 
Kel Pond estuary was initiated in June 1967 and terminated in 
May 1968. I am in hope that the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries will restudy this estuary and the findings 
will be compared with those of the 1968 study. The compre- 
hensive information concerning the value of the fisheries 
in this estuary will be of great value now and in the future. 


The Massachusetts Secretary of Environmental Affairs, 
Mr. John A. Bewick, designated in December 1979 the Waquoit 
Bay area as an “Area of Critical Environmental Concern.” 


I am requesting a special permit from the Division of 
Marine Fisheries to transplant contaminated quahaugs out of 
Falmouth Harbor and Eel Pond in Woods Hole for the purpose 
of propagating and natural depuration in clean waters. 


The entrance to Bourne’s Pond was dug out again and I 
hope that some day soon the problems will be corrected to.the 
Town’s satisfaction. 


Let us all devote our work and wisdom to make our en- 
vironment a lot more useful. Thank you for letting me serve 
you.

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WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


I can report that for the 17th consecutive year there will 
be no deficit assessment against the taxpayers of Falmouth 
as a result of Steamship Authority operations. 


In the decade of the 1970’s alone, national inflation has 
risen more than 100 percent. It follows that each of our 
citizens has seen his or her cost of living more than double in 
a mere 10 years and it follows, too, that inflation’s brunt has 
fallen heavily on our local government, affecting every plan 
and good intention of those who govern us locally. 


The Steamship Authority has not been the cause of a 
Single cent of increase — for 17 years altogether — in taxation 
on our community’s people or on the families of the Islands. 


In that light, the Steamship Authority has been a truly 
remarkable instrument. It needs to be pointed out again that 
this performance amazed the U.S. Department of Transpor- 
tation whose researchers, two years ago, could find no other 
public transportation body in the entire nation that wasn’t 
at the public subsidy trough yearly; and that even an enter- 
prise such as Air New England annually receives some $4.7 
million in Federal Aid. 


As I began outlining this report a day or so ago, I re- 
ceived word that the Steamship Authority completed 1979 
with a net income from operations of $39,747.87 — a slim 
four-tenths of one percent of total income from operations. 


Other ‘‘bottom line” statistics for 1979: the total number 
of passengers carried was 1,470,232 (up 3.6 percent) and the 
total number of automobiles carried was 237,170 (up 2.7 per- 
cent). 


But before those “‘bottom line” figures were reached there 
were very deep worries that the Steamship Authority would 
not get through the year without plunging into an operating 
loss in the neighborhood of $300,000.00. 


Just as local government, local businesses and local homes 
came under the heaviest onslaught of inflation since price 
controls ended right after World War II, so did that pressure 
bear on the Steamship Authority. In fact, inflation might 
have hit the Steamship Authority even harder because our 
expenses are in the highest of the high-inflation categories: 
fuel costs, labor costs and the cost of ship repair. 


As if 13.3 percent inflation (the national rate for 1979) 
wasn’t enough, we were among the earliest victims of 1979’s 
gas-line shortage and the fears of the entire motoring public 
to venture too far from home. 
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On May 18th, 1979, we learned the Steamship Authority 
was $1,663,000 in the red in its operating budget for the year — 
a startling figure in itself but one not too far off from that 
anticipated for that time of year, considering the fact that 
the Steamship Authority, by law, must provide service to the 
Islands throughout the dismal months as well as throughout 
the months of tourists and sunshine. 


What depressed the Members was that another round of 
fuel price increases faced us and so did another round of 
collective bargaining contacts with two of the four unions 
which represent the bulk of Steamship Authority employees. 
Clearly, financial hard times were closing in. 


And there was every reason to believe that the gas lines 
would lengthen and the vacation plans of would-be Cape visit- 
ors would be changed. Only the wildest optimist would count 
on a latter-year resurgence of tourism to rescue us from 
dropping deeply into a deficit situation. 


On August 30th, 1979, the Authority’s members met to re- 
vise the year’s operating budget and to bring it more in line 
with the vastly changed economic realities. We heard, for 
example, that 1979’s fuel bill alone could go to $717,000 instead 
of the $565,000 budgeted for at the beginning of the year. 
We heard, too, that the anticipated fuel bill for 1979 would be 
46.2 percent greater than the $490,325 spent in 1978. 


It was during the late summer that the Members were 
forced to make other changes to trim operating costs which 
were carrying us toward a $300,000 operating loss for the 
year. 


Among the bold moves we were forced to take was one 
that concerned operating schedules to Nantucket from Woods 
Hole. 


We were in the first year of mandated nine months’ con- 
secutive service from Hyannis to Nantucket (April lst through 
next New Year’s Day). As much as the members wanted to 
keep the Woods Hole - Nantucket corridor open, it became 
obvious that at times during that nine-month period there 
could be dramatic savings if Nantucket service could be re- 
stricted to Hyannis during the slacker spring and fall periods. 


Concern surfaced among some Falmouth and Woods Hole 
businessmen at this potential loss of spring and fall tourism. 
I agonized over the situation. I met often with Selectmen 
and with officials of the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce. 
They attended Steamship Authority members meetings where 
the agonizing continued. 
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The most hopeful thing I could say was that, based on 
the previous year’s figures (when 61,900 travellers journeyed 
from Woods Hole to Nantucket and 64,940 returned from 
Nantucket to Woods Hole) that some 90 percent would con- 
tinue to do so during 1979 if total traffic figures matched 
those of 1978. 


I also pointed out that another 530,683 persons who 
travelled from Woods Hole to Martha’s Vineyard and 529,145 
who returned to Woods Hole from the Vineyard (again, based 
on 1978 figures) would continue to Keep Woods Hole terminal a 
very busy heart of the Steamship Authority. And that, of a 
potential total of some 1.4 million travellers, some 97 percent 
of them would continue to move in and out of the Falmouth- 
Woods Hole area. 


(As it turned out, the total number of passengers we car- 
ried during 1979 was some 52,000 greater than our 1978 total 
which undoubtedly means that more persons moved through 
Woods Hole last year than did the year before — even though, 
for the last three months of the year, there was no Nantucket 
traffic out of Woods Hole). 


Our scheduling decisions, I believe, enabled us to avoid a 
heavy, insurmountable loss in revenue (taken in combination 
with the totally unexpected fine weather over the last five 
months of 1979 and the rebound of tourism once the gas lines 
had disappeared). 


As this is written, we are well into another year and an- 
other decade. 


I have no confidence in my crystal ball. The state of the 
nation’s economic health casts a long, worrisome shadow. We 
all will do what we must do. 


The fact that the Steamship Authority escaped what 
looked like a disastrous year is not to the credit of the three 
members alone. We had superb leadership in a management 
team headed by General Manager John J. McCue. We had 
valued employees. We had the help of Falmouth police officers 
and the sympathy of the Falmouth - Woods Hole business 
community. We had a patient, understanding press corps in 
the Falmouth Enterprise, the Cape Cod Times and the cooper- 
ation of Radio Station WCIB. 


We had the valuable presence of Robert C. Neal, Fal- 
mouth’s member on our Financial Advisory Board. And we 
had the confidence and understanding of each member of the 
Falmouth Board of Selectmen. 
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The Steamship Authority is more than the so-called 
“Tifeline to the Islands’. It’s a major dynamic force in Fal- 
mouth’s economy. I would hope our community’s leaders con- 
tinue to attend our regular, monthly public meetings so that, 
together, Wwe may tighten the teamwork necessary for an op- 
eration so influential on our community. 


I thank each person for his and her contribution.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The year 1979 was another active one for the Planning 
Board. The Board held 26 regular meetings, 20 special plan- 
ning meetings, and three public hearings on zoning articles, 
a total of 49 meetings. 


The Falmouth Zoning By-law is now in a completely new 
and much-easier-to-use format, and new regulations for park- 
ing and business development are in place. The narrow de- 
feat of the article enacting a growth-phasing provision and 
the loss of the article to revise standards for the develop- 
ment of commercial accommodations were disappointing, yet 
the closeness of the votes was encouraging. The Planning 
Board is hopeful that it will be able to submit revised ver- 
sions of these articles to a future Town Meeting. 


The Planning Board’s budget for 1979-80, enacted by the 
May session of Annual Town Meeting, authorized a Substan- 
ial change in Planning Board operations. The budget in- 
cluded funds to hire a full-time professional to serve as the 
Board’s Planner/Administrator as well as funds for a part 
time, secretarial position. The Board’s goal in employing a 
Planner is to make it possible for planning, and its imple- 
mentation, to occur as a continuing process, an effort which 
the Board is convinced to be a Solid investment for the Town. 
In the past, plans have tended to remain unutilized once the 
consultant’s contract expired. 


After extensive advertising and applicant review, E. Winn 
Davis (M.C.P. Harvard University Graduate School of De- 
sign), was hired to fill the Planner/Administrator position 
and began to work for the Board on August 27, 1979. Shortly 
thereafter, Mary A. Burns was hired to fill the secretarial 
position. Charles A. White continues his service to the Plan- 
ning Board as Technical Consultant. The Board is pleased 
with the four months of operations with its new staff, and 
it will seek to have these positions made a permanent part 
of the Town’s Salary Administration Plan at the 1980 An- 
nual Town Meeting. 


Other special activities of the Board to be noted are as 
follows. Revisions to the subdivision regulations were ap- 
proved in September. The major purpose of the revisions was 
to clarify drainage regulations and the procedures for sub- 
mitting open space residential development plans and ap- 
proval not required plans. Article 98 of the Annual Town 
Meeting authorized the creation of new zoning maps. A Ssub- 
committee reviewed the boundaries of all existing zoning dis- 
tricts, and a contract was let to have the zoning districts 
drafted on mylars of the assessors’ maps. These maps should 
be ready for adoption at 1980 Annual Town Meeting. The 
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Board submitted four articles to amend the Zoning By-law 
to the December Special Town Meeting, all of which were 
approved. Three of the articles were comparatively minor 
clarifications of existing sections. Article 51 eliminated the 
power of the Board of Appeals to extend business districts 
onto contiguous property by special permit. The Board had 
promised to propose this change once new business regu- 
lations had been adopted. Improving the by-law is a con- 
tinuing effort. The Board is now working on a revision of 
the home occupations section of the by-law in order to elimi- 
nate ambiguities and to make it clear what level of business 
use is permissible in a residential neighborhood. 


At its 26 regular meetings the Board reviewed 90 plans, 
84 of which were submitted for endorsement “approval not 
required”, and 6 of which were plans for subdivision develop- 
ment. The net result of the plans was the addition of only 
67 new lots, because while the plans created 143 new lots, re- 
combination of lots resulted in a reduction of 76 lots. This 
figure compares with a net gain of 158 lots in 1978. 


The Annual Elections brought one change to the Plan- 
ning Board. Jacob S. Fassett did not run for re-election, and 
his position on the Board was filled by Janet H. Hand, who 
was clected to a five-year term. Daniel H. Augusta was re- 
elected to a second five-year term. 


Tie Planning Board has many to thank, including the 
other Town Departments for their assistance and cooperation, 
all those interested citizens who contributed their ideas at 
the many planning meetings, and its staff. It would also like 
to note with special appreciation the loyal service of Dorothy 
S. Svenning, whose contract as the Board’s administrator 
terminated with the hiring of the Planner/Administrator.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The spring of 1979 brought enactment of “tax cap” legis- 
lation by the State Legislature, putting a 4% limit on the 
amount any Massachusetts town could increase either its 
appropriation or its tax rate. The 1979 Annual Town Meeting 
of Falmouth convened in April, before the specifications of 
the new law were Known. Town Meeting followed the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee and the Board of Se- 
lectmen and acted only on articles that did not involve the 
expenditure of funds. It then recessed to May 14th, at which 
time a budget of $17,790,739.64 was appropriated for fiscal 
year 1980, together with $1,721,545.17 for other article requests. 
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The Annual Town Meeting voted to hold the School De- 
partment to within the 4% budget limit; voted to borrow 
$570,000 to build a fire station with automotive shop in East 
Falmouth. The fiscal year, 1979, closed on June 30th with the 
Town having spent a total of $19,881,009.40. $68,775.26 had 
been transferred to various committees and departments from 
the Finance Committee Reserve Fund to cover unexpected 
expenses. 


The tax cap had an effect in Falmouth — the tax rate 
for Fiscal Year 1980 went down (from $18.30 per thousand 
to $18.00). Unfortunately, and due mainly to the delay in 
finishing up the revaluation work, the tax rate was not set 
until December, 1979, requiring expensive short-term bor- 
rowing. Planning the town finances for Fiscal Year 1981 (the 
second year of the tax cap), will present a major challenge. 
Difficult decisions will have to be made in weighing financial 
priorities in striving to meet the 4™ tax-increase limit. 


It is commendable that 1979 saw only two Special Town 
Meetings in Falmouth. However, the spending of the Decem- 
ber Special Town Meeting totaled $410,562.70 after a 57-article 
warrant was considered; $144,581.00 of which was appropri- 
ated contrary to Finance Committee recommendations. The 
appropriation of such a large amount of money has reduced 
the town’s available funds, and will have an impact on the 
tax rate of Fiscal Year 1981. The Town. must use extreme care 
in handling its finances in finishing out fiscal year 1980. 


The Finance Committee submitted two articles to the 
December Special Town Meeting: 

1) Under Article 1, Town Meeting appropriated 
$55,143.00 to cover unbudgeted fuel expenses for various town 
departments during FY 1980. This article was the result of 
the excellent work done by a special Finance Committee sub- 
committee, which conducted an energy requirement survey of 
all town committees and departments to determine what bud- 
get shortages might occur as a result of escalating fuel and 
power costs. 

2) Under Article 2, Town Meeting voted to appoint a 
committee of seven to study the financial organization of the 
Town. The management of the Town’s finances is now being 
handled by four separate and independent departments: 
Board of Assessors, Tax Collector, Town Clerk-Treasurer and 
Town Accountant. The appointed committee will study the 
systems, staffing and procedures of these departments to de- 
termine if they provide maximum efficiency, coordination, 
consolidation and accountability in the management of our 
finances. 


In addition to serving on their own subcommittees, the 
members of the Finance Committee represent it on many 
other Town Committees. 
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We welcome new members Adrian C. Dufresne, Ronald 
Garcia and Paul R. Kelleher, Jr. We regretfully say farewell 
to Benjamin M. Bevelander, Clayton W. Collins, Jr., Olin J. 
Kelley and Peter A. Orlando, thanking them for many hours 
of donated time, energy and personal resourcefulness. We 
wish them great good fortune in their future activities.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Historical Commission was established in 
late May, was assigned the responsibility to preserve, protect 
and develop the historical assets of the Town of Falmouth. 


Our first duty was to prepare a complete inventory of the 
town’s historical holdings. This has been started with the 
establishment of eleven geographic study regions throughout 
Falmouth using the 1908 Barnstable County Atlas as our 
authority. The unique coverage of this Atlas allows us to re- 
view all past villages, their roads, schools, manufacturing 
sites and homes with their owners’ names being indicated on 
the village maps. The period of years between 1908 and 1950 
will also be considered if sufficient information is found to 
make a building or a Special area unique and felt to be one 
of our historical assets. 


The Commission has so far been able to establish three 
study groups in Sippewissett-Quissett, Waquoit and Hatch- 
ville. Study group leaders have been found for North Fal- 
mouth, West Falmouth, Woods Hole, Falmouth Village and 
East Falmouth. There are three areas still without a study 
group or study leader: Falmouth Heights-Maravista, Aca- 
pesket-Davisville-Menauhant, and Teaticket. 


The Commission members themselves each have taken 
on separate responsibilities to assemble general information 
on town-wide subjects such as Cemeteries, Churches, Post 
Offices, Schools, Agricultural Areas, Industries, Roads, Li- 
braries, Hotels, and Taverns. Town-wide support has been 
encouraging and the Commission hopes to have all the study 
groups working in each of the eleven areas of Falmouth soon.

A total of seven premature babies born alive were reported 
to this department in 1979. Applicants requesting financial 
aid were referred to the Welfare Service to see if they were 
eligible for Medicaid. Medically needed families who are not 
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eligible for Medicaid may still apply to the Board of Health. 
However, no financial assistance was requested from the 
Board of Health this past year. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the Office 
under refrigeration and are avialable to the town doctors 
without cost. The Health Department is responsible for order- 
ing all State supplied biologics for the doctors, the Falmouth 
Hospital and for the C.H.H.S. Clinics. 


The practice of conducting thorough and frequent in- 
spections of all food service and drinking establishments in 
the town was maintained during 1979. The Barnstale County 
Health Department provided assistance during the summer 
months. 


A new Board of Health regulation was made effective 
December 21, 1979 requiring that all septic tanks, cesspool, 
and leaching pit covers be of a Specific size, weight, and 
securely installed. This regulation was instituted primarily 
as a safety measure particularly in relation to children. 


The Health Agent escorted representatives from the firm 
of C. E. Maguire, Inc. on a field examination of the sewage 
problem areas in the Town of Falmouth. The firm of C. E. 
Maguire, Inc. is doing the Environmental Impact Study for 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency in determining the 
sewer needs of Falmouth.

After a full year of implementing the new building permit

ADVERTISING TOWN COMMITTEE 


The Advertising Town Committee continued its effort to 
attract off-season visitors to Falmouth.

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HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board 
created in 1947 by a vote of Town Meeting under the state law, 
Chapter 121, Section 3 as amended. Four members are elected 
by the voters in Falmouth for staggered five-year terms; the 
fifth member is appointed by the Governor of the Common- 
wealth. The Authority operates under the supervision of the 
Department of Community Affairs and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development for the purpose of providing 
“decent, safe and sanitary dwelling accommodations, and 
with no profit or revenue” for individuals and families who are 
unable to afford housing in the regular market. The Authority 
is not subject to the town’s zoning by-law and building regu- 
lations, but it operates under these requirements even though 
it functions under the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
It is the only local government agency concerned with housing 
in the Town and it operates entirely independent of any pri- 
vate interests. The Housing Authority is located at 346 Gifford 
Street (Homeport), Falmouth. 


To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Fal- 
mouth, and to decide which programs should be initiated, the 
Autnority employs an Executive Director, an Administrator/ 
Assistant Director and several clerical assistants. The Author- 
ity obtains the cooperation of local real estate agents and 
builders to help in its planning and land dealings. At month- 
ly, open public meetings, the Authority hears reports from its 
two directors and sets policies. It periodically reports to fed- 
eral and state agencies and yearly reports to the Town’of Fal- 
mouth. Its books are audited yearly by state auditors for 
State-operated programs and biannually by independent 
auditors for federally-funded programs.

HOMES FOR THE ELDERLY 
All apartments are occupied at the Choate Lane (May- 
flower) (24), Salt Sea Lane (30), and Rose Morin Drive (Bay- 
berry) (60), developments, a total of 114 units. There are 39 
active applications on file. 


There are the following requirements determining eli- 

gibility for the apartments: 

1. Applicant must be 62 years or older. 

2. Applicant cannot have an annual income over $6,000.00 
for a single person or $6,300.00 for a couple. 

3. Asset Limits for Admission: 
Total assets may not exceed one and a half times the net 
income of an applicant or a maximum of $10,000.00, 
whichever is greater. 
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PROJECT 705 
16 houses have been acquired by the Housing Authority for 16 
low-income families. 
These houses are all occupied. 


FEDERAL HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 


The Department of Housing and Urban Development 
awarded the Falmouth Housing Authority 4.8 million dollars 
to build 80 units of elderly housing in the Town. 


The Authority selected a 5.2 acre site on Scranton Avenue 
and contracted with the firm of Stockard and Engler Inc., 
Planners and Ronald Axelrod, AIA both of Cambridge. 


The firms developed a building with staggered levels of 1, 
3, and 4 stories all with a pitched roof. Each unit will be ap- 
proximately 700 square feet. 


As of this report, the plans are under review by the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 
Ground breaking is scheduled for September of 1980 with 
occupancy early in 1982. 


LEASED HOUSING 


The Authority administers a Leased Housing Program un- 
der the Chapter 707 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth. Funds for this program are made available through 
the Department of Community Affairs. The Annual Contri- 
bution Contract for 1979 amounted to $236,388.00 covering 102 
units for occupancy by low-income families of the Town. 


The Authority also administers a Leased Housing Pro- 
gram through the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. This Leased Housing Program under Section 8 Housing 
Assistance Program of the United States Housing Act of 1974 
provides $875,784.00 under the Annual Contributions Contract 
for 250 subsidized units. 


Under this program, families whose income do not exceed 
80 percent of the Median Income for Barnstable County 
would be eligible for housing assistance. The tenants are re- 
sponsible for locating their own housing units and negotiating 
their own leases. Their contribution is 25 percent of their in- 
come for rent and utilities. 


There are in excess of 200 applicants on file for rental as- 
Sistance housing.

To enlighten the consumer on the sale of wood — as of 
September 9, 1979 the State prohibits the sale or advertising of 
wood by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the 
cubic foot, also a bill of sale must be presented to the con- 
Sumer by the seller with the buyers name and address, also 
sellers name and address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet 
and total price. 

For the consumer’s protection when wood is delivered we 
suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for. 

Amounts paid to the Town Treasurer for testing and seal- 
ing were $1,633.50.

DATA PROCESSING COMMITTEE 


During 1979, a major conversion took place as a result of 
new data processing hardware acquisition. 

The existing Honeywell 58 System at the High School was 
replaced with a Digital PDP-1170 Main Frame Central Pro- 
cessor.

BEACH COMMITTEE 


The weather did not cooperate for beach enthusiasts in 
1979 as reflected in total receipts received: $71,858.97, as com- 
pared to $94,745.27 for the previous year. 


As usual the swimming classes were conducted at all 
beaches. Mass. Maritime Academy was once again the chosen 
site for the Swim Meet for all competitive beaches. Surf 
Drive Beach was victorious, with Tim DeMello, head guard. 


Charles Johnson, Superintendent of Beaches, resigned 
after serving an outstanding two years in this capacity. He 
was, indeed, very conscientious and well experienced in the 
performance of his duties. Mr. Johnson will be missed and 
certainly difficult to replace. Our Committee would like to 
take this opportunity to publicly commend him for an excel- 
lent job as superintendent. We wish him success. 


The beaches were screened and graded. Our Committee 
believes that by purchasing a beach screening machine and 
tractor all beaches would be cleaned on a weekly basis, rather 
than the present practice of twice yearly. If purchased, this 
will amount to a considerable savings over a period of years, 
in addition to providing a more efficient method of keeping 
Our beaches in excellent condition. 


Porta-Johns were provided at Menauhant Beach to im- 
prove services there. This will continue this year and possi- 
bly be installed at other beaches requiring them. 

Two of our most important projects for 1980 are: 

1. Emergency telephones to be installed at most beaches 
to provide instant communications for life safety; a service 
that has been long overdue. 

2. To conserve fuel and ease the energy crisis, trash col- 
lection for all beaches will be collected by commercial con- 
tract. 

Our sincere thanks to all who assisted our Committee and 
especially to our Superintendent and staff for a job well done. 

To provide and improve all services is our ultimate goal 
in the coming year as it was in 1979. Again our Committee 
would like to thank all of the various committees for their 
participation and cooperation.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Facilities at the Town Disposal Area on Thomas Landers 
Road include four open bins (for flattened steel and green, 
brown and white glass), a small shelter for aluminum storage, 
a roll-off container for paper, and a storage shed for miscel- 
laneous recyclable materials. The Committee employs two 
persons; a driver who works three hours a weekend, an aide 
who works ten hours a week. The Center is manned by the 
above employees and Committee members each Saturday and 
is checked daily during the week; monthly pickups are also 
made in Woods Hole, West and North Falmouth and East 
Falmouth. Volunteer help is used during busier weekends. 
The Falmouth D.P.W. routinely assists the Committee through 
loan of a truck for monthly pickups and in other ways. 


Markets for recyclable materials have fluctuated greatly 
in 1979, apparently in response to economic changes associ- 
ated with the generally worsening energy situation. The mar- 
ket for paper — formerly the chief source of income — has 
been generally poor and disappeared almost completely in 
late Spring (April). At that time the Committee was forced 
to discontinue collection as industry sources would not pro- 
vide roll-off storage containers. The market subsequently re- 
vived in October and collection was resumed; however, prices 
remain considerably below levels attained in previous years. 
A market has recently developed for plastics and markets for 
glass and aluminum remain good. 


As for 1979, the Committee has made several efforts to 
increase the volume of recycled material. Collection of plas- 
tics has been initiated. The Committee has also succeeded in 
increasing the volume of glass recycled, largely due to the 
cooperation of the Falmouth VFW and other organizations. 
Committee members also collected over 4,000 Perrier bottles 
and other recyclable materials at the Annual Falmouth Road 
Race. The Committee is also investigating other recycling 
possibilities such as collection of waste crankcase oil. Other 
Committee activities in 1979 included research and/or corres- 
pondence on the Massachusetts Bottle Bill, the Falmouth 
sewer issue, and potential use of newspaper as a source of 
fuel. 


A summary of materials collected and revenues obtained 
for the Calendar Year 1979 is as follows:

Totals 156 $3,329.00 
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Both total tonnage and total value declined compared to 
1978, (-35% and -22%), continuing the downward trend ob- 
served since 1977. Again, declines primarily reflect the poor 
market for newspaper. Declining revenues for aluminum as 
compared to 1978 (-22%) in spite of increased prices reflect a 
reduction in tonnage handled, possibly due to retention and 
sale by private individuals. 


Total income for the year was $3329., expenses totalled 
$2522., for a net profit to the Town of $807.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The main library addition was substantially completed 
by the beginning of 1979. Over the past year many people 
have made generous contributions towards purchasing furni- 
ture.

The new main library hours are popular. Many people 
now use the library during the early evening and appreciate 
the convenience of continuous operation from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Friday and 
Saturday. The trustees will continue to review the hours of 
the East Falmouth and North Falmouth Branches in dight of 
use and need at those locations. 


Security has been increased at the libraries through the 
installation of alarm systems. 


The trustees awarded a $500 scholarship to Lawrence 
Hobbie, a 1979 Falmouth High School graduate. He is now 
attending Yale University. Four graduating seniors who have 
worked at the library were also given $50 each.

AIRPORT COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Airport Commission continued to study 
the availability of sites on Otis Airport Base for a suitable 
location for use by Falmouth should joint civilian/military 
use Of Otis become a reality. A meeting was held with the 
Otis authorities in November 1979, and those sites proposed 
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by Otis were rejected as economically impracticable for con- 
sideration by Falmouth. The one site that would meet Fal- 
mouth’s needs is currently being used by the Otis Aero Club, 
but is not now available for consideration. 


The ‘Falmouth Airport’ owned by Mr. William Gallagher 
has essentially become a private airport since only invited 
persons are able to use this airport. As such, it cannot be 
further considered in meeting Falmouth’s needs. 


Efforts will continue with Otis and State authorities to 
seek joint Military/Civilian use of Otis and the acquisition of 
a suitable site on Otis that can be used with little or no ex- 
penditures by Falmouth.

SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


This past year, for the first time in more than 27 years, 
your School Building Needs Committee has not had an active 
school building or renovation project underway. 


In October, 1979, the remaining balances from the East 
Falmouth and Lawrence School Roof Replacement projects 
amounting to $12,890.90 were returned to the Town Excess 
and Deficiency Account. 


The balance of the New High School Construction Ac- 
count amounting to $3,555.48 remains under the jurisdiction 
of this Committee until Town Meeting reappropriates the 
funds to a Similar project in the future. 


We would suggest that the Finance Committee and Town 
Meeting consider appropriating this balance toward a school 
energy conservation measure project. 


The Town Meeting needs to consider what action should 
be taken regarding the continuation of this Committee.

The Community and Home Health Services, Inc. has been 
providing the residents of the Town of Falmouth Maternal 
and Child Health Services, Well Child Conferences, Immuni- 
zation Clinics and Communicable Disease Control through 
qualified public health staff under a contractual arrange- 
ment with the Board of Health. 
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In the year 1979 the citizens have received the following 
services: :

Effective July 1, 1979, Falmouth Social Services staff be- 
came part of the Town’s personnel structure and was placed 
on the Salary Administration Plan. Delegation of responsi- 
bility for Falmouth Social Services continues to rest with the 
Human Services Committee. 


Services provided include both short and long-term coun- 
selling for individuals, couples, families and groups as well as 
information and referral for people who are residents of Fal- 
mouth. During this past year individuals, couples and fami- 
lies all made use of the services Offered. 


In addition, there were three groups for mothers of pre- 
schoolers that were meeting on a regular basis through the 
winter and spring. Since August, a group for parents of 
adolescents has been meeting regularly with Richard Daniel, 
MSW, leading it. Richard, who joined the Staff in June, works 
primarily with teenagers referred by schools, parents and 
other agencies. Dianne Geyser, M.S.W., who came to Fal- 
mouth Social Services in December, works with both adults 
and adolescents in the community. 


The Early Childbearing Program which offers a supportive 
and cooperative network of services to teenagers who become 
pregnant, has continued to grow and expand in terms of the 
numbers of participants in the program as well as its visibility 
in the community as an important resource for these young 
mothers and their families. Both individual and group coun- 
Selling is offered. This program operates in conjunction with 
Community Home Health Services under a grant from the 
Department of Public Health and Susan Beardsley, M.S.W.., 
with Falmouth Social Services. Through this program a young 
mother’s support group has continued to meet on a weekly 
basis during this year. 


The Friendly Visitor program has been reorganized and 
reestablished with technical support and consultation pro- 
vided by Falmouth Social Services. It operates cooperatively 
with the Council on Aging and the Senior Center. It is de- 
Signed to lessen the loneliness and isolation of some older 
adults in the community. 


The Human Services Committee will continue to antici- 
pate and be responsive to Human Services needs as ‘they are 
identified in Falmouth.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Circulation increased 28,000, or 15% over 1978 to reach a 
record 300,000+. This averages to an increase of 550 more 
books per week in just one year. Looking back ten years, our 
circulation has doubled and reference has quadrupled. 


Particularly noticeable to staff are two other areas of 
growth: information requests and the steady stream of new 
people using the library. 


Reference and Information Service 


A central function, questions received by telephone and 
in person were documented early in 1°7§ to be between 30-50 
daily. Career and job/school relate. yuestions have increased 
with our supplemental career resources. Liaison between the 
high school and the library has been effective in helping with 
school assignment questions, although the theft of library 
books and reference material relating to assignments is 
frustrating.

This is the largest number of new borrowers ever regis- 
tered here in any year. The Main library registers between 
15-20 new borrowers a day year-round. Anyone, of course, 
can use the library for information assistance and reading 
without registering for a card. 


Children’s Department 


Circulation of children’s books increvsed by 8,000, or 24% 
Over 1978, due primarily to the space and programs offered 
with the new addition. Many parents from North and East 
now use the Main children’s room. The East library continues 
its numerous school classes. 


Programs included puppet and magic shows, animal talks, 
pottery and dance workshops, a summer reading program, 
pre-school story hour, Saturday story hour and films. 


The book collection has been augmented by books for 
special needs, e.g. the deaf, and books in foreign languages, 
plus records, cassettes and puzzles. 
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Interlibrary Loan 


Two staff members operate the Interlibrary Loan Depart- 
ment which last year received 9,727 requests for specific books 
and subject information from 39 libraries on the Cape and 
Islands, aS well as from the libraries of Otis Air Force Base, 
Mass. Maritime Academy and Cape Cod Community College. 
These requests are filled either here or through a network of 
other large libraries in Mass., the Boston Public Library, and 
academic and specialized libraries in the U.S. and Canada. 


In the last five years alone, there has been a 91% increase 
in loan requests but operating funds from the Common- 
wealth have remained the same since 1972.

Grants 


The $936,000 U.S. Dept. of Commerce grant which pro- 
vided the new addition is just about finalized with the last of 
the funds budgeted for shelving and equipment. 


An $8,618 federal Library Services and Construction grant 
administered by the Mass. Board of Library Commissioners 
provided materials for the new Career Source Room where 
one may find information on job-seeking, second careers, col- 
lege and vocational schools and small business operations. 
There are books, magazines, government pamphlets plus mi- 
crofiche of the catalogs of accredited colleges and graduate 
schools in the U.S. and its territories, Canada and other Eng- 
lish-speaking countries. 


A $2,000 federal grant from the above source provided 
large-print books to supplement our expanding collection. 


A second $2,000 grant was directed toward the purchase 
of general books to supplement funds supporting out-of-town 
borrowers requests. 


A $1,000 grant from the Mass. Council on the Arts and 
Humanities provided the final phase of a preservation project 
of historic local and navigational charts and maps. 


We will continue to apply for grants which will add to 
the library’s resources. 
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Programs 

One of the many advantages of the new library is that it 
is now possible to be more responsive to community organi- 
zations. Programs, workshops and meetings have involved 
such groups as the Senior Citizens’ Center, AARP, Samaritans, 
DAR, League of Women Voters to name a few. The library 
sponsored travelogues, a book appraisal session, how-to activi- 
ties and the Great Books Discussions. 


The biweekly film programs continue on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights. Films are borrowed from the Boston Public 
Library and community organizations who have booked films 
include the Cape Cod Mental Health Center, Omnibus, Great 
Harbor Group. Knights of Columbus, WHOI, Falmouth Acad- 
emy and others. 


Passes to Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts have allowed 130 
residents to see its exhibits free.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During 1979, our circulation was 9,043 and we registered 
720 families. Both figures reflect an increase over the pre- 
vious year. We added 481 new books to our collection and 
withdrew 71. Under a grant from the Mass. Council on the 
Arts and Humanities the library has received $100 worth of 
small press books and periodicals. Barbara Bullock-Wilson 
has been our new library assistant since August when she re- 
placed Ondrea Robertson. The library is now open to the 
public for 25 hours each week. This schedule represents an 
increase of seven hours per week.

The physical changes in our building this year were 
minor, but needed. We installed a security system in the 
hopes of preventing further breaks into the library. It seems 
to have been successful. In our basement, we have built 
shelves in the storage area to permit a more orderly system 
of storing supplies for the West Falmouth Pre-School. 


The Arthur F. Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship was 
this year awarded to two recipients. Lawrence Doyle will use 
his scholarship to study Economics at Holy Cross and John 
Urban plans to study Nuclear Engineering at the University 
of Lowell. 


Library use aS a community center continued to grow 
this year. The Friends of the Library continued to shoulder 
the responsibility for the majority of the adult programming. 
In addition to their four bi-monthly meetings, they again 
sponsored a Book Discussion Group, Needlework Guild and 
Bridge Clinic. A Brownie troop held their meetings in our 
Arts and Crafts Room. 


The Glastonbury Youth Services visited our library in 
December to give a performance of “Godspell”. A capacity 
crowd enjoyed this delightful performance by the group. The 
second annual Yule House Tour was co-operatively sponsored 
by the Friends and Self-Starters. Eight houses, plus the 
Quaker Meeting House were opened for this tremendously 
Successful event. A boutique was set up at the library and 
refreshments were served. 


For the children, eight movies were shown on Tuesday 
nights during the summer. Again this year, Carolyn Aliski 
conducted a summer play-school for small children during 
the morning hours. Our Summer Reading Program with “The 
Great Balloon Race” as its theme attracted 15 participants 
who received certificates. The Halloween party this year con- 
Sisted of parading from the West Falmouth Market to the 
library where a Halloween theme movie was shown and re- 
freshments were served. 


Reflecting back, 1979 was a year in which the library was 
able to offer diversified programs to the community. Financial 
contributions from members helped us meet our expenses, 
but contributions of time and talent enabled us to function 
as a community center. We hope the coming year will again 
bring us the support we So heavily rely on.

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WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


1979 was another active year for the Woods Hole Library. 
Librarian, Camilla Larrey and assistant librarian, Elaine 
Tripp, helped by a paid assistant and volunteers, distributed 
14,070 books, organized many activities and maintained the 
collection which, with the addition of 638 new books, num- 
bers 15,700. The board managed to keep up with general 
maintenance and, thanks to town aid, we had the lintels 
repaired. 


Numerous members, friends and users enjoyed our vari- 
ous activities during the year — the regular free movies se- 
lected by our librarians to appeal to all ages; visits by Woods 
Hole School classes; the annual Christmas party for young- 
sters; summer workshops, story-hours and additional movies; 
our annual meeting with Susan Schlee giving a delightful 
illustrated talk on the history of the Ketch Atlantis. 


The Woods Hole Historical Committee of the Library con- 
tinued to sponsor monthly “Conversations” on topics of local 
interest. They ran an active program and exhibit at Bradley 
House, involving the scientific institutions in their Woods 
Hole Tri-centennial theme. And they had the building re- 
Shingled and the trim painted. 


The library continues to strive for community involve- 
ment and to respond to its users in selection of books, in the 
nature of its programs and in its fund-raising efforts. Al- 
though we receive funds from the town and we realize up to 
$5000 from memberships, we are dependent on other sources 
to meet our expenses and provide special items. A community 
project begun last year of making and Selling stuffed whales 
to earn money for a movie projector was so successful that 
this year we were able to buy a new screen as well. The an- 
nual plant sale, seasonal book sales, and ongoing sale of 
postcards and prints have become part of the Woods Hole 
scene. And the summer lecture presents to the town an ex- 
pert in some field of general interest; this year we had Nor- 
man Baker, navigator for Thor Heyerdahl’s Ra II expedition. 
As a fitting end to the year the Woods Hole Library was 
privileged to sponsor in December a very special fund-raiser, 
the superb production by Tom Goux’s Ad Hoctus Musicum of 
“Amahl and the Night Visitors,” presented for all of Falmouth. 


FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The second year of operation at the new Town of Fal- 
mouth Senior Center has been a period of steady growth and 
increased level of activity. The Center has continued to serve 
as the focal point in the community for delivery of services 
for the Elderly. 
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At the request of the Council on Aging, the position of 
Director of Senior Services was established by the Personnel 
Board and approved by Town Meeting. Col. Flagg was ap- 
pointed to the position on July 1st, 1979. 


Asummary of daily activities compiled from records main- 
tained at the Center indicate the amount of participation in 
programs presented. 15,935 persons used or visited the Center 
during 1979. 341 new members registered at the Center, bring- 
ing the enrollment to 3,329. 8,051 persons used the MiniBus 
and it traveled 22,914 miles. 1,314 gallons of gasoline were 
donated by 10 service station owners in support of this much 
needed Service. 16,023 copies of the Center newsletter ‘““Sound- 
ings” were mailed to members. 1,789 Seniors received health 
counseling and blood pressure monitoring at the weekly 
health clinics conducted at the Center by the Community 
Home Health Services nurses. 942 persons registered for trips 
and travel offered through the Center. 450 Seniors attended 
the school lunch at the Upper Cape Regional Technical High 
School. 220 Seniors attended the Annual Center Picnic. Over 
100 Seniors are enrolled in the weekly Arts and Crafts classes. 


The Falmouth Meals on Wheels program which provides 
44 home delivered meals per day to Senior residents was 
moved tto the Center during 1979. Close coordination with 
the Human Services social workers has revitalized the Friend- 
ly Visitors program which operates from the Center. The 
Center serves as a volunteer station for RSVP volunteers and 
10 members are enrolled in the program. The Center provides 
volunteer opportunities for those interested and 24 individuals 
participate in Center activities. Referral for employment is 
also provided. 


The Council maintained its membership in Cape area 
organizations. Anna Lopes serves as a member of the Board 
of Directors of Elder Services of Cape Cod and tthe Islands. 
Col. Flagg is a member of the Massachusetts Association of 
Senior Centers Directors. Eileene Finnell has been appointed 
to the Governor’s Citizens Advisory Committee for Elder Af- 
fairs. Anna Lopes also served as vice president of the Re- 
gional Council on Aging organization CIRCA. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the 
many persons who have so generously donated their time and 
talent in support of programs of the Council. The Council 
wishes to acknowledge this support and the financial savings 
it represents to the taxpayers of Falmouth. We also wish to 
thank the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
for their assistance, understanding and support of the goals 
of the Council on Aging.

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RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Recreation in the Town of Falmouth continued to expand 
and change in 1979. Every effort was made to provide the 
best leisure services program available to the residents of Fal- 
mouth as well as many visitors. 


Personnel changes occurred during 1979 with the appoint- 
ment of Ernest Holcomb as Assistant Director of Recreation. 
Mr. Michael Van Dyke resigned to seek permanent employ- 
ment in the state of Vermont in February. The new team of 
Mr. Bradford Shufelt, Mr. Holcomb, and Mr. Richard Sample 
continued to work well together. It must, also, be mentioned 
that the department had a very valuable worker from the 
CETA program and Retcom Projects Inc., Daniel O’Mara. 


The Gus Canty Recreation Center had increased usage. 
Groups which used the building on a regular schedule were 
the Falmouth Extension Group, the Falmouth Child Study, 
the Falmouth Stamp Club, Rogers School of Dance, Upper 
Cape React, Small World School, the American Red Cross, 
the Falmouth Ski Club, and the Town Democrats. 


Very popular adult programs included Women’s and Co- 
Ed Volleyball, Ballroom Dancing, Dancerise, Women’s Exer- 
cise, one of the fastest growing programs, the Adult Basket- 
ball League, and Men’s and Women’s Softball. 


The Children’s programs included Little League, Babe 
Ruth, Farm League, and Tee Ball for the baseball programs, 
the Juniors’ Basketball, Gymnastics, the Fall Soccer Program, 
Softball, Track, and the Summer Playgrounds with Arts and 
Crafts, Sailing, and Tennis. These activities included excel- 
lent supervision and instruction both on the Volunteer level 
and paid personnel. 


Other programs which are partially funded through the 
Town include the Town Band, under the guidance of Mr. 
Oscar Wolf, the Figure Skating and Youth Hockey Programs, 
the Falmouth Commodores, the exciting entry in the Cape 
Cod Baseball League, and the Falmouth Town Soccer Team. 
These activities offer either participation or viewing for many 
residents and summer folk. Their value to the Community is 
great. 


The Recreation Staff, its Committee and the people of 
the Town owe a tremendous “Thank You” to all the volun- 
teers who make our program a great success. Without their 
many hours of help, our program would not be in existence. 
Thank You! We, also, wish to thank the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, the School Department, and the Town Employees 
for their continued support.

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TRAFFIC COMMITTEE 


The Traffic Committee was created by the Selectmen in 
July, 1979 and specifically charged with formulating plans, 
both short and long term, to cope with existing problems and 
those that might be reasonably anticipated in the future. 
There was instant recognition that there is no instant cure 
for all of our traffic ills and an early determination that 
improvements must be in keeping with the character of the 
Town. In brief, solutions like the problems that make them 
necessary evolve over a period of time. 


We hold meetings twice monthly. They are currently 
scheduled for the second and fourth Wednesdays at 7:00 p.m. 
at Town Hall. Special meetings are occasionally called to 
meet a particular need. During the 544 months of 1979 thirty- 
three (33) cases were processed. Many of these involved the 
placing of signs designed to alert traffic to a specific condi- 
tion, reduce speed, provide safety for crossing pedestrians, 
handle directional travel and various other measures of con- 
trol. In almost every instance residents in the immediate area 
were contacted and their input sought. Many availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to be heard at regularly scheduled 
meetings. 


The similarity of complaints emanating from people re- 
Siding in Our beach areas pointed to a need for a comprehen- 
Sive plan, Our sub-committee, working closely with the Beach 
Committee, has offered a plan alternately described as “inter- 
esting” and “innovative” by members of a prominent State 
agency. In effect, it would provide for a type of traffic con- 
trol not unlike that utilized in school districts. Just as one 
is applicable while school is in session the other would be 
geared to meet our seasonal differences. We will recommend 
that a part of this plan be implemented by April, 1980. Other 
phases will require in depth study and enabling legislation. 


Other long term projects now under study include the 

following: 

A. Access from the superhighway at West Falmouth to 
the rapidly developing East Falmouth Area. 

B. Access to Woods Hole. 

C. Improved access onto Main Street from Scranton 
Avenue, Nye Road and King Street. 

D. Improved traffic flow on Davis Straits with particular 
emphasis on the easing of access and egress from the 
shopping areas. 

E. Providing better access to Hyannis and the Mid-Cape. 


We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for their con- 
fidence and support. We are also grateful for the cooperation 
and assistance of the various departments of the Town in- 
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cluding the Police Department, DPW, DPW Engineering Sec- 
tion and the Town’s Clerical Staff. Finally, we want to thank 
the many citizens of the Town of Falmouth who by their 
letters and frequent attendance at meetings have manifested 
a keen interest in the work of our committee.

VETERANS’ SERVICES 


During the year, Veterans, their widows, dependent child- 
ren and parents of World War One and Two, the Korean Con- 
flict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Nine World War II, twenty World War II, nine Korean 
and four Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. 
The widows and dependent parents were assisted in preparing 
the necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social 
Security claims and grave markers. 


Thirty-five markers have been applied for, all have been 
received and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all 
Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been taken care of 
during the year. 


Annual Income Questionnaires from the Veterans Admin- 
istration Office were sent to Massachusetts Veterans under 
age 72 or in receipt of the improved pension plan — PL 95-588, 
or parents in receipt of DIC, widows and dependent children. 
This accounted for approximately one hundred income state- 
ments being filed by this office. 


This office has processed three Vietnam applicants for the 
Massachusetts Vietnam Bonus, one Korean Bonus, and also 
aided four hundred thirty-five Veterans and dependents in 
filing for education benefits, on the job training, pensions, 
home loans, tax abatements, and many other benefits during 
the year. 


Reimbursement by the State Department of Veterans’ 
Services to the Excess and Deficiency Account is made for fifty 
percent of all expenditures except Administration. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and 
all Town Officials who have co-operated with this Depart- 
ment during the year.

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UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School recognizes that one of this country’s greatest resources 
is her young people and we have developed courses that will 
meet their needs. Although the great majority of our stu- 
dent population go directly into the world of work, our offer- 
ings are so designed that if a student has the ability and 
wants to continue with his education after graduation, this 
opportunity is available to him. We also offer athletic activi- 
ties which include Soccer, Cross Country, Basketball, Base- 
ball, Softball, Spring Track, as well as Intramural offerings. 


Of the 116 graduates of the Class of 1979, seventeen per- 
cent entered college or trade schools, seventy-seven percent 
went directly into the trades or military services and six per- 
cent were undecided as to their immediate future. 


Special awards presented at graduation included the 
Highest Scholastic Achievement Award to Richard Bumpus 
of Marion; the Harvard Prize Book to the outstanding Junior, 
Glenn Pokraka of Falmouth; and the Massachusetts Voca- 
tional Association Presidential Certificate of Merit to Richard 
Bumpus of Marion and Gary Perks of Bourne for outstanding 
performance and excellent craftsmanship in the vocational 
area which they have chosen. 


Our students are continuing to provide services to the five 
sending towns. They have completed the Bourne School Ad- 
ministration Building, occupancy of which occurred in Febru- 
ary of 1979, and the construction of new offices for the 
Suicide and Rape Crisis Center in Falmouth which is operated 
by the Samaritans. In Wareham, we are close to completing 
a nine-room addition to the Church of the Nazarene which 
consists of a basement and first and second floors, for a total 
area of 3,717 square feet. ‘ 


A new project has begun for the Sacred Heart Seminary 
in Wareham in which a 1,700 square foot area in the stable 
section is being remodeled into a large meeting room with 
two new bathroom facilities, new heating system, and all new 
electrical circuits. Also planned is the enlargement of the 
dining room in the main building to accommodate larger 
groups. 


Our Painting Department refinished and designed new 
figures for the Christmas displays in the traffic circles for 
the Town of Bourne; painted the exterior of the St. Peter’s 
On The Canal Church in Buzzards Bay; and refinished the 
interior of the Headquarters Building at Otis Air Base which 
has been reactivated. 
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The Carpentry Department has built seventeen large stor- 
age areas for the Wareham Intermediate School to be used 
as mail cabinets and message centers. The Auto Body De- 
partment repaired and painted an ambulance for the Town 
of Marion and a police department vehicle for the Town of 
Sandwich. Our Masonry Department redesigned the exterior 
of the V.F.W. Building in Marion, changing the cinder block 
appearance to a brick front appearance known in the ma- 
sonry trade as “Scorfetto”. Our Electrical Department in- 
stalled complete new wiring to the remodeled area above the 
Marion Police Station and Fire Station. 


A power wagon was purchased through State Surplus 
and made over into a snow plow for the school roads. A 
handicapped bathroom was constructed in the school by the 
Plumbing and Heating Department. The Food Trades De- 
partment is continuing to serve lunches to the Senior Citi- 
zens for the fourth year and the Cosmetology Department 
continues to offer their services to outside patrons. 


We are grateful to all those who have contributed equip- 
ment and supplies to be used in Our program of studies and 
we continue to be thankful for the cooperation received from 
town and school officials in our district. Thanks and sincere 
appreciation should be extended to our Advisory Board mem- 
bers for their support and interest, to my fellow School Com- 
mittee members for their unfailing cooperation and assistance, 
and to all school personnel for their help and concern during 
1979.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


This past year has brought changes — movement both 
backward and forward: at times progress has taken us to a 
previous position where we hadn’t recognized a success when 
it was ours; we sometimes noted that not all that was new 
was, in fact, progress. Finding that narrow trail of success and 
funding it wisely kept the school committee in a continuing 
state of vigorous discussion. 


Early spring of ’79 brought plans at the high school for re- 
structuring of their regulations regarding academic affairs, 
interpersonal relations and general behavior. These were 
implemented in September. 


Following our search for a new superintendent, and the 
subsequent investigation and removal of that new superin- 
tendent, the majority of the School Committee reaffirmed the 
principles of honesty and ethics for itself, the school com- 
munity and the town of Falmouth. During the four months 
of painful discussion, it was necessary to serve the social pur- 
poses of the schools while continuing to meet our educational 
goals; the commitment of staff and support of the community 
made possible the emergence of the schools as strong and 
valid educational institutions for our children. 


The 4% Tax Cap imposed by the Governor in 1979 set a 
tone for finance first and program second. In a year when 
inflation rose to over 13%, the 4% Cap meant internalizing 
any cost increases and therefore cutting programs. The steady 
rise of the costs of all forms of energy, transportation, ma- 
terials, wages, and federally-mandated programs bodes ill for 
education unless the community realizes that educating each 
generation is its greatest investment in the future. 


The Committee continues to urge participation at meet- 
ings by the public; it is only by understanding what is going 
on in the schools that we will be able to make intelligent fiscal 
choices over the next decade.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The past decade has borne witness to an inflation rate 
that halved the value of a dollar, an end to the Baby-Boom 
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bulge passing through the schools, and the confusion of the 
society at large about their values. The schools have mirrored 
that confusion and the debate continues over discipline, cur- 
riculum, illiteracy, and the quality of teaching. 


Throughout the history of education, one is cognizant of 
its tortoise-like quality and astounded at its repeated triumph 
of hope over experience. We have never accepted the fact 
that there are limits to what education can accomplish: we 
aim high, and miss; then we adjust our sights and perhaps 
miss again, but in the process American education has accom- 
plished a great deal. 


The Schools 


Over the past few years, studies of all Falmouth School 
Buildings have been undertaken. One of these has had to do 
with compliance with Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act 
of 1973, the nation’s first law to require that all programs of 
the school system be accessible to handicapped persons. 
Based upon needs, proposals, preliminary plans, and warrant 
articles have been initiated so that construction can be done 
as soon as possible. 


The second and ongoing study has had to do with energy 
conservation. An energy audit has been conducted on all 
school buildings. Preliminary energy audit applications for 
funding under the National Energy Act have been filed by 
energy auditors, Pequod Associates, on behalf of the town. 


Profiles of our school programs in 1979 follow. 


The Elementary Schools, Grades K-4 


The major goals of all K-4 schools continue to center 
around strong basic skills programs, enriched curricula, and 
the provision of opportunities to insure optimum physical, 
emotional, social and intellectual development. Physical fit- 
ness programs, special reading programs, and student art pro- 
grams are featured in various buildings. 


The Middle Schools, Grades 5-8 


The transition of students from their neighborhood ele- 
mentary schools to the centralized middle schools is carefully 
monitored, first at Morse Pond (Grades 5-6) and then onto 
Lawrence School (Grades 7-8). A teacher pupil ratio close to 
1:25 has finally been achieved at Morse Pond. Both Middle 
Schools use a wide variety of teaching styles and classroom 
structures. Special programs includes the Falmouth-Out-Of- 
School, the National Seashore, and Career Education. 
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The High School, Grades 9-12 

Falmouth High School continues to offer a wide-range of 
Subjects to prepare students for college and for work. Courses 
range from vocational training in graphics and child care 
aide work to academic courses in math-science and humani- 
ties areas. They must fill the needs of both highly motivated 
students and reluctant students. 


The High School completed its self-evaluation for the 
New England Association of Secondary Schools, implemented 
linked units for all freshmen, and implemented achievement 
testing in reading, language and math in 10th and llth 
grades.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Enclosed herewith is the nineteenth Annual Report of 
the Falmouth Department of Public Works. This report covers 
the operations of the Department for the calendar year 1979, 
except that certain financial and statistical information of 
the various divisions coincides with the budget year beginning 
July 1, 1978 and ending June 30, 1979. This report includes 
the individual reports of the Director; Water and Sewer Divi- 
sion; Highway Division; Tree Warden, Park and School 
Grounds Division and the Engineering Section. 


During 1979 Mr. Richard J. Fish was reelected as Commis- 
Sioner of the Department of Public Works at the Annual 
Town Election in April. Mr. Fish is the Senior member of the 
Board of Public Works having served in the capacity as Com- 
missioner of Public Works since the first year of the Depart- 
ment’s existence. The Town is indeed fortunate to have such 
a dedicated public servant who has served for so many years 
without salary. 


Mrs. Gaye Clough was again appointed by the Board of 
Public Works in 1979 to serve as the Board’s official repre- 
sentative to the Town’s Recycling Committee. The Board is 
again grateful to Mrs. Clough for her continued help to the 
Town on this important committee. 


During 1979 the Department continued its efforts to 
conform to State regulations at the Disposal Area and in 
the continuing sewer study. As in the past, a disportionate 
amount of the Department’s time and the Board’s attention 
has been devoted to the sewer issue. In 1979 the sewer issue 
took an even more complex direction. We are continuing 
to complete the “Facilities Plan” at the Town’s cost through 
the firm of Camp, Dresser, & McKee Inc. There is also an 
Environmental Impact Study being done concurrently with 
this Facilities Plan by the Federal Government through the 
E.P.A. The Environmental Impact Study is being done by 
the firm of C. E. Maguire of Boston and is planned to be 
completed at the same time as the Facilities Plan. 


The Federal Government has also hired and placed in 
the Falmouth Town Hall a public participation coordinator, 
whose duty is primarily to see that everyone is informed and 
to collect information and place this information in the 
hands of all those parties that might be interested. In ac- 
cordance with the public participation efforts a new sewer 
advisory committee has been formulated in accordance with 
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directions outlined by the Federal Government. Further in- 
formation on this most complex of issues may be found in 
the Director’s report. 


The success of the Water Betterment Act continues to 
be noteworthy as a number of Town Meeting Articles have 
been filed for the 1980 Town Meeting asking for water line 
extensions under the Betterment Act. The Betterment Act, 
both in water extensions and street acceptances does not 
seem to deter those seeking the work to be done. The street 
betterments, handled by the Selectmen, also appear to be 
very successful as a great number of streets have been asked 
for in the 1980 Town Meeting for the construction and ac- 
ceptance of streets in various parts of the Town. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes 
to take this opportunity to thank the various Town Depart- 
ments and committees, our own Public Works personnel, the 
Board of Selectmen and the people of Falmouth for their 
cooperation and assistance during 1979.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by Nathan S. Ellis, P.E. 


The Annual Report of the operation of the Department of Public 
Works for the year 1979 and on the general condition of the Works is 
respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year 1979 and does not coin- 
cide with the budget year, with certain exceptions, including some of the 
statistical information and all of the financial report of the Water and 
Sewer Division which is based on the budget year beginning July 1, 1978 
and ending June 30, 1979. 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 

Only two main snow storms occurred during the 78-79 winter. One 
storm occurred on January 17th and a second on February 9th. Only 2- 
3” of snow fell in each storm requiring the snow plows to be sent out. 
Because of the lack of snow, all of the hired plow units worked less than 
the 30 hours minimum guarantee and as a result received the difference 
in money between the hours guaranteed and the hours worked. 


Sanding of icy streets during the 78-79 winter was also carried on at 
a reduced rate as compared with the previous year. 


BICYCLE PATH IMPROVEMENTS 

Extensive shore protection work was completed in 1979 in the vicinity 
of Trunk River along the Shining Sea Bikeway. State Bikeway funds 
together with Federal Disaster Funds received after the February 1978 
storm were combined to complete this work. Approximately $65,000 in 
total funds were expended for rebuilding and protecting this area of the 
Bikeway. 


BRIDGES 

Great Pond Bridge — As reported in my report of 1978 it is hoped 
that this Bridge will be reconstructed soon. Presently the sidewalk area 
of the Bridge on the south side is barricaded to prevent its use. The 
remaining 26 feet of roadway is posted at 34% tons. The proposed recon- 
struction is to be completed under the State’s Sub Standard Bridge Pro- 
gram. 


Bridge inspection mandates — The Federal Surface Transportation 
Act of 1978 is designed to help repair or replace faulty bridges through- 
out the country. This law also requires that all bridges over 20 feet in 
length be inventoried and rated. The rating system is complex and re- 
quires specially trained engineers. Cost of this rating is expected to run 
between $1,000 - $3,000/bridge and is supposed to be completed by Decem- 
ber 31, 1980. 


Chapoquoit Island Bridge — As reported in my 1978 report, certain 
work to the Chapoquoit Island Bridge is needed. A contract to complete 
these needed repairs is scheduled for the Spring of 1980. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 

The Town Disposal Area in 1979 was contract-operated to the extent 
of the day to day operation in covering of refuse. No final covering was 
done inasmuch as no areas were completed to final grade. Septage is 
being disposed of in the new septage handling facility which is under a 
special State permit, awaiting a more satisfactory method of disposal 
which will come hopefully with the final disposition of the Town’s sewer 
issue. 


CEMETERIES 

Extensive maintenance rehabilitation work done on the Old Town 
Cemetery off Mill Road was carried on as in 1978. In addition, a number 
of broken and/or damaged grave stones were imbedded in Portland 
Cement Concrete to protect these old stones from the weather. About 30 
grave stones were repaired or protected in this manner. It is unfortunate 
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that all records on the Old Town Cemetery to 1903 were destroyed and 
that many of the grave stones now lost can never be replaced. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 
For a complete summary of this continuing series of studies, begin 
in my Annual Report of 1972 and continue through this report. 


January 4, 1979 — Special Town Meeting — Three articles were sub- 
mitted to the Town for consideration: 


(1) To correct the Woods Hole Sewer problem ($15,000) for a study 
to complete the facilities plan. 


(2) To commit the Town to a Falmouth Center sewer system and 
certain extensions in the Woods Hole system ($19,000), complete facilities 
plan and ($4,250,000) to construct a collection system for Falmouth Center 
and extensions to Woods Hole system. 


(3) This article ($19,000) to complete the facilities plan and ($325,000) 
to construct a limited Falmouth Center sewerage system. 


None of the above articles included money for a sewer treatment 
works, location of the treatment works, or manner of final disposal of the 
waste and treated waste. 


By a two-thirds majority of the Town Meeting, Article 2 was passed. 


January 11, 1979 — a petition for a referendum was filed with ‘the 
Town Clerk’s Office asking the Town of Falmouth to hold a special elec- 
tion in which the voters would be asked to approve or overturn the vote 
of the Town Meeting on January 4, 1979. 


February 14, 1979 — A Special Election held as a result of the refer- 
endum petition fails to cancel the vote of Town Meeting on missing: 4th, 
therefore the vote of January 4, 1979 was upheld. 


February 28, 1979 — Falmouth Board of Public Works votes to pro- 
ceed as far as possible with the laying of the gravity sewer mains in the 
area as voted by Article 2 of the January 4th Special Town Meeting and 
pursuant to this votes to interview 3 engineers, one of which would be 
hired for the design and construction work. 


March 22, 1979 — Meeting arranged with Emergency Finance Board 
in Boston for Friday, March 30, 1979. See letter to John Tavares, Jr., 
Town Clerk and Treasurer. 


March 26, 1979 — A meeting was held in the Environmental Protection 
Agency Office in Boston regarding the Falmouth sewer issue. Attending 
were the three Falmouth DPW Commissioners and other state, federal 
and town officials. At this meeting a number of points were discussed. 


(1) State officials advised the Town not to install sewer lines untli 
the engineering studies were all completed. A letter was sent on March 
27, 1975 to the Mass. Division of Water Pollution Control requesting con- 
firmation on this. 

(2) Effects of the Ocean Sanctuaries Act on Falmouth problems ‘were 
discussed along with a letter of interpretation from the Department of 
Environmental Management dated March 22, 1979 to Camp, Dresser & 
McKee, Inc. 


(3) ‘The possible effects on Falmouth’s sewer problems regarding 
work being done by the U.S. Department of the Interior, Geological Survey 
Division — studies not yet complete on the Otis Plume were discussed. 


(4) Results of a study being done by the U.S. Department of the 
Interior (not yet complete) regarding the possibility of the Cape Cod 
ground water being declared as a “sole source aquifer” was discussed. 


(5) The Town was apprised of a new Federal law which is printed 
in the Federal Register dated February 16, 1979. The new law sets up 
new rules and regulations pursuant to a requirement that the Town 
nominate an advisory group. The advisory group will be a means of 
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public participation in all of the engineering studies and information as 
the studies proceed towards a successful conclusion. The regulations spell 
out the manner in which the advisory group is to be made up from local 
persons. 

(6) The Federal government advises the Town that the government 
will proceed with and pay for an extensive environmental impact study 
which study will be done concurrently with the completing of the facility 
plan by Camp, Dresser & McKee, Inc. The cost of this study is estimated 
at this time to be about $250,000. 

(7) Federal Agency further informed the Board of Public Works 
that a local public participation coordinator will be hired to work in the 
Town, report to the advisory group and the Public Works’ officials. The 
coordinator’s primary purpose is to insure local public participation and 
to coordinate information between the various groups. This PP co- 
ordinator would be paid for by the Federal government. 

March 27, 1979 — Letter sent to Emergency Finance Board postponing 
meeting on March 30, 1979. This postponing was requested after being 
advised by State Division of Water Pollution Control (by phone) not to 
proceed with construction at this time. 

March 27, 1979 — Letter sent to State Waiter Pollution Control ad- 
vising that Board of Public Works is to begin reviewing engineers pur- 
suant to beginning sewer construction. 

April 23, 1979 — Camp Dresser & McKee, Inc. submit a draft scope 
of work for Falmouth Facilities Plan. 


. April 25, 1979 — U.S.E.P.A. Anthony V. DePalma, Chief, notifies Town 
of E.P.A.’s decision to perform a “piggy-back” Environmental Impact 
Statement concurrently with the Town’s development of the needed addi- 
tional facilities planning work. (Facilities planning now being done by 
Camp, Dresser & McKee, Inc.). Falmouth D.P.W. Commissioners to select 
an Advisory Committee as part of a Public Participation program require- 
ment. E.P.A. will select an engineering firm to develop the E.I.S. study. 


Beginning at this point a new era in the continuing Falmouth Sewer 
Study begins — The Town through its contractor Camp, Dresser & 
McKee, Inc. will complete and pay for the so called Facilities Plan. 
E.P.W. will hire an engineering firm to do the Environmental Impact 
Statement. Cost for the E.LS. will be born by the Federal Government. 


May 11, 1979 — Sewer Study Advisory Committee members are listed 
and E.P.A. is. notified of members names and qualifications. Members are 
Quentin H. Banks, Norman E. Scott, Martha W. Vacarro and James 
McHugh. 

May 18, 1979 — Mass. Water Resources Commission notifies Falmouth 
that it did not intend for Falmouth to build a sewer collection system 
at this time. The State agency further stated that its intention was to 
have the money appropriated (or bond authorization by voters) as a local 
commitment to the future sewering of Falmouth Center. 


Construction should be delayed until the Facilities planning and E.IS. 
process is completed. 


May 21, 1979 — E.P.A. approves Sewer Study Advisory Committee. 


June 8, 1979 — E.P.A. prepares mail out to citizens of Falmouth ex- 
plaining the studies to be made and asking for public participation from 
the citizens. 


A public participation coordinator is now working in the Falmouth 
Town Hall. This P.P. coordinator is available to all those wishing to con- 
tribute information and is responsible to insure that all parties are prop- 
erly informed in sewer matters. The cost of the coordinator is being 
covered in the E.I.S. Study by the Federal Government. 
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June 13, 1979 — Agreement between Camp, Dresser and McKee, Inc. 
and Town is signed. (Facilities Plan) 


June 20, 1979 — “Notice of Intent’ sent out to all Falmouth house- 
holds by E.P.A. through P.P. coordinator on alternatives, costs, impacts 
of Falmouth’s wastewater facilities. This is the first of a number of mail 
outs to the taxpayers of Falmouth. 


June 28, 1979 — Public Information Scoping Meeting — Morse Pond 
School Auditorium. This meeting began a more intense study program. 


June 29, 1979 - December 31, 1979 — The continuing Facilities Plan 
along with the “Environmental Impact Study” generated a great volume 
of data and information. The Sewer Study Advisory Committee held a 
number of meetings. Progress reports on a regular basis are being sent 
out by the E.I.S. contractors, Public Participation is encouraged at each 
Advisory Committee Meeting. 


The volume of data is too great for this report and the official corres- 
pondence reports, and mail outs should be reviewed for further detail. 


November 29, 1979 — Water Resources Commission of the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Water Pollution Control notifies Falmouth Board of 
Selectmen that the State will not reinstate litigation against the Town 
of Falmouth for delays associated with the completion of the needs work 
now in progress. 


HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 
by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


During 1979 the Division concentrated on sealcoating Betterment 
Roads, catch basin cleaning, roadside maintenance and mowing and 
street sweeping. 


This year roads were sealcoated with either sand or %” crushed stone 
for a total of 12.835 miles. 


All roads, accepted under the Betterment Act, have been completed. 
Drainage, landscaping and resurfacing projects are completed. Additional 
seeding of the shoulders of the Betterment Roads may have to be reseeded 
this coming Spring. 

Grading of private roads is involving the Division more each year as 
more material (gravel) has to be used to finish grade these roads. 


The winter season of 1979 was comparatively light in comparison to 
previous years. Only two (2) storms (January 17, 1979 and February 9, 
1979) were heavy enough to utilize the snow plows. The sanders during 
this same period were called out twenty-three (23) times. 


Bicycle Path 

Extensive stone work along the shore in the vicinity of Trunk River 
was completed this year. The Bike Path was resurfaced along the area 
damaged by storms in 1978. 


New Equipment 
The new catch basin cleaner is a big improvement over the old 
Swedish model. Upon arrival it was put to use immediately. 


The front end loader/backhoe combination is a much needed piece 
of equipment. 
The % ton crew cab pickup truck has not been delivered at this time. 


New Construction 

A total of 6,631 feet of new construction has been completed. The 
new construction included drainage, landscaping and road sub-surface 
and surface. 
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Herring Rivers 

.The herring rivers were cleaned by hired equipment (crane) three 
(3) times during this year. Eight (8) other times equipment from the 
Highway Division and the Water Division was used to keep the rivers 
open and flowing.

Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by 
this Office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new 
subdivisions conform to Town regulations. 


This Division has continued a program to define old road layouts 
which were not previously bounded out and replacing those bounds on 
defined layouts which have been destroyed or not set. 


During the year on a daily basis, information is provided to surveyors 
and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic maps and 
bench marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot plans for 
building permits. In addition, there are numerous calls from banks, 
insurance companies and lawyers, etc. for information on flood plain data.

WATER AND SEWER DIVISION

The Ashumet Well was placed in service on June 23, 1977. During 
the early part of 1978 the United States Geological Service Otis Plume 
Study developed technical data that indicated an elevated level of deter- 
gents in the aquifer serving the Ashumet Well. Further testing by the 
State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering confirmed ele- 
vated levels of detergents. The State D.E.Q.E. ordered the well shut-down 
on July 27, 1979. As the year ended, the well remains out-of-service until 
all current on-going technical studies of the aquifer are completed. The 
Town will then be required by the State to engage another engineering 
firm to recommend appropriate corrective action. 


As the year ended, the Falmouth Sewer issue is still unresolved. The 
Step I Facilities Plan is still in the process of preparation by the Boston 
Engineering firm of Camp, Dresser and McKee, Inc. The Environmental 
Protection Agency has ordered an Environmental Impact Statement with 
full public participation. This E.I.S. study is currently in progress by the 
Providence engineering firm of C. E. Maguire, Inc. 

A public participation coordinator has been provided for the Falmouth 
Sewer issue by the Environmental Protection Agency. Miss Susie Dayan 
has been provided an office in the Town Hall for this purpose. “Susie” 
has done an outstanding job during 1979 in this difficult assignment.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS, SCHOOL GROUNDS 
by Joseph Figuerido, Tree Warden 


Activities and duties of the Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds 
Maintenance Division continued as in past years with the highlights out- 


lined herein. 
Shade Trees: 


Growing and protecting a public shade tree is indeed 


a difficult task. A Tree Warden must constantly defend and correct 
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abuses of every kind. Defiance and ignorance of shade tree laws, as 
well as selfish commercial interests, promote this condition. Strong tree 
protection laws exist in the Massachusetts General laws. Surely, if our 
State representatives were able to legislate these laws, the Town and its 
Tree Warden should enforce them. 


A tree begins to deteriorate when over pruned by fifty percent. 
Growth is inhibited, causing poor tree resistance, which encourages in- 
sects, diseases and invites wood borers. Moisture percentage is reduced 
and the tree begins a slow death at the stump. We hope to reduce un- 
necessary pruning by enforcing a recent law which was adopted by the 
Commonwealth, as quoted below. 


Chapter 87, Massachusetts General Laws Annotated: (An act re- 
lating to the cutting of public shade trees) ‘Except as provided by Sec- 
tion Five, public shade trees shall not be cut, trimmed or removed, in 
whole or in part, by any person other than the Tree Warden or his 
deputy, even if he be the owner of the fee in the land on which such 
tree is situated, except upon a permit in writing from said Tree Warden, 
nor shall they be cut down or removed by the Tree Warden or his deputy 
or other person without a public hearing and said Tree Warden or his 
deputy shall cause a notice of the time and place of such hearing there- 
of, which shall identify the size, type and location of the shade tree or 
trees to be cut down or removed, to be posted in two or more public 
places in the Town and upon the tree at least seven days before such 
hearing and published in a newspaper of general circulation in the city 
or town once in each of two successive weeks, the first publication to be 
not less than seven days before the day of the hearing, or if no such local 
newspaper exists then in accordance with the provisions of Section Six 
of Chapter Four.” (Approved April 28, 1978) 


C.E.T.A. PROGRAM: Six personnel were assigned to the Town of 
Falmouth Park Division from the Federal Comprehensive Training Act 
program. Under mutual agreement, this crew was contracted to follow 
recommended work in our watershed, Goodwill Park and forest grounds, 
that had been compiled and recommended by the State Foresters in a 
recent survey. General supervision was assigned to our local Tree Warden 
and the program commenced in March of 1979. 


Excellent progress has been realized. Gifford Street groves have been 
released and thinned; forest fire roads have been cut; Goodwill: Park 
“spruce grove” had produced timber to be milled and used to construct 
picnic tables for our parks. Generally, a substantial silvaculture program 
has been carried out this summer. I wish to compliment this crew for 
its efforts and cooperation in every regard. Falmouth is the benefactor 
of its efforts. 


SPRAY PROGRAM: Four usual spring and summer sprays were 
again implemented in 1979, adhering to pest peak cycle dates which re- 
main rather stable and on the same “host” plant. Pest hatching is 
usually regulated by spring temperature and other weather conditions; 
however, significant changes have not occurred during the past several 
years. A minor flareup was noted in the fall of 1979 but was not con- 
sidered serious, especially when this pest appears in the fall and near 
trees in the dormant stage. 

Sprays applied this year: 

Dormant elm bark beetle — April and May 

Fruit spray — Tent Caterpillars — May 

Elm. leaf spray —two generations — June and July 

Selected spot sprays — Japanese beetles, pine looper, Nantucket 
tip moth, fall webb worm, poison ivy, wood 
ticks, oak pruner. 

DUTCH ELM DISEASE: Falmouth’s Main Street remains relatively 
free of diseased elms and our Village Green survived yet another year 
without a take-down. Library elms were similarily free of attack and are 
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generally in good condition. (These trees are English elms). Cultures 
were, as usual, submitted to the shade tree laboratory in Amherst and 
the results proved twelve confirmed D.E.D. on Falmouth public ways and 
eighteen on private property.

Dutch Elm Disease continues unabated throughout the Commonwealth. 
Many so-called “cures” have been exaggerated or are without foundation; 
presently a D.E.D. cure does not exist. 


TREE PLANTING: Tree planting records reveals a vigorous planting 
program in Falmouth. The assorted selection includes the most popular 
street varieties with some flowering trees for parks. Generally speaking, 
trees are considered planting size at a two inch diameter, breast high 
and any size over three inches are usually balled; however, this is a costly 
and difficult process. Costs have escalated sharply in recent years; there- 
fore, records indicate a decline in street planting. Following is a record 
of street planting over the past ten years.

Nearly two acres of nursery have been maintained by the Town’s Tree 
Division, in conjunction with the Tree Planting Committee. This joint 
program has produced excellent results and is funded by both groups. In 
addition to growing whips and shade trees of choice variety, soils are 
stored, mulch, manures and healing of incoming stock. Also, a section is 
reserved for growing sod for use by the Park Section. 


PARK PROGRESS REPORT: This has has been a productive year 
with park personnel aided by CETA crews. Regular chores continued but 
a construction crew was increasingly active in projects normally let out to 
private contractors. Projects were mainly confined to forest release work, 
milling of timber, litter pollution, work on athletic fields and at games, 
and weekly cleaning programs. 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL: The front of the school was reland- 
scaped, graded, sodded and beds planted. Six hundred feet of water line 
was laid to the tennis courts; traffic signs were erected in the roadside 
and handicapped ramps were built. 


FULLER FIELD: The track was relocated and replenished with 
fresh cinders, as well as resodding the infield. 
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LAWRENCE SCHOOL: Old shrubs were removed and replaced with 
new stock. Resodding was done at the front of the building and a rail 
fence constructed at two entrances. Tennis courts were repainted and 
relined, as well as paving the front of the auditorium and the running 
track. 


VILLAGE GREEN: Broken rails and posts were replaced and re- 
painted. The water pressure was restored in the drinking fountain. The 
annual Christmas display was erected. 


LIBRARY: The new parking area was graded and landscaped and 
is scheduled for seeding in the spring. 


SCHOOL ADMINISTRATION BUILDING: Curbing and adjacent 
grading were completed on the circular drive at the entrance of the build- 
ing. The soft ball field was excavated six inches and refilled with gravel 
and blue stone dust. The area surrounding the dugout was sodded and 
generally improved. 


MISCELLANEOUS CONSTRUCTION and PROJECTS: The tennis 
courts were painted with acrylic tennis court sealer and relined. Seven 
flag poles were painted at various parks throughout the Town. Overlay 
seeding with a Rogers seeding machine at bare areas on Fuller Field, 
Falmouth Heights Central Park, lower Morse Pond School Field, the 
Hall and Mullen School lower field and the regular playing field was 
completed. 


GOODWILL PARK: Ten new picnic tables were constructed as well 
as one hundred fifty-five gallon trash barrels repainted for use at the 
park and other park facilities. Repair of vandalism at the rest room 
facility and gates was also accomplished by our personnel. 


TREE DIVISION: Normal programs continued: summer watering, 
mulching, restaking newly planted trees in all sections of the Town, 
crowning of roadside trees to accommodate refuse trucks and buses, re- 
lease work sprays to inhibit poison ivy, bee spray and dormant elm spray, 
also, the replacing of vandalized trees. 


As your Tree Warden during the past eighteen years, it has indeed 
been gratifying to promote the tree planting program and the growth of 
parks in the Town of Falmouth. It has been an enriching experience 
to share these programs and enjoyment with the Townspeople. 
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
